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Comparatiye  Importance  of  New  York  City,  and  of  the  Large  Systems 
within  it^  as  Beg^ds  the  Production  of  Oas 

The  importan'ce  of  N'ew  York  City  ap  a  producer  and  consumer 
of  gas  is  best  shown  <by  a  comparison  with  production  in  the 
United  States  as  a  whole.  From  the  recent  report  on  Mineral 
Eesources  for  1908  made  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey 
we  obtain  the  following  data  regarding  the  gas  industry  of  the 
country.  This  report  says :  "  The  total  quantity  of  artificial  gas 
produced  in  the  United  States  in  1908  amounted  to  156,909,- 
310,000  cuibic  feet,  valued  at  $133,571,122.00.  The  total  in- 
cludes the  gas  manufactured  at  gas-house  retorts,  at  water-gas 
works,  and  the  surplus  produced  by  by-product  recovery  coke- 
plants.  It  does  not  include  the  quantity  of  gas  lost  or  unaccounted 
for  (made  at  coal  and  water-gas  works)  nor  the  gas  consumed  in 
the  regeneration  of  retort  ovens.  In  1907  the  total  production  of 
all  kinds  of  artificial  gas  amounted  to  149,454,307,000  cubic  feet 
valued  at  $12*6,635,416.00,  compared  with  which  the  production 
of  1908  showed  an  increase  of  7,455,003,000  cubic  feet  in  quan- 
tity and  of  $6,935,706.00  in  value." 

The  amount  of  gas  sold  to  consumers  by  gas  companies  in  New 
York  City  in  1908,  not  including  the  portion  unaccounted  for, 
nor  that  used  by  the  companies,  was  34,285,560  M.  cu.  ft.  This  is 
more  than  one-fifth  (21.9  per  cent)  of  the  total  produced  in  the 
United  States.  But  the  above  total  includes  the  amount  produced 
as  a  by-product  of  coke.  The  sum  of  16,205,926  K  cu.  ft.,  or  30.26 
per  cent,  out  of  a  total  of  53,561,813  M.  cu.  ft.  of  coal  gas  pro- 
duced and  sold  in  the  United  'States,  was  produced  at  by-product 
coke  plants,  and  37,35-5,887  M.  cu.  ft.  at  gas  works.  The  fact  that 
the  former  is  not  industrially  on  the  same  basis  with  gas  pro- 
duced for  itself  is  reflected  in  its  low  selling  price.  The  con- 
sumption  of  gas  in  New  York  City,  moreover,  should  be  compared 
with  a  total  sold  for  illuminating  purposes,  rather  than  with  one 
that  includes  sales  for  fuel.    But  we  have  not  the  data  for  making 
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such  a  division.  Hence,  under  the  circumstances,  the  best  way 
to  make  the  needed  allowance  is  to  base  the  comparison  mainly  on 
the  production  of  water-gas.  The  oil  and  water-gas  produced  and 
sold  in  the  whole  country  in  1908  was  103,347,497  M.  cu.  ft. 
The  amount  of  water-gas  (carbureted)  produced  in  New  York 
City  during  the  same  period  was  (after  pro-rating  tho  deduction 
for  company  use  and  gas  unaccounted  for)  29,082,109  M.  cu.  ft., 
or  28  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  United  States.  Of  coal  gas, 
on  the  other  hand,  only  5,2'0'5,083  M.  cu.  ft.,  or  13.9  per  cent  of 
the  total  excluding  from  consideration  the  by-product  of  coke- 
ovens,  pertains  to  New  York  City.  One-fourth,  rather  than  one- 
fifth,  scarcely  represents  the  share  cf  Xew  York  City  in  the 
country^s  demand  for  gas. 

There  were  in  the  City  of  New  York  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1908  water-gas  sets  and  coal-gas  works  representing  a  combined 
daily  productive  capacity  of  227,828  M.  cu.  ft.  The  total  ca- 
pacity of  holders  was  reported  at  157,729  M.  cu.  ft.  for  December 
31,  1908. 

These  gas  plants  naturally  fall  into  three  groups,  those  of  the 
Consolidated  svstem,  those  of  the  BrcH)klvn  Union  svstem,  and 
those  of  other  (and  minor)  companies.  The  percentage  distribu- 
tion of  the  above  capacity,  and  of  certain  other  statistical  data, 
between  these  three  groups  in  1908  was  as  shown  in  the  following 
table :

Over  two-thirds  of  the  prodiiotivo  capacity  and  of  production  of 
gas  in  Xew  York  City  is  in  tho  hand.s  of  the  Oonsolidated  Gas 
system.  This  probably  amounts  to  nearly  ono-fifth  of  the  conn- 
try's  entire  production  of  gas  destined  primarily  for  the  purpose 
of  illumination. 
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Utilization  of  Fixed  Capital  for  Gas  Prodnction 

The  relation  between  plant  and  product  is  a  question  of  primary 
interest  and  importance  in  the  field  of  industrial  statistics.  The 
simple  arithmetical  expression  of  this  relation  is  the  ratio  of  out- 
put to  capacity.  But  this,  like  other  simple  ratios,  is  to  he  under- 
stood only  by  reference  to  the  conditions  determining  it. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  demand  for  gas  and  of  the  method 
of  distributing  it,  productive  capacity  cannot  be  continuously  and 
completely  utilized.  Manufacturing  capacity  must  be  large 
enough  to  provide  for  supplying  the  greatest  requirements  oc- 
casioned bv  diurnal  and  seasonal  fluctuations  of  demand,  hence 
considerably  in  excess  of  what  can  ordinarily  be  operated.  But 
manufacturing  capacity  per  hour  or  minute  need  not  be  equal  to 
maximum  momentary  demand.  Holders  provide  for  the  storage 
of  gas  manufactured  and  make  possible  both  the  closer  adjust- 
ment of  supply  to  the  fluctuations  of  demand  and  the  fuller  utiliza- 
tion of  productive  capacity.  The  ratio  of  product  to  capacity  in 
the  case  of  gas  manufacture  must,  therefore,  be  double,  t.  e.,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  the  ratio  of  production  both  to  manufacturing 
and  to  holder  capacity.  Such  ratios  (the  data  being  obtained 
from  the  appended  Tables  T,  TT,  III  and  XII)  are  presented  in 
the  following  text  table :

The  figures  of  maximal  ami  minimal  production,  while  nomi- 
nally statistics  of  supply,  are  naturally  and  properly  taken  as 
indices  of  demand.  It  is  in  this  character  that  they  are  of  in- 
terest and  importance  for  the  following  analysis. 

Owing  to  cases  where  gas  manufactured  by  one  company  is 
introduced  into  the  holders  of  an  affiliated  company,  it  is  not 
possible  to  state  arithmetically  the  relation  between  production 
and  holder  capacity  for  each  company.  The  consequent  necessity 
of  using  combined  maximal  and  minimal  figures  introduces  an 
error  into  these  particular  ratios  for  the  two  great  systems  and 
makes  it  necessary  to  use  them  with  caution. 

The  true  maximal  and  minimal,  as  well  as  the  average,  ratios 
for  manufacturing  capacity  are  obtainable  for  the  stations  of  the 
two  great  systems.     These  are  given  in  Table  3  following.

One  may  judge  of  the  degree  of  inaccuracy  in  the  combined 
maximal  and  minimal  ratios  for  the  Consolidated  and  Brooklyn 
Union  systems  by  considering  the  dates  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
ifitation  maxima  and  minima.*  In  the  order  of  the  stations  given 
in  Table  2  the  dates  are:  For  maxima:  (Consolidated  system) 
January  30,  September  22,  April  13,  February  22,  December  22, 
December  23,  December  14,  January  29,  February  5,  January  3 ; 
(Brooklyn  Union)  December  22,  December  22,  October  29,  Janu- 
ary 14,  December  18,  January  12;  for  minima:  (Consolidated 
system)  July  4,  July  5,  July  14,  March  29,  August  25,  Septem- 
ber 19,  July  19,  August  15,  June  20,  June  13;  (Brooklyn  Union 
system)  August  30,  July  27,  July  6,  May  19,  October  5,  Septem- 
ber 23.  If  the  dates  for  each  system  coincided,  there  would  be 
no  error  involved  in  adding  the  station  maxima  to  get  a  system 
maximum.  If  the  dates  were  close  together,  that  would  indicate 
a  small  or  perhaps  negligible  error.  Their  distribution,  in  the 
case  of  the  Consolidated  system,  however,  docs  not  indicate  a 
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small  error  in  the  ratios  obtained  in  Table  2.  In  the  case  of  the 
Brooklyn  Union  system  the  maxima  all  occur  in  the  fall  or 
winter;  the  minima,  however,  do  not  occur  at  such  dates  as  sus- 
tain the  feasibility  of  adding  them  together.  Though  there  is 
thus  an  absence  of  positive  proof,  it  remains  possible,  nevertheless, 
that  the  combined  maxima  and  minima  are  fairly  representative 
for  the  large  systems. 

It  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  station  or  company  ratios  of  maxi- 
mal and  minimal  production  even  to  manufacturing  capacity  (the 
ratios  to  holder  capacity  being  obviously  misrepresentative)  are 
preferable  to  system  ratios,  though  the  latter  are  not  "  true." 
Such  a  station  maximum  occurs  when  it  doeS;  and  also  amounts 
to  the  figure  reported,  largely  because  of  the  inter-relations  of 
companies  and  stations.  With  a  number  of  stations  connected  to 
one  distributing  system  (or  to  several  distributing  systems  if  a 
distinction  is  to  be  maintained  between  those  which  are  connected 
with  each  other)  it  is  possible  to  shut  down  a  large  portion  of 
one  station  for  repairs  and  put  the  load  upon  the  other  stations, 
or  upon  one  of  them  which  is  in  especially  good  condition  to  re- 
ceive it,  pretty  much  regardless  of  demand.  But  in  order  to 
get  a  ratio  that  expresses  a  true  relation  between  demand  and 
supply,  each  term  must  relate  to  the  same  plant  or  combination 
of  plants  for  production  and  distribution,  and  to  those  ouly. 
Station  ratios  meet  this  requirement  no  better  than  do  system 
ratios.  Ratios  based  upon  averages,  however,  may  be  presumed 
to  be  less  affected  than  those  based  upon  maxima  and  minima. 
All  this,  of  course,  assumes  that  the  figure  of  output  is  chiefly 
interesting  as  an  index  of  demand.  It  is  especially  from  this 
viewpoint  that  the  mere  trueness  of  a  maximum  or  minimum  i? 
no  sufficient  evidence  of  its  value. 

As  an  indication  of  the  extent  to  which  the  operation  of  a  plant 
can  be  pressed  towards  making  the  greatest  physical  output,  the 
station  maximum  is  doubtless  not  affected  by  the  above  considera- 
tions. But  for  this  purpose  it  is  worth  but  little  anyway.  We 
know  that  actual  utilizable  capacity,  even  for  so  short  a  period 
as  24  hours,  may  be  less  than  standard  manufacturing  capacity. 
But,  owing  to  the  fact  that  demand  always  counts  for  an  inde- 
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terminate  something,  even  when  the  exigencies  of  repairs  to  other 
stations  of  the  same  system  have  more  to  do  with  the  recorded 
maximum,  the  maxima  are  no  measure?,  and  are  scarcely  an  indi- 
cation of  the  practical  limit  of  capacity.  If  that  kind  of  a  record 
is  wanted,  it  should  be  obtained  by  appropriate  special  tests. 
Statistics  of  production  could  scarcely  do  more  than  furnish 
auxiliary  data  from  which  a  coefficient  of  physically  practicable 
degree  of  utilization  of  capacity  might  be  derived.  But  such 
statistics  as  are  before  us  relate  only  to  the  economically  practi- 
cable degree  of  utilization,  that  is  to  demand.  And  demand  is 
reflected  in  system  records  rather  than  in  station  records. 

In  the  absence  of  recorded  or  reported  system  maxima  and 
minima  for  the  two  large  systems,  it  is  necessary  to  use  makeshift 
figures  such  as  those  in  the  preceding  tables.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  bracketed  ratios  of  Table  2,  while  not  based  upon  true 
maxima  and  minima,  are  true  (and  properly  weighted)  averages 
of  the  ratios  for  contained  station  figures.  This  should  much  im- 
prove their  standing.  In  comparisons  with  the  groups  of  other 
companies,  no  essential  error  need  be  expected  from  the  use  of  such 
average  ratios. 

The  daily  averages,  and  the  ratios  depending  upon  them,  are 
not  affected  by  any  uncertainties  due  to  the  varying  combination 
of  productive  and  distributive  plants.  The  combined  average  pro- 
duction for  a  system  is  correctly  obtainable  by  addition.  Hence, 
they  are  the  best  point  of  departure  for  analysis.  The  ratios 
of  production  to  manufacturing  capacity,  also,  are  more  directly 
significant  than  those  relating  to  storage  capacity. 

The  ratios  of  daily  average  production  to  manufacturing  ca- 
pacity, arranged  to  show  the  variations  between  the  largest 
(78.60)  and  the  smallest  (17.22)  for  the  different  companies  and 
stations  appear  thus: 


Ratios. 
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The  high  degree  of  utilization  of  manufacturing  capacity  by 
the  Brooklyn  Union  system  is  perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  fact 
shown.  This  fact  is  more  conclusively  shown  in  Table  2.  The 
average  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  is  49.90  per  cent,  that  of 
the  Consolidated  system  is  42.78  per  cent,  and  that  of  other  com- 
panies is  28.12  (or  slightly  more  if  allowance  is  made  for  the 
then  unused  plant  of  the  Brooklyn  Borough  Gas).  It  would  seem 
as  if  the  largest  system  ought  to  be  able  to  make  the  fullest  and 
most  economical  use  of  its  manufacturing  plants.  On  the  face 
of  the  figures  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  might  bo  suppo.^ed  to 
have  either  more  up-to-date  plants  or  better  nianageiiicnt. 

The  difference  between  the  Consolidated  and  the  Brooklyn 
Union  systems  is  not  a  consequence  of  the  presence  of  coal-gas 
plants  in  the  former.  The  ratio  of  production  to  capacity  for 
•  the  great  Astoria  station  is  high,  that  is  51.48  per  cent.  This 
more  than  balances  the  low  ratios  of  the  other  coal-gas  plants, 
so  that  the  combined  ratio  for  coal-gas  stations  is  slightly  higher 
than  the  average  ratio  for  the  system  as  a  whole.  The  unused 
manufacturing  capacity  of  the  Northern  Union  Gas  Company  is  not 
suflScient  to  change  significantly  the  relative  position  of  the  Con- 
solidated system. 

Turning  to  the  relation  of  output  to  holder  capacity,  we  obtain 
the  following  ratios:  Consolidated  system,  55.85  per  cent; 
Brooklyn  Union  system,  90.48  per  cent;  other  companies,  60.30 
per  cent.  This  comparison  rather  strengthens  the  impression  re- 
ceived from  the  above  ratios,  as  to  inability  of  the  Consoli- 
dated system,  for  whatever  reason,  to  make  as  economical  a  use 
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of  its  plant  as  one  might  expect  according  to  the  claims  of  the 
advocates  of  combination. 

As  to  the  relation  between  size  of  plant  and  the  need  of  holder 
capacity,  the  following  quotation  from  an  authority  on  gas  engi- 
neering is  in  point.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  unity-term 
of  his  ratio  is  daily  consumption  (substantially  equivalent  to 
daily  make  as  here  used),  hence  his  comparative  figure  is  the 
reverse  of  ours.    Mr.  Latta's  statement*  is  as  follows : 

"  The  ratio  of  holder  capacity  to  daily  consumption  in  small 
works  generally  equals  1  to  1.  In  larger  works  this*  ratio  is 
generally  decreased,  some  of  the  larger  plants  of  the  country 
having  only  half  the  storage  capacity  of  their  daily  output. 
It  is  less  necessary  to  have  this  ratio  equal  in  the  case  of  water 
gas  than  in  the  case  of  coal  gas.  In  both  instances  it  should  de- 
pend considerably  upon  manufacturing  capacity.  In  no  instance, 
however,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  should  the  minimum  stor- 
age capacity  exceed  85  per  cent  of  the  maximum  daily  demand 
[that  is,  the  maximum  daily  demand  cannot  economically  be  less 
than  118  per  cent  of  minimum  storage  capacity]."  The  relation 
of  minimum  to  standard  storage  capacity  being  indeterminate,  it 
is  not  possible  to  base  conclusions  directly  upon  a  comparison 
of  this  118  per  cent  with  the  maximal  ratios  of  Table  1. 

The  remarkable  position  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  as  re- 
gards fullness  of  utilization  of  its  holder  capacity  should  have 
some  relation  to  the  corresponding  percentage  for  manufacturing 
capacity.  If  both  are  small,  that  may  be  because  construction 
has  outstripped  demand.  If  both  are  high,  there  must  be  a  close 
adjustment  of  plant  to  product.  But  holder  capacity  may,  to  a 
degree,  take  the  place  of  manufacturing  capacity,  for  the  reason 
that  peak  loads  may  be  provided  for  from  a  stored  supply  manu- 
factured at  slack  times  within  the  24  hours.  The  marked  superi- 
ority of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  over  the  Consolidated  system 
and  over  other  companies  in  respect  of  both  these  ratios,  however, 
supports  the  inference  that  the  Brooklyn  Union  is  superior  to

other  companies  included  in  the  comparison  as  regards  eflfective 
use  of  its  fixed  investment,  at  least  for  the  portion  of  it  that  re- 
lates to  production  and  storage.  Whether  there  are  any  peculiari- 
ties about  distribution  systems  or  demand  which  necessitate  a 
qualification  of  this  view  will  be  considered  later.  It  may  be, 
for  example,  that  the  relatively  small  margin  of  the  Brooklyn 
Union  system  makes  it  less  easy  to  maintain  a  sufficient  and  un- 
varying pressure  and  quality  of  gas. 

Of  the  independent  companies,  the  New  York  &  Queens  Gas 
and  the  New  York  &  Eichmond  Gas  show  higher  ratios  of  pro- 
duction to  holder  capacity  than  the  Brooklyn  Union  system.  The 
explanation  is  not  far  to  seek.  These  two  companies  have  the 
smallest  ratio  of  holder  capacity  to  manufacturing  capacity  of  any 
of  the  companies  or  systems  in  Table  2,  hence  they  can,  and  they 
evidently  must,  produce  their  gas  close  to  the  time  of  peak-load 
consumption. 

These  ratios  of  storage  to  manufacturing  capacity,  with  the 
companies  arranged  for  purposes  of  comparison  in  the  order  of 
the  size  of  the  percentage,  follow:

It  is  appropriate  that  the  two  great  systems  should  occupy  a 
middle  position.  It  is  odd  that  they  should  be  so  far  apart.  It 
is  noteworthy  that  the  ratio  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  con- 
forms most  nearly  to  the  standard  of  Mr.  Latta  for  "  the  larger 
plants."  It  is  permissible  to  suspect  that  the  ratios  for  some  of 
the  extreme  cases  represent  a  maladjustment  of  investment  and 
possibly  less  efficient  service.  But  some  of  those  at  the  bottom 
of  the  list,  it  should  be  noted,  have  a  marked  seasonal  fluctuation 
of  demand.     Such  a  condition  makes  reserve  manufacturing  ca- 
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pacity  more  important  than  large  holder  capacity.  Large  holder 
capacity  makes  possible  greater  equalization  of  production  through 
the  hours  of  the  day,  but  not  through  the  days  of  the  year. 

We  now  turn  to  maxima  and  minima  and  their  ratios.  Let  us 
first  consider  the  size  of  the  gap  between  the  maximum  and  mini- 
mum for  each  company  or  station.  A  suitable  mode  of  present- 
ing such  facts  is  to  show  the  percentage  relation  each  maximum 
and  minimum  bears  to  the  corresponding  average.  This  is  done 
in  Table  4,  following:

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The  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric,  on  the  basis  of  its  maxinuim  onlv, 
is  put  second  in  order.  The  coal-gas  plants  are  opc^ratod  more 
regularly  than  the  water-gas  plants.  Of  the  water-gas  plants  of 
the  Consolidated  system  the  larger  appear  to  be  used  less  con- 
stantly than  the  smaller  ones,  average  output  being  taken  a.s 
the  criterion  of  size.  This  is  about  the  0})posite  of  what  one  would 
expect,  since  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  smaller  plants  are  loss 
economical  and  would,  therefore,  be  of  use  chiefly  as  roscTve 
capacity. 

The  favorable  position  of  the  Consolidated  svsteni  as  ro*>:ar(ls 
the  degree  of  fluctuation  of  demand  to  which  its  business  is  sul)- 
jected  would  seem  to  reinforce  the  indications  of  the  preceding 
discussion  as  to  the  uneconomical  character  of  the  dofi^ree  of  utili- 
zation  of  its  fixed  investment  by  the  Consolidated.  But  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  largest  water-gas  stations  of  the  system 
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that  show  the  greatest  range  of  variation,  a  consideration  of  the 
mere  order  of  the  names  in  the  ahove  list  is  hardly  to  be  accepted 
without  qualification  as  a  sufficient  criterion.  The  use  of  a 
weighted  average  would  ordinarily  be  the  recourse  of  the  statis- 
tician under  such  circumstances.  But  the  weighted  average  range 
is  the  range  for  the  substitute  system  maximum  and  minimum 
discussed  above.  It  is,  therefore,  not  an  entirely  correct  test,  not 
so  much  because  these  figures  are  not  correctly  obtained  as  because 
the  maximum  or  minimum  of  one  Nation  of  a  system  may  be  high 
or  low  merely  because  it  is  convenient  to  substitute  more  or  less  the 
output  of  another  station  for  its  output,  or  vice  versa,  during  a 
partial  shut-down  for  repairs  or  for  other  reasons  not  due  to  varia- 
tion in  demand.  Whatever  error  there  is^  however,  must  affect 
the  Consolidated  and  the  Brooklyn  Union  systems  in  substantially 
the  same  way,  hence  a  direct  comparison  of  these  two  should  yield 
a  reliable  result.  From  Table  4  it  appears  that  the  range  in 
points  between  maximum  and  minimum  ratios  for  the  Consoli- 
dated system  is  99.66  and  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  115.80,  a 
difference  in  indicated  fluctuation  of  demand  favorable  enough  to 
the  Consolidated  system  to  bear  out  the  position  taken  above,  and 
certainly  not  of  a  character  to  explain  or  excuse  the  failure  on 
the  part  of  this  system  more  fully  to  utilize  its  productive  ca- 
pacity. 

Engineers  have  recently  made  much  use  of  the  ''  load  factor  " 
in  their  discussions  of  the  economics  of  generating  electricity. 
There  appear  to  be  several  load  factors,  all  hinging  upon  the 
character  of  the  maximum  demand  and  upon  the  requirements 
and  costs  they  impose  upon  an  electrical  company.  Such  a  con- 
ception is  quite  as  applicable  and  almost  as  significant  in  relation 
to  the  production  of  gas.  This  notion  is  doubtless  accountable 
for  the  recording  of  maxima  and  minima  by  gas  companies. 
"  The  ratio  of  the  average  load  to  the  maximum  load  '^  defines 
the  usual  load  factor.  The  obtainable  load  factor  for  gas  companies, 
and  the  one  which  is  significant,  makes  use  of  the  maximum  24- 
hour  figure,  and  reflects  seasonal,  not  diurnal,  fluctuations  in 
demand.  This  involves  inverting  the  process  of  division  used  to 
get  the  relative  upper  boundary  of  the  range  of  variation  from  the 
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average  daily  production  just  discussed.     Load  factors,  as  thus 
defined,  for  the  various  companies  and  stations,  are  as  follows :

The  larger  the  load  factor  the  more  favorable  the  conditions  of 
demand.  The  advantageous  situation  of  the  Consolidated,  as  com- 
pared with  the  Brooklyn  Union,  appears  from  this  way  of  looking 
at  the  figures,  as  well  as  from  the  figures  showing  comparative 
range  of  variation.  The  two  are,  of  course,  merely  different  ways 
of  presenting  the  same  fact.  The  possible  artificiality  of  the 
station  maxima  (or  the  possibility  of  their  being  determined  by 
the  mechanical  exigencies  of  the  system  instead  of  by  demand) 
does  not  weaken  the  conclusion,  for  this  would  tend  to  lower  the 
load  factor  for  the  Consolidated  more  than  for  the  Brooklyn 
Union  system. 

Of  the  minor  companies,  the  Queens  Borough  Gas  &  Electric 
has  the  most  unfavorable  seasonal  load  factor  and  that  of  the 
Bronx  Gas  &  Electric  is  also  conspicuously  low,  with  the  Brooklyn 
Borough  next  above.  The  New  York  &  Queens,  the  Kings  County, 
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and  the  New  York  &  Richmond,  on  the  other  hand,  show  decidedly 
favorable  load  factors.  The  dates  of  the  maxima  at  the  founda- 
tion of  these  ratios  are,  respectively:  July  25,  December  5, 
August  17 ;  December  23,  December  29,  December  19.  The  sum- 
mer maxima  among  the  extreme  cases  ate  noteworthy.  These 
two  are  the  only  cases  of  summer  maxima  in  the  list.  The  Sep- 
tember 22  maximum  of  the  44th  Street-North  River  and  the  April 
13  maximum  of  the  99th  Street-First  Avenue  stations  <?f  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  sysitem  are  somewhat  eccentric,  but  not  in  themselves 
so  significant,  because  of  these  stations  being  parts  of  a  large  system. 
It  happens  that  the  Queens  Borough  Gas  &  Electric  reports 
the  number  of  its  consumers  of  gas  by  months.  These  figures 
are  as  follows:

The  ordinary  influence  of  the  seasonal  distribution  of  daylight 
upon  the  consumption  of  gas  is  quite  overborne  by  the  advent 'of 
summer  visitors  to  the  territory  of  this  company.  The  minimum 
number  (January)  is  but  66.43  per  cent  of  the  average  number 
and  the  maximum  (August)  is  145.37  per  c-ent  of  it.  The  range 
of  variation  amounts  to  79  points.  It  is  noteworthy  how  much 
this  falls  short  of  the  205  points  range  of  variation  in  the  amount 
of  gas  consumed  per  day.  In  proportion  to  resident  and  tran- 
sient population,  that  is  per  capita,  the  consumption  is  doubtless 
much  greater  in  winter. 

It  might  be  alleged  that  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  and  those 
companies  which  show  a  high  degree  of  utilization  of  their  plants 
have  not  sufficient  reserve  capacity.  Eeserve  capacity  may  be 
designed  to  provide  for  extraordinary  upward  variations  in  de- 
mand, or  to  provide  for  growth  in  the  near  future  of  population 
and  consumption  in  the  territory  served.  Neither  of  these  con- 
siderations can  be  made  to  explain  and  justify  the  comparatively 
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low  degree  of  utilization  of  the  capacity  of  the  plants  of  the  Con- 
solidated system* 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  a  familiar  argument  for  com- 
bination,  namely,  that  it  is  thus  possible  to  obtain  a  greater 
product  from  a  given  amount  of  fixed  capital  than  can  be  done 
where  the  same  plants  compete  with  each  o'ther.  But  if  this  argu- 
ment is  to  carry  any  conviction  with  the  public  it  must  mean, 
not  only  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  fixed  capital  used,  but 
also  that  the  return  to  capital  will  continue  to  be  proportioned  to 
that  which  is  actually  used.  The  antiquated  and  uneconomical 
plants  should  not  merely  cease  to  be  operated.  They  should  be 
broken  up  or  otherwise  disposed  of  and  their  cost  should  be 
written  off  from  the  assets  of  the  combination.  More  or  less 
monopolistic  conditions  of  supply,  however,  make  it  convenient, 
from  the  business  point  of  view,  to  keep  such  plants  in  nominal 
use,  or  at  least  keep  their  cost  on  the  books,  in  order  to  help  to 
conceal  the  actual  rate  of  return  upon  capital  employed.  All 
appearances  point  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Consolidated  Gas 
system  has  among  its  plants  some  which  serve  the  purpose,  not  of 
production,  but  of  capitalization.  Wherever  such  a  condition 
obtains,  there  are  certain  obvious  limitations  "upon  the  sufficiency 
of  physical  valuation  by  itself  as  a  measure  of  the  amount  of 
tangible  capital  upon  which  a  fair  return  may  be  expected.  Such 
valuation  should  be  properly  discounted  for  unused  or  only  nomi- 
nally used  equipment.

Facilities  for  Distribution 

Gas  is  one  of  those  commodities  whose  transportation  and  dis- 
tribution must  be  effected  by  a  large  investment  of  capital  tied 
to  the  investment  for  production.  The  fixed  investment  of  gas 
companies  for  purposes  of  distribution  is  comparable  in  impor- 
tance with  their  investment  in  manufacturing  plant.  It  has  been 
found  convenient  to  examine  the  statistics  of  holders  in  relation 
to  productive  capacity,  though  storage  is  a  distributive  function 
and  holders  are  properly  a  part  of  the  distributive  plant.  There 
remain  the  mains  and  pipes  of  various  kinds,  statistical  data  per- 
taining to  which  are  contained  in  Tables  IV  to  Via  appended. 
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Meters  also  (Tables  VII  and  Vila)  are  a  part  of  the  fixed  in- 
vestment devoted  to  distribution  though,  unlike  the  pipes,  thej 
can  easily  be  recalled  from  their  particular  (local)  use,  being  thus 
relatively  fluid. 

Transmission  pipe-line  is  distinguished  from  distribution  pipe 
by  superinduced  high  pressure,  that  is,  higher  than  that  which  is 
maintained  at  the  works  or  necessary  in  the  distribution  system 
proper.  If  we  make  the  trade  distinction  between  transportation 
and  "  delivery,"  the  transmission  pipes  have  to  do  solely  with  the 
former  and  exist  because  it  is  not  always  feasible  to  erect  the 
manufacturing  plants  at  centers  suitable  for  "  delivery."  The 
movement  through  the  transmission  pipes  may  be  thought  of  as 
shipping  or  freighting  the  gas,  that  through  the  distribution 
system  as  trucking  or  carting  it,  and,  finally,  the  service  pipe  acts 
as  the  grocer's  boy  who  takes  the  daily  supply  through  the  door 
and  hands  it  to  the  kitchen  maid. 

For  transmission  and  distribution  pipes,  full  data  as  to  size  are 
available.  Totals  by  sizes,  together  with  calculated  cubical  ca- 
pacity, are  given  in  Tables  6  and  7  below.  The  most  frequent 
size  for  transmission  pipe  is  20  inches;  for  distribution  pipe, 
6  inches.  Measured  in  terms  of  volume,  also,  these  are  the  most 
important  sizes,  though  less  markedly  so  in  comparison  with  the 
larger  ones. 

The  total  capacity  (static,  i.  e.,  cubical  contents)  of  trans- 
mission pipes  is  732,44:2  cu.  ft.  as  compared  with  6,902,668  cu. 
ft.  for  distribution  pipes,  together  7,635,010  cu.  ft.  The  total 
holder  capacity  of  the  city  (157,729,000)  is  nearly  twenty-one 
times  this  amount;  the  productive  capacity  (227,828,000)  nearly 
thirty  times  as  great;  the  average  daily  production  (99,756  M) 
about  thirteen  times  as  great.  The  gas  contents  of  the  trans- 
mission and  distribution  system  are  changed  on  the  average  thir- 
teen times  a  day. 

Of  transmission  pipe-line  the  Consolidated  system  has  88,846 
feet  (length,  without  distinction  of  size),  the  Brooklyn  Union 
system  251,208  feet,  and  all  other  companies  97,914.  Several 
subsidiary  companies  of  the  Consolidated  system  and,  among 
minor  companies,  the  Bronx  Gas  &  Electric  and  the  Brooklyn 
Borough  Gas  have  no  transmission  pipe.    In  order  to  make  allow-

ance  for  diameter,  as  well  as  length  of  such  pipe,  it  is  well  to 
base  comparisons  upon  multiples  of  length  by  diameter,  or  what 
is  equivalent,  upon  cubical  capacity.      Capacity  is      ^nr*     multi- 
plied by  length.     The  data  and  results  of  this  computation  follow 
as  Tables  6  and  7.

The  comparison  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  with  the  other 
groups  of  companies  on  the  basis  of  length  of  transmission  pipe 
gives  it  a  somewhat  different  position  from  that  given  it  by  the 
same  comparison  for  cubical  contents.  For  the  distribution  system 
the  effect  of  taking  account  of  diameter  is  less  considerable.  There 
may  be  some  doubt  as  to  which  of  these  methods  of  comparison, 
i.  e.,  whether  by  length  or  by  cubical  contents,  is  better.  But, 
at  any  rate,  both  should  be  better  than  either  one,  and  probably 
enough  better  to  pay  for  the  amount  of  computation  necessitated.  . 
Cost  of  material  varies  more  nearly  according  to  capacity  than 
according  to  length,  though  the  cost  of  the  larger  pipes  would 
doubtless  be  relatively  less.  As  regards  the  cost  of  laying  them, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  would  more  nearly  correspond  to  length 
than  to  capacity.  Whether  a  large  or  a  small  size  can  be  used, 
of  course,  depends  upon  the  demand  to  be  supplied.  Assuming  a 
fixed  rate  of  flow  and  a  given  distance  through  which  the  gas  is 
to  be  transported,  it  is  doubtless  a  great  advantage  if  the  amount 
of  demand  is  sufficient  to  warrant  sending  the  gas  through  large 
pipes.  A  pipe  four  times  as  large  as  another  in  cross  section 
will  economically  deliver  more  than  four  times  as  much  gas. 
Allowance  could  be  made  for  this  factor  in  the  computations. 
But  comparison  on  the  basis  of  static  instead  of  dynamic  capacity 
serves  suflSciently  well  for  present  purposes.     The  cost  of  opera- 
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tion  for  distribution  will  be  less  if  the  gas  can  be  delivered  ^t  a 
given  rate  of  flow  through  large  pipes.  The  fixed  investment  in 
the  distributing  system  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  delivered  at 
a  standard  rate  of  flow  will  be  less.  Hence  a  comparison  of 
systems  with  reference  to  capacity  of  pipes  is  at  least  an  impor- 
tant side-light  on  their  conditions  of  investment  and  operation. 

Certain  ratios  for  the  comparison  of  the  cubical  capacity  of 
pipes  with  data  relating  to  production  are  contained  in  Table  8 
immediately  following:

The  small  amount  of  pipe  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  rela- 
tively to  its  produetion  is  the  point  which  stands  out  most  promi- 
nently from  the  table.  Yet  the  territory  of  the  Brooklyn  Union 
is  not  nearly  so  compact  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  gas  used 
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as  is  that  of  the  Consolidated  system,  and  therefore  not  adapted  to 
economy  in  fixed  investment  for  distribution  through  using  com- 
paratively short  pipes  of  comparatively  large  diameter.  The 
Consolidated  system  is  most  favorably  situated  for  "  short  hauls  " 
and  large  loads.  We  should  expect  the  Brooklyn  system  to  be 
intermediate  between  the  other  two  groups  in  this  particular.  The 
large  proportion  of  transmission  pipe  (with  superinduced  pressure) 
in  the  total  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  'system  is  to  be  noted  in  this 
connection,  being  24  per  cent  of  the  total  capacity  of  pipes,  while 
in  the  case  of  the  other  groups  that  per  cent  is  around  five.  Trans- 
mission pipe^line  thus  appears  to  be  substituted  in  this  system 
for  a  larger  amount  of  distribution  pipe*,  as  it  very  well  may 
be,  since  the  higher  pressure  and  more  rapid  flow  of  the  gas 
through  a  pipe,  dynamic  capacity  in  other  words,  may  serve  the 
same  purpose  as  greater  cubical  contents.  Whether  this  is  the 
most  economical  and  whether  the  most  serviceable  method  of 
distributing  gas  are,  of  course,  questions  which  cannot  be  answered 
on  the  basis  of  any  available  figures.  Equality  and  evenne.ss  of 
pressure  cannot  be  easily  maintained  where  mains  are  relatively 
small.  It  is  interesting  that,  as  regards  its  pipe  system  as  well  as 
its  yard  plants,  the  Brooklyn  Union  makes  a  fuller  or  more  eco- 
nomical use  of  its  fixed  capital  than  the  other  groups  of  companies 
with  which  it  is  natural  to  make  comparisons. 

The  above-mentioned  grounds  for  expecting  that  the  distribu- 
tion pipes  of  the  Consolidated  system  will  be  found  to  be  com- 
paratively large  makes  it  of  interest  to  see  what  the  figures  are. 
Table  9  shows  per  cent  distribution  of  distribution  pipe  between 
sizes. 

The  modal  (most  frequent)  size  in  the  case  of  the  Consolidated 
system  is  six  inches,  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  six  inches,  for  the 
other  companies  four.  But  the  four-inch  size  comes  very  near 
to  the  six-inch  in  point  of  importance  for  the  Brooklyn  Union, 
while  it  is  entirely  outclassed  in  the  case  of  the  Consolidated. 
Only  19  per  cent  of  the  pipes  of  the  latter  are  below  six  inches 
in  diameter,  while  41  per  cent  of  those  of  the  Brooklyn  Union 
are.  Very  large  sizes,  also,  are  well  represented  in  the  case  of 
•the  Consolidated  and  are  either  absent  or  sparsely  represented  in

the  cases  of  the  other  two  groups.  The  average  size  of  distribu- 
tion pipes  is  8.10  inches  for  the  Consolidated,  5.96  inches  for  the 
Brooklyn  Union,  and  5.29  inches  for  the  other  companies.  Unless 
these  distribution  pipes  are  not  at  all  adapted  to  existing  needs 
as  regards  consumption,  the  Consolidated  system  occupies  a  de- 
cidedly favorable  position  in  respect  of  the  character  of  its  trade, 
that  is  as  regards  costs  analogous  to  "  freight  and  cartage." 

The  variety  of  sizes  among  the  gas  mains  as  reported  suggests 
a  question  as  to  a  possible  tendency  in  case  of  additions  to  favor 
certain  sizes,  whether  for  the  sake  of  standardization  or  to  com- 
ply in  other  ways  with  changed  conditions  of  technique  and  de- 
mand. The  following  table  (10)  shows  increases  by  size  and  the 
relative  importance  of  the  different  sizes. 

The  amounts  involved  in  the  case  of  transmission  pipe  are  too 
small  to  afford  a  sufficient  basis  for  any  inference  as  to  tendency. 
As  regards  distribution  pipe,  there  is  clearly  a  tendency  towards 
concentration  upon  the  six-inch  diameter.  Sixty-nine  per  cent  of 
the  increase  was  of  this  diameter  while  only  41  per  cent  (Table  9) 
of  the  pipe  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  of  this  size.

Since  the  table  relates  to  but  35  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  services  reported,  its  value  depends  entirely  on  the  presumably 
representative  character  of  the  figures.  Comparing  the  last 
column  with  the  next  preceding  one,  we  discover  a  marked  tend- 
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encj  to  concentration  upon  the  pipes  whose  diameter  is  measured 
by  the  full  inches,  two  or  three.  In  other  words,  the  gas  com- 
panies are  standardizing  the  size  of  these  pipes.  Fractional  sizes 
are  being  discarded.  Especially  the  one  and  one-quarter-inch 
pipes  tend  to  disappear  from  the  list  as  fast  as  removed. 

Computation  shows  also  that  the  average  size  of  service  pipes 
tends  to  increase.  The  average  diametijr  (with  lengths  as  weights) 
of  service  pipes  in  use  December  31,  1908,  was  1.45  inches,  while 
the  average  size  of  those  added  during  the  year  was  1.96  inches. 

The  omission  of  all  Brooklyn  Union  companies  from  those 
giving  data  for  the  size  of  service  pipes  unfortunately  qualifies 
such  value  as  these  results  may  have. 


Consumers'  Meters 

The  capacity  of  meters  in  terms  of  lights  is  but  another  way  of 
stating  the  amount  of  gas  that  will  pass  to  the  consumer  in  a 
given  time  at  the  standard  rate  of  flow,  six  cubic  feet  of  gas  per 
hour  being  the  equivalent  of  one  standard  light.  The  size  of 
meters  may  be  presumed  to  be  in  a  general  way  proportionate  to 
the  possible  demand  for  gas  (number  of  burners,  etc.,  fed)  and 
thus,  for  the  large  classes  of  meters,  very  nearly  proportionate  to 
consumption. 

The  range  of  variation  In  the  size  of  meters  is  from  three 
lights  up  to  one  of  17,000  cubic  feet  per  hour,  or  2,833  ligbt=!, 
capacity.  This  very  large  consumer's  meter  pertains  to  one  of 
the  smaller  companies  and  Its  extraordinary  size  is,  appropriately 
enough,  due  to  its  use  in  the  service  of  a  Coney  Island  show. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  due  to  concentration  on  certain  round- 
numbered  sizes,  the  number  of  meters  is  steadily  less  as  the  size 
increases,  the  three-light  meter  being  more  used  than  any  other 
size.    Data  as  to  number  and  capacity  of  meters  follow  (Table  12).

In  terras  of  capacity  the  five-light  meter  is  slightly  more  im- 
jxjrtaiit  among  ordinary  meters  than  the  three-light  meter.  In- 
chiding  prepayment  meterSj  however,  the  three-light  meter  is  the 
most  important  as  regards  capacity  as  well  as  number.  These  two 
sizes  of  meters  (including  both  kinds,  92.84  per  cent  of  the  total 
number)  account  for  more  than  two-thirds  (69.61  per  cent)  of 
the  total  meter  capacity  of  the  city.  It  is  evident  that  the  per- 
sons most  interested  in  the  price  of  gas  are  overwhelmingly  con- 
sumers of  small  means. 

The  average  size  of  the  meters  of  each  company,  with  the  dis- 
tinction between  ordinarv'  and  prepayment  meters,  appears  as 
Table  13,  following. 

The  prepayment  meters  are  always  small.  In  the  order  of 
average  size  of  meters  the  groups  of  companies  arrange  them- 
selves thus :  Consolidated  system,  "  Other  "  Companies,  Brook- 
lyn Union  system.

Although  the  Consolidated  system  has  the  largest  average  size 
of  meter,  it  has  the  greatest  proportion  "of  prepayment  meters, 
which  are  always  small.     This  appears  from  Table  14.

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The  Brooklyn  Union  has  the  smallest  average  size  of  meter 
and  the  smallest  number  of  prepayment  meters.  This  points  to 
a  difference  of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  two  large  systems,  pre- 
sumably adapted  to  differing  conditions.  The  Brooklyn  Union 
has  sought,  or  at  any  rate  has  found,  less  occasion  for  the  use 
of  the  prepayment  meter  for  its  smallest  consumers. 

The  total  capacity  of  the  meters  of  a  gas  system  has  an  interest 
analogous  to  that  of  the  connected  load  of  electrical  plants.  It 
is  doubtless  less  significant  because  the  day's  peak-load  may  be 
a  more  variable  and  less  calculable  thing,  and  certainly  is  less 
simply  dealt  with,  in  the  case  of  an  electrical  than  of  a  gas 
system.  The  use  of  meter  capacity  as  an  index  of  connected  load 
assumes,  of  course,  that  the  size  of  the  meter  is  in  a  general  way 
proportioned  to  the  number  of  lights  supplied,  which  is  not  a 
violent  assumption.  In  Table  15,  following,  is  given  the  capacity 
of  meters  by  companies  as  well  as  by  systems.

The  Brooklyn  Union  system  runs  closest  to  possible  demand, 
as  indicated  by  meter  capacity.  The  Consolidated  system  is  not 
much  less  close  in  respect  of  manufacturing  capacity,  though  it 
is,  relatively  to  meter  capacity,  the  best  provided  of  the  three 
groups  with  holders. 

The  average  amount  of  gas  supplied  per  meter  and,  for  compari- 
son, the  average  anK)unt  per  service  pipe,  are  given  in  the  following 
table,  numbered  17. 

The  amount  of  gas  supplied  per  meter  varies  remarkably  little 
from  group  to  group  of  companies,  being  pretty  constantly  about 
29,500  cubic  feet  per  year  per  meter.  The  variation  as  between 
the  individual  companies  is,  of  course,  greater.  As  regards  average 
amount  of  gas  supplied  per  service,  the  iConsolidated  system 
supplies  nearly  twice  as  much  as  the  Brooklyn  Union  system,  and 
the  latter  again  nearly  twice  as  much  as  the  group  of  other  com- 
panies. A  high  ratio  of  supply  per  service  is  an  evident  advan- 
tage to  a  company,  being  a  phase  of  density  of  demand. 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  determine  the  difference,  if  any,  be- 
tween  the   existing  stock  of  meters   in    use,    and   the   character

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Five-light  prepayment  meters  have  increased  more  rapidly 
than  any  other  size,  next  coming  the  five-light  ordinary  meters. 
The  larger  sized  meters  would,  doubtless,  chiefly  serve  con- 
^mners  for  commercial  or  industrial  purposes.  Apparently  gas 
is  not  able  to  hold  its  own  in  competition  with  electricity 
as  an  illuminant  in  such  cases.  The  Consolidated  system 
^hows  the  lowest  rate  of  increase,  as  is  to  be  expected.  But  the 
13.16  per  cent  increase  for  "  Other  "  companies,  constituted  by 
an  absolute  increase  of  4,732  meters,  does  not  enable  us  to  pre- 
dict when  this  group  of  companies  will  overtake  the  Consolidated 
system,  with  its  1.67  per  cent  increase,  which,  however,  repre- 
sents 12,733  meters.  The  Brooklyn  Union  shows  the  best  situa- 
tion, with  a  net  addition  of  18,190  meters,  amounting  to  5.65 
per  cent  increase. 


Hateriah  and  Besiduals 

The  following  table  (derived  from  general  tables  VIII  and 
IX)  shows  the  absolute  and  relative  importance,  in  terms  of 
value,  and  the  average  cost  per  unit,  of  materials  used  by  gas 
companies. 

Gas  oil  is  the  most  important  of  the  materials,  accounting  for 
60  per  cent  of  their  total  cost.  Coal  and  coke  together  account 
for  39  per  cent  and  a  small  fraction.  These  figures  include  the 
small  amounts  of  materials  used  elsewhere  than  at  works,  e.  g., 
in  heating  the  offices,  etc.,  of  the  company,  and  whatever  is  re- 
ported as  unaccounted  for. 

In  discussing  residuals  it  is  sufficient  to  deal  with  amounts 
made,  used,  and  sold,  disregarding  the  influence  on  these  of  the 
fluctuation  of  stocks  on  hand  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
year.  Though  the  transactions  do  not,  therefore,  pertain  defi- 
nitely to  this  year,  or  to  any  single  year,  the  overlappings  and 
their  inequalities  may  be  disregarded  in  relation  to  any  totals 
or  averages  of  which  we  are  to  make  use  here.  The  returns  for 
residuals  are  as  yet  so  incomplete,  the  Brooklyn  Union  Gas  re- 
porting "  No  record,''  that  this  analysis  will  deal  with  the  Con- 
solidated system  only.  It  happens  that  this  system  contains  all 
the  companies  which  manufacture  coal  gas,  hence  affording  the 
most  valuable  data  for  comparison.

The  reported  total  price  of  the  residuals  sold  by  the  companies 
of  the  Consolidated  system  is  $1,188,0-22.07.  Residual  expenseas 
separately  reported  was  $1'53,990.67.  The  total  amount  of  gas  pro- 
duced by  these  companies  was  24,247,66 8M  cubic  feet.  Assuming 
an  average  value  of  80  cents,  we  obtain  $19,398,134.40  as  the 
total  value  of  the  product.  The  cost  of  materials  used  by  these 
companies  totals  $6,977,240.27.  The  receipts  from  sales  of  re- 
siduals thus  amount  to  17.03  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  materials 
and  to  6.12  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  main  product. 

Residuals  from  the  manufacture  of  water-gas  are  less  important 
than  coal-gas  residuals,  hence  it  is  of  especial  interest  to  keep 
separate  the  figures  of  coal-gas  and  water-gas  manufacture.  This 
can  be  largely  done  by  simply  keeping  separate  the  data  for  the 
different  companies,  some  of  which  manufacture  only  water-gas, 
while  the  Astoria  manufactures  only  coal-gas. 

Amounts  sold  and  average  price  received  for  the  different 
varieties  of  residuals  follow  as  Table  20. 

Coke,  ammoniacal  liquor,  and  coal-gas  tar,  in  the  order  of  their 
value,  are  the  most  important  residuals  sold.  Water-gas  tar,  the 
only  residual  of  water-gas  manufacturing,  has  but  a  fraction  of 
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the  value  of  any  of  these,  though  77.2  per  cent  of  the  production 
of  the  system  is  water  gas.

The  striking  position  of  the  Astoria,  with  residuals  showing 
73  per  cent  of  the  value  of  materials  is  the  noticeable  feature  of 
this  table.  The  Consolidated  company  and  the  Central  "Union, 
which  manufacture  partly  coal  gas  and  partly  water  gas,  also 
show  high  percentages.  The  purely  water-gas  companies,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  but  a  6  per  cent  return  in  residuals.

A  large  amount  of  the  coke  obtained  is  used,  bnt  more  is  sold. 
Less  of  the  wator-gas  tar  is  sold  than  used.     All  of  the  other  re- 
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siduals  are  sold,  the  manufacture  of  gas  apparently  offering  no 
opportunity  to  make  any  economical  use  of  them. 

A  further  table  (numbered  23)  is  designed  to  show  the  ratio 
of  receipts  from  residuals  to  the  value  of  materials  and  products 
for  each  company. 

The  Astoria  recovers  63  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  its  materials  in 
the  form  of  residuals  and  its  returns  from  this  source  are  27 
per  cent  of  the  value  of  its  main  product.  Water-gas,  on  the 
other  hand,  supplies  residuals  that  are  negligible  in  value. 

Coal  gas  is  itself  a  by-product  of  the  manufacture  of  coke 
wherever  the  demand  for  the  latter  is  sufficient  to  justify  the 
production  of  it  on  its  own  account.  In  large  cities,  on  the  other 
hand,  coke  becomes  the  by-product.  That  there  can  be  this 
alternation  should  have  an  important  influence  on  the  necessary 
price  of  coal  gas.  The  manufacture  of  water-gas  must  be  in  other 
respects  much  cheaper  than  is  that  of  coal  gas  in  order  to  explain 
the  small  part  played  by  the  latter  in  the  consumption  of  Xew 
York  City,  or  else  the  two  products  are  far  from  being  equally 
acceptable  ^to  the  public. 

It  is  necessary  to  mix  water  gas  with  coal  gas  or  else  to  raise 
the  candle-power  of  the  latter  by  rather  expensive  methods  to 
make  it  conform  to  the  American  standard.  .  Whether  the  less 
general  use  of  incandescent  mantles  in  this  country  —  which  re- 
quire primarily  calorific  or  heating  value  —  and  the  inert  sticking 
to  the  old  uneconomical  flat-flame  burner,  constitute  a  sufficient 
reason  why  we  must  use  gas  of  high  candle-power,  while  other 
countries  consume  gas  of  lower  candle-power  and  get  a  corre- 
spondingly lower  price,  we  will  not  undertake  to  say.  It  is  inter-  ^ 
esting  to  note  that  the  Consolidated  system,  which  uses  mixed  gas, 
reports  for  each  company  a  rather  lower  candle-power  than  do 
the  purely  water-gas  companies.     (For  data  see  Table  XIV.) 
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Oas  Produced  and  Consumed 

There  is  no  possibility  of  economically  carrying  over  gas  from 
year  to  year  or  season  to  season,  thus  utilizing  slack  times  or 
favorable  conditions  to  manufacture  for  the  future.  Production 
and  consumption  must  be  closely  associated  in  time,  the  supply 
being  produced  from  day  to  day,  and  almost  from  hour  to  hour, 
according  to  demand.  Holders  and  their  storage  capacity  serve 
only  the  purpose  of  equalizing  demand  and  supply  within  the  24 
hours.  Their  capacity  is  not  often  equal  to  the  average  daily  pro- 
duction and  almost  never  equal  to  maximum  24-hour  production. 
Hence,  for  the  period  of  a  year,  figures  of  production  and  of  con- 
sumption are  practically  identical. 

Though  the  amount  of  gas  produced  is  in  effect  a  datum  of 
both  Table  XII  and  of  those  which  deal  more  especially- with 
consumption,  the  figures  showing  output  by  stations,  etc.,  look 
back  to  the  plant,  rather  than  forward  to  the  consumer.  Hence, 
most  that  is  of  significance  in  this  table  has  been  already  con- 
sidered in  relation  to  fixed  investment  and  its  utilization. 

Table  XIII  shows  the  sources  and  destination  of  gas  supplied  or 
available  for  consumption.  To  take  as  a  total  available  (the  fifth 
column)  a  figure  that  includes  all  the  gas  on  hand  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  and  also  all  that  is  on  hand  at  the  end  is  of 
course  not  strictly  correct,  as  there  must  always  be  some  gas  in 
the  holders,  unless  the  system  is  shut  down.  The  figure  is  there- 
fore a  limit  lying  just  outside  what  it  is  conceivable  might  have 
been  consumed  during  the  year.  The  total  actually  disposed  of 
is  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  plus  the 
amount  made  during  the  year,  less  the  amount  on  hand  at  the 
end  of  the  year ;  in  other  words  the  amount  made  plus  or  minus 
(according  to  whether  the  change  is  a  decrease  or  an  increase) 
the  difference  between  the  two  amounts  on  hand.  But  the  total 
employed  serves  as  a  check  on  the  parts  of  the  primary  table  and 
the  percentages  based  on  it  are  not  affected  by  its  artificial 
character.  Upon  the  basis  of  this  total  "  available  "  its  percent- 
age distribution  between  sources  and  destinations  arc  obtained  as 
shown  in  the  following  table,  numbered  24. 
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The  table  shows  especially  the  relative  unimportance  of  gas  on 
hand  at  any  time.  The  group  percentages  of  gas  manufactured 
and  bought  for  the  Consolidated  and  Brooklyn  Union  systems, 
respectively,  of  course  indicate  merely  the  extent  to  vi^hich  there 
is  a  double  handling  (in  the  books  of  the  system)  of  the  total 
production  of  these  companies.  The  figures  of  21.87  per  cent 
for  the  gas  of  Consolidated  companies  and  of  9.94  for  the  gas  of 
the  Brooklyn  Union  system  which  appear  in  the  total  lines  as 
bought  and  sold  twice  need  to  be  modified  before  they  mean  even 
that  much.  Since  the  buying  and  selling  between  comipanies  is 
practically  confined  to  the  same  system,  the  77.88  per  cent,  for 
example,  represents  the  total  for  Consolidated  companies.  The 
percentages  showing  the  destination  of  gas  supplied  by  these  two 
systems  are  affected  in  the  same  way,  hence  for  the  systems  a 
computation  which  eliminates  gas  bought  or  sold  between  compa- 
nies is  inserted  in  the  table  and  the  total  lines  that  involve  dupli- 
cation are  placed  in  brackets.  From  the  per  cents  for  gas  on  hand, 
made  or  bought,  revised  to  accord  with  this  situation,  it  appears 
that  of  the  gas  available  in  the  case  of  the  Consolidated  system 
0.32  per  cent  was  on  hand  January  1,  1908,  and  99.68  per  cent 
was  made  during  the  year.  For  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  the 
corresponding  percentages  are  0.16  and  99.84.  Of  the  Consoli- 
dated total  2^  per  cent  is  "  sold  "  to  a  subsidiary  company  before 
going  to  the  consumer;  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  total  11  per 
cent.  This  double  sale  complicates  the  accounting  of  the  compa- 
nies and  increases  their  operating  expenses  without  serving  any 
purpose  of  public  interest. 

The  percentage  of  gas  available  that  is  used  by  the  company 
itself,  in  offices,  works,  etc.,  varies  from  a  minimum  of  O.Ol  (one 
one-hundredth)  of  1  per  cent  in  the  case  of  the  Astoria  Light, 
Heat  &  Power  to  1.01  in  the  case  of  the  New  York  &  Queens 
Gas.     Thus  it  is  in  no  case  an  important  factor  in  the  situation. 

The  percentage  of  gas  unaccounted  for  is  4.74  per  cent  for  the 
Consolidated  system,  6.28  per  cent  for  the  Brooklyn  Union,  and 
13.61  (average)  for  the  other  companies.  One  naturally  explains 
the  unfavorable  position  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  here  as  compared 
with  the  Consolidated  system,  by  the  character  of  its  system  of 
mains,  that  is  by  their  comparatively  small  capacity  (not  explic- 
able by  the  compactness  of  the  population  served)  and  the  large 
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proportion  of  transmission  pipe.  The  necessity  of  transmitting 
gas  at  comparatively  high  pressure  causes  an  inevitable  increase 
of  leakage.  Bnt  the  figure  for  the  "  Other  "  group  and  those  for 
the  individual  companies  suggest  sparseness  of  consuming  popula- 
tion as  the  condition  most  favorable  to  leakage. 

One-twentieth  or  so  of  the  total  cost  of  supplying  gas  is  an 
element  worth  considering  with  a  view  to  determining  how  much 
is  unavoidable  loss,  how  much  is  actually,  though  not  necessarily 
economically,  waste,  and  how  much  is  due  to  mere  mensurational 
differences.  Leakage  and  loss  through  accidents,  including  fire, 
are  perhaps  too  likely  to  receive  all  the  blame  for  gas  unaccounted 
for.  Loss  through  fire,  explosion,  etc.,  offers  little  opportunity  for 
statistical  discussion,  but  the  amount  should  not  be  great  except 
where  a  determinable  allowance  can  be  made  for  it.  Leakage 
and  mensurational  causes  of  discrepancy  between  production  and 
consumption  can  be  dealt  with  to  advantage  statistically.  If 
practically  all  of  the  5  per  cent  or  so  unaccounted  for  in  Kew 
York  City  goes  under  one  or  the  other  of  these  two  heads,  a  com- 
prehensive examination  of  one  of  them  must  throw  much  light  on 
the  quantity  and  variation  of  the  other,  as  its  remainder.  But, 
supposing  the  statistical  data  are  sufficient  for  such  an  analysis, 
time  is  lacking. 

The  total  number  of  consumers  of  gas  (as  appears  in  Table 
XIV)  is  reported  at  1,085,486,  of  which  number  707,289  per- 
tain to  the  Consolidated  system,  339,901  to  the  Brooklyn  Union 
system,  and  38,236  to  other  companies.  This  refers,  with  certain 
exceptions,  to  the  number  of  consumers'  accounts.  In  terms  of 
per  cent  distribution  the  figures  are:  Consolidated,  65.16; 
Brooklyn  Union,  31.32;  other  companies,  3.52.  The  Consoli- 
dated has  a  slightly  larger  projx)rtion  of  the  total  number  of 
meters,  the  distribution  of  which  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as 
that  of  gas  sold  to  consumers. 

The  comparative  importance  of  the  Consolidated  system,  Brook- 
l;yTi  Union  system  and  the  group  of  other  companies  in  supplying 
gas  to  consumers  is  indicated  in  the  percentage  table  numbered  25. 

The  dominance  of  the  Consolidated  holds  good  for  all  branches 
of  consumption,  though  its  share  of  street-lighting  is  by  com- 
parison very  small,  doubtless  because  of  tlie  more  thoroughgoing 
adoption  of  electricity  for  this  purpose  in  its  territory.

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This  table  does  not  include  gas  supplied  to  other  companies. 
Practically  all  the  gas  manufactured  by  the  Astoria  is  thus  dis- 
posed of.  The  importance  of  street-lighting  by  gas  in  the  out- 
lying portions  of  the  borough  is  in  evidence.  In  only  two  cases 
is  less  than  nine-tenths  of  the  total  supplied  to  consumers  sold  to 
other  than  private  consumers.

The  larger  (average)  consumers  of  gas  are  found  in  Manhattan, 
since  its  proportion  of  the  number  of  consumers  is  greater  than  its 
proportion  of  the  gas  supplied  to  consumers.  Though  there  are  no 
data  for  population,  other  than  estimates,  of  sufficiently  recent 
date  to  make  an  accurate  test,  one  mav  infer  from  the  table  that 
consumption  of  gas  per  capita  is  considerably  higher  in  the  more 
densely  populated  regions  of  the  city  than  in  other  parts. 

Certain  data  for  prices  are  given  as  reported  in  Table  XIV, 
and  also  in  XlVa.  In  the  case  of  a  number  of  these  companies 
these  charges  have  been  decided  by  the  courts  to  be  illegal. 

Only  the  companies  of  the  Consolidated  system  report  the 
number  of  stoves  leased.  It  may  be  inferred  that  onlv  this  svstem 
adopts  this  means  of  encouraging  increased  consumption.  The 
total  number  reported  is  104,570.  Perhaps  the  manufacture  of 
coal-gas  on  the  part  of  the  Consolidated  is  anotlior  phase  of  a 
policy  to  encourage  the  use  of  gas  for  heating  and  industrial 
purposes. 

Table  XlVa  relates  to  consumption  by  street  lamps.  The  data 
entered  regarding  price  are  subject  to  correction,  as  above  men- 
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tioned.  The  feature  of  the  table  that  is  perhaps  of  most  general 
interest  is  the  very  great  predominance  of  Welsbach  over  open- 
flame  lamps.  There  were  only  129  of  the  latter  reported  as 
against  43,614  of  the  former.  In  the  households  of  private  con- 
sumers, on  the  other  hand,  the  percentage  of  incandescent  mantles 
in  use  is  doubtless  small.  Municipalities  are  ordinarily  more 
conservative  or  "  slow  "  than  the  general  public.  The  rule  seems 
not  to  hold  good  in  this  case.  But  the  ordinary  householder  must 
be  much  persuaded  and  even  educated  into  adopting  a  new  device. 
Usually  the  business  interests  of  producers  have  furnished  suiE- 
cient  inducement  for  them  to  perform  this  service  for  the  con- 
sumer. The  gas  companies  apparently  have  not  this  incentive. 
The  cost  of  the  particular  mantle  also  being  small,  the  commission 
obtainable  would  not  be  a  sufficient  inducement  to  canvassing 
agents  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  mantles. 

Should  not  the  gas  companies  educate  their  consumers  in  this 
matter,  even  at  the  expense  of  some  temporary  loss  to  them- 
selves? Do  they  abstain  because  the  use  of  the  mantle  would 
mean  an  immediate  saving  in  the  consumption  of  gas?  If  in- 
candescent gas  mantles  came  into  general  use  there  would  be  no 
longer  a  reason  why  the  public  should  require  high  candle-power 
gas,  since  heating  properties  would  be  more  important  This 
might  ultimately  mean  a  considerable  saving  to  the  companies. 
In  the  competition  with  electric  light  also,  the  incandescent  gas 
lamps  would  be  a  considerable  factor  in  favor  of  the  gas  com- 
panies. But  between  gas  and  electricity  there  is  no  real  com- 
petition in  Kew  York  City. 


Comparison  of  Increases 

In  the  statistical  epitome  at  page  13  the  increase  in  the  pro- 
duction of  gas  over  the  pre\dous  year  is  stated  at  6.58  per  cent. 
This  figure  is  based  upon  daily  averages  for  periods  of  diflFereut 
length,  hence  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  the  comparison  of  two  full 
years  would  be.  The  effect  of  this,  however,  should  be  rather  to 
understate  than  to  exaggerate  the  rate  of  increase,  for  the  latter 
half  of  the  calendar  year  contains  considerably  fewer  hours  of 
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sunlight.  But  peculiar  general  'business  conditions  markedly 
affected  this  particular  six  months.  For  this  reason  it  is  well  to 
extend  the  comparison  back  to  the  previous  full  year.  This  is 
done  in  the  following  table  (numbered  28).  In  order  to  make 
possible  the  comparison  of  tendencies  for  different  kinds  of  con- 
sumption, sales,  instead  of  amount  produced,  are  taken  as  the 
basis  of  this  table.  The  Westchester  Lighting  Company  (opera- 
ting  in  The  Bronx)  is  not  included.

As  regards  the  figures  dealing  with  gas  supplied  for  municipal 
purposes,  it  is  more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  gas  was- displaced 
by  other  means  of  lighting  in  some  portion  of  the  municipal 
buildings  in  the  half-year,  than  that  there  was  so  particularly 
sharp  a  response  (10.58  per  cent  decrease)  to  unsatisfactory 
business  conditions.  The  tendency  as  regards  the  amount  of  gas 
supplied  to  private  consumers  is  more  significant,  therefore,  than 
the  tendency  of  the  total,  which  is  affected  by  irregular  changes 
in  the  use  of  gas  for  public  lighting. 

The  abnormal  character  of  the  six  months'  period,  July  to 
December,  1907,  appears  from  the  decreased  consumption  of  gas 
during  this  time,  as  compared  with  the  previous  full  year,  not- 
withstanding a  less  proportion  of  daylight  in  the  later  period. 
The  decrease  of  0,90  per  cent  in  gas  supplied  to  private  con- 
sumers of  course  does  not  of  itself  measure  the  effect  of  the  panic 
upon  business  conditions  and  upon  consumption,  for  there  are 
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many  other  factors  for  which  allowance  would  need  to  be  made. 
The  abnormal  character  of  the  figures  for  this  intermediate  period 
throws  off  the  5.41  per  cent  indicated  increase  for  1908.  Per- 
haps the  4.46  per  cent  difference  between  the  two  full  years  com- 
pared better  represents  the  normal  growth  in  the  consumption  of 
gas  from  year  to  year.  Despite  the  competition  of  electric  light- 
ing, the  rate  of  growth  of  gas  consumption  appears  to  be  con- 
siderably faster  than  the  growth  of  population.  Dark  places  and 
the  need  of  light  doubtless  increase  as  people  congregate  in  centers 
of  dense  population.  Probably  New  York  City  already  has  the 
highest  per  capita  consumption  of  gas  of  any  place  in  the  world. 
Still,  consumption  appears  to  be  increasing  at  a  considerably 
faster  rate  than  that  at  which  population  increases.  This  may  be 
due  to  an  extending  use  of  gas  for  cooking. 

Data  for  a  comparison  of  systems  with  regard  to  the  tendency 
to  a  greater  or  less  increase  in  the  amount  of  gas  sold  are  con- 
tained in  Table  29  following.  Figures  for  both  the  total  supplied 
to  consumers,  including  the  city,  and  for  the  amount  supplied  to 
private  consumers  contained  therein,  are  used,  in  order  to  obviate 
the  effect  of  possible  irregularities  in  the  demand  for  public 
lighting.

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Two  factors  may  be  adduced  to  explain  the  unfavorable  show- 
ing of  the  Consolidated  system.  Its  territory  is  growing  in  popu- 
lation less  rapidly,  that  is,  relatively  to  the  population  it  already 
contains,  than  is  that  of  the  other  groups.  The  importance  of 
electric  lighting,  also,  is  greater  and  is  gaining  more  rapidly  and 
competing  more  effectively  with  gas  in  Consolidated  territory. 
But  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  of  course,  loses  nothing  in 
this  way,  for  its  controlled  corporations  also  supply  the  electricity. 
The  rate  of  gain  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  and  of  "  other  " 
companies  is  remarkably  high.  But  the  outlying  companies  were, 
it  appears,  slow  to  recover  from  the  effects  of  the  panic  of  1907. 

Before  leaving  this  subject  of  increases,  the  increase  in  the 
amount  of  gas  consumed  should  be  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing increase  of  appliances  or  capital  used  in  providing  the  gas 
demanded.  Using  5.36  per  cent  as  the  most  representative  avail- 
able figure  for  increase  of  gas  supplied  to  consumers,  we  find  this 
is  very  much  greater  than  the  relative  increase  of  appliances  for 
the  year.  According  to  the  statistical  epitome  at  page  13,  dis- 
tribution pipe-lino  increased  1.77  per  cent,  service  pipes  1.71  per 
cent,  meters  in  service,  3.18  per  cent.  Transmission  pipe  also 
increased  3.72  in  length,  but  this  figure  is  of  less  statistical  value 
than  those  above,  because  of  its  less  regular  character.  In  gen- 
eral, the  less  regular  character  of  the  increase  for  the  larger  units 
employed  makes  such  data  less  valuable  statistically.  The  in- 
dicated increase  in  the  capacity  of  holders  was  less  than  1  per 
cent.  Manufacturing  capacity  was  in  certain  cases  so  differently 
reckoned  in  lOO"?  from  what  it  was  in  1908  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  obtain  a  satisfactory  percentage  increase.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  it  increased  faster  than  gas  supplied.  Manufacturing 
capacity  would  probably  need  more  nearly  to  keep  pace  with  con- 
sumption than  would  the  physical  magnitude  of  the  distributing 
plant.  The  general  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  that  the  increased 
consumption  of  gas  did  not  involve  a  corresponding  increase  in 
plant.  It  meant,  in  other  words,  a  more  economical  utilization 
of  capital.  The  necessary  fixed  charges  per  cubic  foot  of  gas 
supplied  would  thus  tend  to  be  less.  This  is  of  course  but  one 
phase  of  the  variation  of  the  efficiency  of  investment  with  the 
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magnitude  of  an  enterprise.  To  find  that  the  supplying  of  gas 
is  an  industry  of  increasing  returns  is  not  discovering  anything 
new.  That  the  statistics  show  this  so  clearly,  however,  is  worthy 
of  passing  mention.

Electrical  Plants  and  Connected  Load 

In  considering  the  above  figures,  and  in  all  other  statistics  of 
electric  lighting  companies  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  domi- 
nance of  one  or  two  large  companies,  and  the  consequent  fact 
that  the  statistics  reflect  their  conditions  and  policies,  not  neces- 
sarily general  tendencies,  should  constantly  be  kept  in  mind. 
The  relative  importance  of  the  different  systems  is  indicated  by 
the  percentages  of  Tabk  30  following.

As  measured  by  these  several  sorts  of  data  the  New  York 
Edison  system  controls  about  four-fifths  of  the  business  of  the 
entire  city,  a  considerably  larger  proportion  than  the  Consolidated 
Gas  system  possesses  of  the  total  gas  business.  The  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  as  a  holding  company,  controls  both  of  these  great 
systems.  It  thus  has  relatively  greater  importance  in  the  elec- 
trical than  in  the  gas  field. 

The  method  of  consuming  electric  current  for  lighting  pur- 
poses for  the  different  classes  of  service  is  indicated  by  the  kind 
and  relative  number  of  lamps  used.  Some  consumers  supply 
their  own  lamps,  however,  «o  the  number  reported  by  the  com- 
panies as  owned  and  in  use,  aside  from  evident  omissions,  furnishes 
only  partial,  and  perhaps  not  entirely  representative,  statistics. 
The  per  cent  distribution  of  the  kinds  of  lamp  between  classes  of 
consumers  is  given  in  Table  31  following.

Arc  lamps,  tliougli  used  so  largely  for  street  lighting,  are  used 
in  even  larger  number  by  private  consumers.  Comparison  on  the 
basis  of  current  used,  on  account  of  the  larger  size  of  public 
lamps,  would  give  a  different  result.  Tncandeecents  are  almost 
monopolized  by  private  consumers.  Tungsten  incandesoents  are 
evidently  not  supplied  to  them ;  Xemst  lamps,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  not  supplied  for  public  lighting.  Whether  the  lamps  that  are 
more  efficient  per  unit  of  current  consumed,  but  involve  a  larger 
initial  investment,  are  as  much  used  as  economy  would  call  for  is 
a  question  which  comes  to  mind  in  this  connection,  but  the  data  for 
an  answer  are  lacking. 

Statistics  of  connected  load  are  among  the  most  interesting 
pertaining  to  the  electric  light  and  power  industry.  But  the 
figures  obtained  are,  perhaps  inevitably,  as  yet  far  from  being 
complete  and  are  not  entirely  reliable. 

According  to  Table  XX,  the  connected  load  for  consumers' 
lighting  purposes  is  somewhat  as  follows:

The  nse  of  electricity  for  power  may  be  taken  to  be  repre- 
sented by  the  returns  for  stationary  motors.  For  their  total 
horse  power  (267,960^)  the  record  of  candle  power  is  not  com- 
plete, but  the  omission  relates  to  only  2,851%  H.  P.  The  total 
16  c.  p.  equivalent  reported  may  therefore  be  increased  in  this 
ratio  from  3,&49,216  16  c.  p.  equivalent  to  3,884,629.  The  re- 
ports do  not  enable  us  to  determine  the  industrial  purposes  for 
which  this  power  is  used. 

The  combined  connected  load  for  light  and  power  thus  ac- 
counted for  amoimts  to  9,178,716  c.  p.  equivalent  This  does 
not  include  various  "  possible  current  demands,'*  nor  illuminating 
signs  and  devices,  for  which  the  returns  are  so  incomplete  as  to 
be  worthless  for  cumulation.  The  connected  load  for  all  pur- 
poses, as  elsewhere  reported  (Table  XXIV),  still  with  certain 
minor  companies  omitted,  foots  up  to  9,200,379  16  c.  p. 
equivalent. 


Electric  Cnrrent  Generated  and  Comiiimed 

Table  XXI  shows  an  apparently  extraordinary  variation  in 
the  amount  of  fuel  consumed  per  kw.  hr.  of  electricity  produced. 
But  most  of  this  is  rather  easily  explained  away.  The  pro- 
ductivity of  the  "  stand-by "  stations  of  the  New  York  Edison 
could  scarcely  be  expected  to  be  at  the  normal  rate.  With  these 
left  out  of  account,  the  range  is  still  very  large,  that  is  from  3.26 
to  6.45  lbs.  This  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
6.45  lbs.  relates  to  bituminous  coal,  while  the  3.26  lbs.  is  mainly 
anthracite.  But  some  of  the  companies  using  all,  or  nearly  all, 
anthracite  show  not  far  below  6  lbs.  per  kw.  hr.  The  variation 
in  this  average  is,  in  a  general  way,  inversely  as  the  size  or  ca- 
pacity of  the  station. 

The  tables  of  course  fall  far  short  of  showing  the  total  amount 
of  electricity  generated  and  used  in  the  city.  Aside  from  the 
large  amount  produce<l  by  street  railway  companies,  many  large 
c^T^sumers  have  their  own  private  plants  for  lighting  and  other 
uses.

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The  amount  of  electric  current  generated  during  the  jear  by  the 
electrical  companies  included  in  this  report  was  452,236,4:09  kw. 
hrs.  To  obtain  the  amount  available  by  companies  34,131,565  kw. 
hrs.  purchased  must  be  added,  though  the  addition  to  the  total  is 
mainly,  if  not  quite  all,  duplication.  It  is  this  sort  of  total  which 
is  used  in  the  following  table  (32)  showing  proportions  sold,  used

The  percentage  of  electric  current  unaccounted  for,  amounting 
to  more  or  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  total,  is  much  greater  than 
is  that  of  gas  unaccounted  for.  Certain  extreme  variations  in 
this  percentage,  however,  suggest  differences  in  the  method  of 
compiling  or  reporting  the  figures  which  make  them  not  satis- 
factory data  for  detailed  comparisons.  Some  of  the  fluctuation 
in  this  figure  may  be  due  to  current  purchased  at  different  stages 
in  the  process  of  distribution,  such  that  incidental  losses  are  of 
varying  importance  for  the  purchasing  company. 

An  analysis  of  available  data  with  reference  to  obtaining  and 
comparing  load  factors  for  the  various  electrical  plants  of  Kew 
York  City  would  be  of  considerable  interest  and  value.  But  only 
a  rudimentary  discussion  of  the  relations  which  the  load  factor 
or  factors  express  is  possible.  The  load  factor  is  defined  as  tho 
ratio  of  the  average  power  to  the  maximum  power  during  a  cer- 
tain period  of  time.  This  ratio  is  important  as  an  index  of  pos- 
sible economy  in  the  utilization  of  the  fixed  capital  of  an  elec- 
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trical  plant.  In  using  it  for  plants  covered  by  this  report,  we 
must  make  some  allowance  for  possible  differences  in  the  manner 
of  recording  or  reporting  the  facts.  Jn  particular,  we  cannot  be 
certain  as  to  the  exact  meaning  of  the  reported  maximum  load, 
i.  e.,  whether  it  is  momentary  or  itself  more  or  less  of  an  average. 
Certain  ratios  are  not  considered  because  of  the  too  obviously 
errant  character  of  the  maxima  upon  which  they  are  based.  The 
basic  period  of  time  is  the  year.  Table  33,  following,  is  designed 
to  show  not  only  the  relation  in  question,  but  also  the  relation  of 
maximum  and  average  loads  to  capacity  of  generating  stations. 
The  average  load  of  this  comparison  is  the  average  per  hour 
without  deduction  for  idleness.  The  amount  of  electricity  pur- 
chased somewhat  detracts  from  the  value  of  the  load  factor  in 
some  cases,  but  it  is  never  large  enough  to  be  a  source  of  serious 
aberration.

The  ratio  of  average  production  to  capacity  is  most  favorable 
in  the  case  of  the  largest  companies,  but  this  is  probably  due 
primarily  to  the  location  of  their  territory  in  the  most  highly 
developed  parts  of  the  city.  A  large  percentage  of  street  lighting 
(Cf.  Table  34)  appears  to  make  possible  a  more  favorable  ratio 
for  companies  otherwise  less  well  situated,  -with  reference,  for 
example,  to  the  use  during  the  daytime  of  electric  current  for 
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motor  and  industrial  purposes.  The  ratio  of  maximum  load  to 
capacity  shows  a  smaller  margin  for  the  large '  companies.  If 
we  disregard  one  company  which  operates  during  only  one-third 
of  the  year,  the  ratio  of  average  production  to  maximum  load 
(load  factor)  varies  comparatively  little. 

The  comparative  importance  of  public  and  private  consumption 
of  electric  current  is  shown  in  Table  34  following:

In  the  figures  by  companies  the  importance  of  public  lighting 
appears  somewhat  exaggerated.  The  New  York  Edison  system, 
which  supplies  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  total,  sells  nearly  nine- 
tenths  of  this  to  private  consumers.  For  the  Edison  of  Brooklyn 
a  little  over  three-fourths  is  supplied  to  private  consumers,  and 
the  remainder  serves  to  light  streets  and  municipal  buildings. 
Some  of  the  minor  companies  depend  even  more  upon  public 
lighting.  This  comparison,  it  should  be  noted,  is  not  between 
two  sorts  of  lighting  service  merely.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
current  supplied  to  private  consumers  is  doubtless  used  for  power, 
as  is  indicated  by  the  connected  load  figures  above. 
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The  relative  importance  of  the  various  boroughs  in  the  total 
consumption  in  the  city  is  indicated  in  the  table  following  (35). 
Certain  minor  gaps  in  the  data  arc  indicated  on  the  face  of  the 
table.

The  predominance  of  Manhattan  as  a  consumer  of  electricity 
is  much  more  marked  than  as  a  consumer  of  gas  (Cf.  Table  27). 
Of  current  supplied  to  private  consumers  this  borough  takes  four- 
fifths.  But  it  is  surpassed  by  Brooklyn  in  one  particular,  the 
amount  of  current  supplied  for  street  lighting.  Brooklyn's  streets 
are  similarly  exigent  of  gas  lighting. 

From  the  statistical  epitome  at  page  61  above  it  appears  that 
the  total  amount  of  electric  current  generated  increased  4.68  per 
cent  during  the  year.  But  the  elimination  from  the  later  figure 
of  two  companies  in  operation  in  1907,  but  not  included  in  the 
19<yi  total,  reduces  this  to  1.65  per  cent.  Of  certain  other  items 
(basis  of  1908  reports)  there  were  increases  as  follows:  12.99  per 
cent  in  number  of  meters ;  no  appreciable  per  cent  increase  in  the 
number  of  arc  lamps  in  use  and  owned  by  the  companies ;  perhaps 
7  per  cent  in  the  number  of  incandescent  lamps  similarly  owned 
and  in  use.  Prom  these  figures  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  increase 
of  the  year  has  come  from  private  consumers.     How  this  increase

The  basis  of  tlie  tabic  is  somewhat  different  from  that  of  the 
data  for  current  generated,  as  an  effort  is  made  to  re- 
duce the  figures  to  strict  comj)arability  by  eliminating  certain 
companies  not  appearing  in  both  sets  of  statistics.  The  change 
in  base  from  generation  to  sales  should  make  no  difference.  The 
reasons  for  the  smallness  of  the  increase  in  the  total,  3.61  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  the  5.3G  per  cent  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  gas,  we  will  not  attempt  to  discover.  As  between 
the  different  svstems,  the  c<)nsideral)le  loss  of  business  bv  the  out- 
lying  companies  and  the  comparatively  large  gain  of  the  Edison 
svstem  is  noteworthy. 


CASUALTIES. 

As  reported  by  gas  companies  and  gas  departinc^its  of  gas-electri- 
cal companies,  injuries  to  employees  involving  disability  amounted 
to  34:8  during  the  year,  including  one  kilhil.    Electrical  companies 

a  Not  Including   the   Long  Acre   Electric   Light  &   Power,   Westchester  Lighting. 
Bowerv  Bay  Electric  Light  &  Power,  and  the  Richmond  Light  &  Kailroad. 
&  Includes  a  small  amount  sold  to  electrical  corporations. 
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and  electrical  departments  of  gas-electrical  companies  report  1,024 
casualties,  including  six  killed.  Companies  reporting  injuries,  but 
not  the  duration  of  disability,  cover  635  of  these  cases.  Since  one 
company  which  reports  duration  of  disability  includes  among  those 
injured  some  who  incurred  no  loss  of  time,  we  cannot  be  sure  of 
the  meaning  of  the  number  1,018.  It  is  clear  that  it  should  not  be 
compared  without  qualification,  with  the  above  total  for  gas  com- 
panies. 

As  regards  duration  of  disability  where  reported  for  gas  and 
electrical  employees,  respectively,  the  comparison  stands  as  follows :

The  cases  within  each  class  can,  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
be  treated  as  having  an  average  duration  half  way  between  the 
extremes  of  the  class.  Computing  the  total  disability  in  this  way 
we  obtain  429  weeks  for  the  gas  companies  and  219  weeks  as  the 
figure  for  the  employees  of  the  electrical  companies  involved. 
This  appears  to  indicate  that  injuries  occurring  among  gas  em- 
ployees are  more  serious,  but  the  killed  are  more  numerous  among 
employees  of  electrical  companies.  In  fact,  the  basis  is  scarcely 
large  enough  in  either  case  to  justify  generalization. 

As  regards  casualties  to  persons  other  than  employees  caused 
by  the  operations  of  gas  or  electrical  companies,  their  total  num- 
ber (as  per  Table  XXIX)  appears  to  have  been  113.  Twelve 
such  persons  were  killed  (11  males  and  1  female)  and  101  were 
injured  (76  males  and  25  females). 

The  best  available  figure  for  number  of  employees  with  which 
to  compare  these  casualties  is  perhaps  obtained  from  Table  XXX. 
For  the  week  ending  December  31,  1908;  the  total  number  of 
employees  of  all  classes  was  13,691.  The  total  number  of  em- 
ployees reported  injured  is  about  one-tenth  of  this  figure. 
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EMPLOYEES  AND  WAGES 

The  difficult  problem  encountered  at  the  threshold  of  any  "dis- 
cussion of  statistics  of  occupation  is  the  one  of  classification. 
One  phase  of  this  difficulty  as  it  confronts  the  general  enumera- 
tion of  the  Federal  Census  Bureau  is  not  present  in  the  statistics 
here  dealt  with.  The  line  of  production  or  character  of  the  final 
product  of  the  worker  is  known.  There  remains  the  problem  of 
subdividing  employees  of  gas  and  electrical  works  or  compa- 
nies into  recognizable  occupations  or  trades.  Here  arises  the 
question  as  to  how  far  a  diflFerence  in  grade  of  labor  makes  it 
necessary  or  desirable  to  discriminate  separate  occupations.  Are 
gas  fitters'  helpers  to  be  classed  as  laborers  or  as  gas  fitters  ?  In 
the  smaller  companies  this  differentiation  does  not  exist.  In 
general,  however,  degree  of  skill  required  causes  certain  dis- 
tinctions of  occupation  to  become  generally  recognized.  But  such 
division-lines  are  inevitably  more  or  less  vague.  They  do  not 
constitute  natural  differences  or  differences  of  kind.  A  reported 
number  of  males  and  females,  or  of  negroes,  Indians  and  Mon- 
golians, is  bound  to  have  a  more  determinate  meaning  than  a  re- 
ported number  of  blacksmiths,  carpenters  and  machinists.  These 
uncertainties  as  to  classification  affect  also  the  average  wages  of 
the  classes  compared.  But  these  shortcomings  do  not  deprive  of 
its  value  an  analysis  that  does  not  claim  to  yield  exact  results, 
in  the  manner  of  exact  science. 

Because  of  the  greater  value  for  statistical  purposes  of  the 
larger  numbers,  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  economy  of  space,  only 
certain  most  important  companies  are  included  in  the  following 
table  (37),  which  shows  the  comparative  importance  of  the 
technical,  clerical  and  mechanical  classes  of  occupation.

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The  technical  class  plays  but  a  small  part;  differences  of 
classification,  however,  impair  somewhat  the  significance  of  these 
particular  figures.  There  is  an  evident  "  division  of  labor  "  be- 
tween the  Consolidated  Gas  Co.  and  the  Astoria,  by  which  the 
former  does  much  of  the  clerical  work'  pertaining  to  the  product 
of  the  latter,  which  merely  manufactures  gas  that  other  com- 
panies distribute.  Electrical  companies  seem  to  require  a  rela- 
tively larger  clerical  staff  than  gas  companies.  In  general,  about 
three  out  of  four  employees  are  in  mechanical  occupations. 

Table  38  shows  maximum  and  minimum  number  employed  and 
the  ratio  of  the  former  to  the  latter.  These  data  are  among  the 
least  satisfactory  of  the  wage  statistics,  hence  conclusions  based 
on  them  are  far  from  being  unimpeachable.

It  is  not  entirely  what  one  would  expect  that,  for  four  out  of  the 
five  companies  included,  the  number  of  employees  in  the  mechan- 
ical department  should  have  fluctuated  less  during  the  year  than 
the  number  of  clerical  employees.  It  is  possible,  of  course,  that 
the  difference  may  be  due  to  a  more  rapid  recent  growth  of  the 
clerical  staff.  In  one  case  the  maximum  number  of  clerical  em- 
ployees is  five  times  greater  than  the  minimum  number.  The 
least  difference,  on  the  other  hand,  is  also  in  the  clerical  staff  of 
one  of  the  companies   (the  Consolidated  Gas   Co.),  where  the

maximum  is  but  10  per  cent  greater  than  the  minimum.  The 
division  in  the  case  of  this  company,  however,  is  rather  between 
persons  paid  a  fixed  salary  per  month  or  year  and  those  paid  by 
the  day  or  week  than  between  clerical  and  mechanical  occupa- 
tions, hence  the  difference-  is  likely  to  be  too  small.  These  figures, 
of  course,  do  not  show  the  fluctuation  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff 
of  these  companies  or  the  stability  of  employment.  They  do 
show  something  related  to  that,  however,  that  is,  changes  in  the 
needs  of  the  companies  from  time  to  time  which  determine  the 
necessary  minimal  instability  of  employment.  So  far  as  the 
difference  'between  the  minimal  and  maximal  figure  is  due  to  a 
permanent  increase  of  staff,  however,  even  that  indication  is  not 
definite.  It  should  be  possible  to  determine^  from  an  examination 
of  the  number  employed  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year, 
how  far  qualification  is  necessary  on  this  account.  But  the 
maxima  and  minima  should  first  be  entirely  consistent  with  these 
other  numbers. 

As  an  indication  of  comparative  degree  of  stability  of  employ- 
ment and  income  for  clerical  and  mechanical  occupations,  re- 
spectively. Table  39  is  significant.

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These  figures  relate  to  the  pay-roll  of  a  single  week.  The  situa- 
tion is  markedly  less  favorable  as  regards  constancy  of  employ- 
ment, or  at  least  of  income,  in  mechanical  than  it  is  in  clerical 
occupations.  Of  course  the  difference  as  it  appears  in  the  table 
may  be  largely  due  to  the  clerical  employees  being  "  salaried," 
that  is,  paid  by  the  month  instead  of  by  the  day,  and  not 
'^  docked "  for  every  bit  of  time  lost  nor  immediately  laid  off 
when  work  is  slack. 

Average  weekly  earnings  for  the  numl)ers  in  specified  occupa- 
tions, as  indicated  from  the  data  of  a  single  weekly  pay-roll,  are 
contained  in  Table  XXXIV.  For  the  largest  of  these  groups  the 
data  are  rearranged  in  Table  40  in  the  order  of  the  average

Engineers  and  foremen,  of  the  mechanical  department,  come 
first  with  wages  of  a  little  over  $23  a  week.  Then  follow  male 
cashiers   and   bookkeepers,    then    three   mechanical   occupations,

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one  clerical,  three  mechanical,  two  clerical,  one  mechanical,  one 
clerical,  seven  mechanical,  and  (last)  two  clerical.  The  lowest  in 
this  list  are  women  stenographers  and  typists  and  women  clerks  and 
saleswomen. 

Tables  XXXIII  and  XXXIV  subdivide  employees  into  classes 
according  to  rate  of  wages.  This  sort  of  information  is,  of  course, 
much  more  valuable  than  a  mere  average,  but  it  takes  more  manipu- 
lation to  get  at  its  meaning.  We  will  attempt  here  only  a  com- 
parison of  the  distribution  between  wage-classes  of  the  total  in 
clerical  with  that  of  the  total  in  mechanical  occupations  by  systems. 
The  absolute  numbers  and  their  per  cent  distribution  are  as  follows 
(Table  41):

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General  Considerations 

In  passing  to  the  financial  statistics  of  gas  and  electrical  com- 
jjanies  the  necessity  for  caution  in  basing  inferences  upon  the 
face  of  the  data  rei>ortcd  is  much  increased.  Methods  of  ac- 
counting are  not  scientific  but  are  suited  rather  to  the  exigencies 
of  managers  and  directors;  and  they  are  not  yet  uniform.  Be- 
cause of  intercorporate  affiliations  through  stock  ownership, 
moreover,  any  cumulation  of  income-sheet  items  or  of  balance 
sheet  items,  is  likely  to  contain  large  and  intricate  duplications. 
Finally  —  and  this  is  the  fundamental  difficulty  from  the  point 
of  view  of  a  technically  statistical  manipulation  of  the  data  — 
they  are  purely  financial  statistics.  This  amounts  pretty  nearly 
to  saying  that  they  are  not  statistics  at  all,  if  the  word  statistics 
be  taken  to  mean,  not  mere  figures,  but  figures  relating  to  units 
of  known  qualities  and  predictable  behavior.  The  dollar  is  at 
its  best  an  abstract  expression  of  a  changing  relation  to  the 
market.  Doubtless  statistics  can  make  something  of  such  ma- 
terial, but  the  results  obtained  will  not  have  the  same  reliabilitv 
and  comparability  as  when  the  figures  relate  to  concrete  kinds  of 
natural  things.  The  situation  is  not  made  simpler  by  the  fact 
that  the  dollar-unit  of  capitalization  has,  not  a  determinable 
present  connection,  but  scarcely  more  than  a  historical*  relation 
(history  and  fiction  being  close  kin)  to  the  dollar-unit  of  com- 
mercial product.  Progress  in  financial  statistics  lies  in  the  di- 
rection of  bringing  these  dollar  figures  into  more  definite  and 
ascertainable  relation  to  the  ihinrjs  to  which  they  pertain. 

The  primary  tables  appended,  up  to  and  inclusive  of  Table 
XXXIV,  do  not  to  any  extent  duplicate  the  information  included 
in  the  abstracts  of  company  reports.  This  material  is  more 
strictlv  statistical  in  its  nature  than  are  the  financial  data,  hence 
it  finds  its  most  suitable  place  in  the  general  tables.  Tn  the  tables 
of  financial  statistics  (XXXV  to  XXXVTTT)  nothing  is  to  be 
found  which  is  not  also  contained  in  the  abstracts  of  the  com- 
panies' reports  which  follow  the  general  tables.  Detailcnl  and 
complete  information  pertaining  to  the  finances  of  any  particular 
company  is  to  be  looked  for  there.*     Certain  fundamental  figures

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are,  however,  significant  enough  to  bear  repetition  in  tabular  form 
to  facilitate  cumulation  and  comparison.  Hence  the  four  primary 
tables  devoted  to  the  finances  of  light  and  power  companies. 
Related  supplementary  data,  also  compiled  directly  from  the  re- 
ports, are  included  in  various  text  tables  below,  particularly  num- 
bers 45  to  48. 

Operating  Brevenues  and  Expenses 

Table  XXXV  contains  income-sheet  and  profit  and  loss  items. 
It  is  too  easy  to  suppose  that  the  gist  of  it  is  contained  in  the 
footings  of  the  dividend  and  interest  columns.  These  sums  in- 
volve a  good  deal  of  duplication.  The  attempt  to  eliminate  such 
double  entries  due  to  inter-company  payments  would  require  more 
time  and  space  than  is  at  present  available,  but  a  similar  pur- 
pose is  served  by  the  attempt  made  below  to  get  at  net 
capitalization. 

All  the  gas  companies  of  the  Consolidated  system  sell  their 
product  at  rates  fixed  by  law  at  80  cents  per  M.  cu.  ft.  for  pri- 
vate lighting  and  75  cents  for  public  lighting.  In  this  class 
belong  also  the  Brooklyn  Union  and  its  subsidiary,  the  Flat- 
bush  Gas  Company.  Another  group,  for  which  the  legal  rate 
for  private  consumption  is  $1,  is  composed  of  the  other  con- 
trolled companies  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  system  and  the  Kings 
County  Lighting  Company.  For  another  group,  consisting  of  the 
Bronx  Gas  &  Electric,  Brooklyn  Borough  Gas,  New  York  & 
Queens  Gas,  and  the  New  York  &  Richmond  Gas  Company,  the 
legal  rate  (1908)  is  $1.15.  No  legal  rate  is  fixed  for  the  Queens 
Borough  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  which,  according  to  computa- 
tion on  the  basis  of  its  report,  receives  an  average  price  of  $1.37 
per  M.  cu.  ft.  for  the  gas  it  sells  to  private  consumers.  For  the 
other  companies  the  average  price  received  conforms,  with  but 
incidental  and  insignificant  variations,  to  the  legal  maximum. 
This  variation  in  legal  and  actual  rates  between  companies  may 
be  assumed  to  conform  in  a  general  wa.y  to  the  effect  of  differing 
conditions,  especially  es  resfards  density  of  population,  upon  the 
cost  per  cubic  foot  of  producing  and  distributing  gas.  This  com- 
parison does  not  count  the  rebates  accumulated  by  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  system  as  a  part  of  the  price  of  gas. 
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Computed  average  prices  for  electricity  are  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing summary  (Table  42).

In  this  case  the  average  rate  is  nearly  always  considerably 
below  the  l^al  maximum,  doubtless  chiefly  because  that  maxi- 
mum is  fixed  with  reference  to  the  small  consumer  for  lighting 
purposes.  In  no  industry  is  a  system  of  differential  rates  more 
suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  situation  than  in  that  of  supplying 
electric  current  Neither  the  amount  of  gas  taken  by  a  single 
consumer,  nor  the  time  when  he  takes  it,  makes  very  much  differ- 
ence to  the  gas  company,  and  sales  could  probably  not  be  greatly 
increased  by  special  concessions  to  large  consumers  at  slack 
times.  The  high  candle-power  gas  supplied  to  American  con- 
sumers, moreover,  is  not  best  adapted  to  industrial  use.  Elec- 
tricity, on  the  other  hand,  does  have  marked  advantages  for 
certain  industrial  uses  and  is  in  position  to  compete  with  other 
forms  of  power.  The  load  factor,  too,  is  a  very  important  ele- 
ment in  the  cost  of  electricity,  hence  the  profitableness  of  en- 
couraging demand  at  hours  when  the  load  for  other  uses  is  small.

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Uniformity  of  rates  is  proper  for  gas  companies,  while  diversity 
of  rates  for  different  kinds  of  consumption  is  the  only  economical 
system  for  electrical  enterprises  dealing  with  all  varieties  of 
demand. 

The  most  noteworthy  thing  about  Table  XXXVI,  in  which 
are  compiled  the  data  for  certain  groups  or  classes  of  operating 
expenses,  is  the  large  amount  charged  for  depreciation  and  simi- 
lar reserves  by  the  companies  of  the  two  great  systems.  The 
purpose  of  the  reserve  is  usually  made  rather  elastic,  not  to  say 
vague,  by  coupling  contingencies  with  depreciation.  The  figures 
as  they  appear  in  the  primary  table  are  rearranged  for  the  fol- 
lowing table  (43,  which  includes  also  certain  ratios)  by  includ- 
ing the  amount  for  the  Flatbush  Gas,  a  gas-electrical  company, 
with  the  Brooklyn  Union  system,  and  by  sub-classifying  the  elec- 
trical companies.

The  appropriate  comparison  of  depreciation  charges  would  be 
to  the  value  of  the  various  kinds  of  fixed  capital  undergoing  de- 
preciation. But  the  financial  data  at  hand  afford  no  indication 
of  this  value,  hence  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  comparisons  on 
the  basis  of  more  reliable,  though  less  related,  data  as  to  operat- 
ing expenses.  One-fifth  of  all  operating  expenses  reserved  for 
depreciation  seems  large.  That  three  and  four  times  this  sum 
should  be  held  in  an  accumulated  fund  makes  it  the  more  notable. 
These   reserves   are  evidently,   in   the  books   of  the  coinpauy,   a.

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heavy  burden  upon  operating  expenses.  In  order  to  decide 
whether  or  not,  and  therefore,  to  a  degree,  how  far,  these  charges 
are  excessive,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  reliable  data  as  to 
the  value  of  the  tangible  j>roperty  .which  is  supjwsed  to  be  kept 
up  by  means  of  them.  This  is  a  kind  of  information  not  obtain- 
able from  the  balance  sheet  or  construction  accounts  of  public 
service  corporations  as  they  have  actually  been  kept. 

Of  clearer,  and  therefore  of  greater  immediate,  significance 
in  connection  with  these  reserves  is  the  vagueness  of  their  desig- 
nation. Interest  or  dividends  ought  not  to  be  paid  out  of  operat- 
ing expenses.  But  under  certain  "  contingencies,"  such  an  ac- 
cumulated reserve  might  be,  at  least  indirectly,'  so  used.  The 
prescribed  uniform  system  of  accounts  provides  for  this  situation 
by  definitely  fixing  the  destination  of  the  depreciation  reserves. 
A  reserve  for  such  very  general  purposes  as  might  be  included 
under  "  contingencies  "  is  properly  chargeable  to  income  or  to 
surplus,  not  to  operating  expenses. 

The  relative  importance  of  all  the  classes  of  operating  expenses 
for  the  important  systems  is  contained  in  Table  44,  following:

The  greater  importance  of  distribution  oxpoiiso  for  electrical 
than  for  gas  systems  is  evident.  The  general  expenses  of  all  the 
companies  appear  to  l>e  relatively  larg(\  but  not  so  much  so  for

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the  great  systems,  perhaps  because  of  the  greater  scale  of  their 
operations.  The  size  of  the  itein  for  depreciation  has  already 
been  commented  on. 

Assets,  Liabilities  and  Capitalization 

Balance-sheet  items  are  compiled  in  Table  XXXVII.  The 
totals,  both  for  the  individual  companies  and  for  the  table  as  a 
whole,  have  very  little  significance.  The  company  has  usually 
had  too  strong  inducements  to  overstate  or  swell  its  assets,  and 
within  each  system  there  is  much  duplication  through  the  owner- 
ship by  a  controlling  or  affiliated  company  of  securities  which 
are  the  basis  of  other  issues  by  the  owner.  The  $88,000,000 
"  investments  "  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Co.  indicate  how  impor- 
tant this  factor  may  be.  Many  of  the  totals  of  Table  XXXVII 
serve  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  closing  up  and  checking 
the  table.  So  far  as  duplication  of  issues  of  securities  is  the 
disturbing  element,  the  discussion  of  intercorporate  relations  and 
net  capitalization  below,  in  relation  to  Table  XXXVIII,  disposes 
of  the  matter. 

Debits  and  credits  to  fixed  capital  during  the  year  have  a 
more  definite  meaning  than  have  the  accumulated  charges.  They 
are  compiled  in  Table  45. 

From  this  table  it  appears  that  there  were  debits  to  fixed  capi- 
tal (additions)  for  gas  companies  and  gas  departments  of  gas- 
electrical  companies  amounting  to  $3,410,066.74  during  the  year, 
and  credits  (subtractions)  amounting  to  $1,174,108.04,  showing 
a  net  increase  in  fixed  capital  of  $2,235,958.70.  For  electrical 
companies  and  departments  the  corresponding  figures  are  $11,- 
157,711. 01  debits  and  $55O,05'3.59  credits,  showing  a  net  increase 
of  $10,607,658.32.  That  there  have  been  just  such  increases  in 
the  amount  of  tangible  and  other  capital  actually  in  the  service 
of  the  public  for  light  and  power  purposes  during  this  period 
is  not  to  be  inferred.  The  fact  is  that  the  !N"ew  York  Edison  Co. 
had  a  large  amount  of  uncompleted  construction  work  in  progress 
at  the  first  of  the  year  which  had  been  charged  to  the  "  Miscel- 
laneous "  group.  This  entire  charge,  amounting  to  $6,124,951.20, 
was  credited  to  the  miscellaneous  account  and  distributed  to  the 
individual  property  accounts,  although  the  expenditure  had  all

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been  made  in  previous  years.  To  that  extent  the  table  is  mis- 
leading. Credits  to  fixed  capital  accounts,  moreover,  have  not 
always  been  made  according  to  sound  economic  and  strict  ac- 
counting principles,  and  the  accounting  methods  of  the  different 
companies  have  been  anything  but  uniform.  If  the  practice  was 
better  in  1908  than  in  previous  years,  it  is  doubtless  not  yet 
good  enough.  The  prescribed  uniform  system  of  accounts,  going 
into  effect  on  January  1,  1909,  should  do  much  to  make  these 
credits  as  well  as  the  debits,  have  a  more  definite  and  ascertain- 
able and  also  more  correct  meaning. 

An  important  source  of  considerable  current  assets,  as  well  as 
of  current  liabilities,  for  all  the  lighting  and  power  companies, 
is  the  item  of  consumers'  deposits.  These  amount  to  over  three 
and  one-half  millions  of  dollars,  most  of  which  is  deposited  by 
consumers  of  gas,  as  appears  below  (Table  46).

The  annual  income  from  sales  of  gas  by  gas  and  gas-electrical 
companies  (duplication  from  inter-company  sales  being  elimi- 
nated) is  somewhat  less  than  $30,000,000.  From  this  it  would 
appear  that  deposits  made  by  consumers  with  gas  companies 
(amounting  to  $3,314,190.84)  are  equivalent  on  the  average  to 
an  advance  payment  for  gas  a  month  or  even  a  month  and  a  half 
ahead.  It  is  tnie  some  of  these  deposits  will  doubtless  never  be 
reclaimed,  the  owners  having  perhaps  ceased  to  be  consumers 
and  having  forgotten  their  claim.  On  the  other  hand,  deposits 
are  not  required  in  the  case  of  the  large  number  of  users  of  prepay- 
ment meters  and  of  many  other  consumers. 

IntercoriK)rate  relations  of  stock  ownetship  and  control  are  the 
source  of  much  confusion  and  possible  misinterpretation  in  deal- 
ing with  Table  XXXVIII.  It  is  likely  to  be  assumed  that  a 
corporation  is  an  aggregation  of  natural  persons  engaged  in  some 
branch  of  manufacture  or  commerce  and  that  economic  and  other 
relations  between  corporations  are  of  much  the  same  character 
as  are  the  relations  of  the  active,  substantial,  and  independent 
business  men  of  a  community  one  to  another.  It  must  be  a  very 
unusual  group  of  public  service  corporations  of  which  this  holds 
true.  The  group  of  capitalists  composing  the  Consolidated 
system  operates  in  the  name  of  seven  different  gas  companies  in 
the  First  District,  and  of  two  electrical  and  one  subway  company, 
not  to  mention  several  non-operating  companies,  while  others  of  its 
subsidiaries  represent  its  branching  interests  outside  the  city  and 
outside  the  state.  This  is  accomplished  throiigh  ownership  by  the 
Consolidated  of  a  controlling  interest  in  the  stock  of  affiliated 
companies.    These  corporations  are  not  aggregates  of  individuals.

The  com- 
plexities of  such  corporate  aggregations  often  prevent  the  public, 
of  investors  as  well  as  of  consumers,  from  knowing  essential 
facts  as  to  the  condition  of  their  creatures  and  servants. 

How  little  significance  most  of  these  corporations  have  as 
means  of  uniting  the  small  economic  resources  of  many  indi- 
viduals to  carry  on  a  groat  industrial  enterprise  appears  from  the 
preceding  table  (47),  showing  stockholders,  etc.,  of  light  and 
power  companies  reporting  to  the  First  District  Commission. 

The  gist  of  the  table  is  contained  in  the  ratio  columns,  that  is 
the  last  three.  In  only  nine  corporations  but  of  33  do  the  10 
largest  voting  powers  include  less  than  90  per  cent  of  the  stock. 
Of  course  this  is  largely  due  to  intercorporate  holdings  for  the 
sake  of  control.  In  only  three  corporations  does  it  appear  that  the 
10  largest  voting  powers  have  less  than  a  majority.  In  only 
two  cases  where  the  votes  cast  by  or  on  behalf  of  stockholders 
officially  connected  with  the  existing  management  less  than  a  ma- 
jority of  voting  powers.  One  exception  is  doubtless  apparent  only, 
since  the  corporation  that  controls  this  one  does  not  report  to  the 
Commission.  As  regards  the  interest  taken  in  the  elections  (next  to 
the  last  column)  the  index  shows  merely  the  business-like  way  in 
which  existing  managements  periodically  re-elect  themselves  (cf. 
last  column).  The  passivity  of  the  small  investor  as  regards  the 
management  of  his  property  is  partly  his  fault,  partly  a  necessary 
evil  incident  to  a  situation  so  complex  thnt  the  owner  of  stock  can- 
not really  know  what  is  being  done  with  his  property.  The  public 
regulation  of  the  issuance  of  securities  is  a  natural  outcome  of 
this  situation. 

The  conditions  indicated  by  Table  47,  as  regards  the  close  con- 
trol of  corporations  engaged  in  supplying  light  and  power  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  have  an  important  bearing  on  apparent  and 
actual  (net)  capitalization.  The  way  to  get  at  the  net  capitaliza- 
tion of  these  corporations  lies  through  their  investment  accounts. 
These  so-called  investments  are  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  control. 
Technical  "  control  "  exists  wherever  one-half  or  more  of  the 
(voting)  stock  of  a  corporation  is  owned  by  a  single  interest.  It 
is  not  to  be  assumed  that  intercorporate  relations  have  but  this 
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one  phase,  or  that,  for  example,  the  light  and  power  companies 
in  ]N^ew  York  City  outside  the  gi'eat  systems  are  all  of  them  really 
independent.  In  certain  cases  they  are  evidently  not  so,  hence 
the  prevalence  of  the  designation  "  other,"  sometimes  awkward, 
throughout  this  discussion. 

Investments  that  relate  to  control,  arranged  with  reference  to 
further  use,  are  compiled  in  Table  48,  following. 

The  columns  for  combined  values  are  of  most  significance,  the 
first  of  these  giving  the  par  value  of  investments,  the  next,  the  cor- 
responding book  value,  where  the  holdings  are  treated  as  invest- 
ments, and  the  last,  this  same  book  value  plus  a  value  assigned 
to  certain  securities  "  included  in  construction."  The  entries  are 
doubtless  substantially  correct,  rather  than  full  and  accurate  in 
detail. 

The  next  table  (49)  contains  investments  in  other  than  con- 
trolled or  aflSliated  companies  and  serves  also  to  bring  together 
both  sorts  of  investments  in  a  total  valuation. 

As  a  result  of  the  combinations  of  these  two  tables  we  have 
the  two  kinds  of  figures  that  are  needed  in  order  to  get  at  net 
capitalization.    This  term  may  mean  either  one  of  two  things. 

Net  capitalization,  according  to  one  idea,  is  the  amount  of  se- 
curities of  a  system  in  the  hands  of  "  ultimate  "  investors.  From 
this  point  of  view  it  is  necessary  to  deduct  from  the  gross  capitali- 
zation of  the  system  the  securities  issued  by  one  or  another  of 
its  companies,  but  held  as  an  investment  by  the  controlling  cor- 
poration and  by  it  made  the  basis  of  further  issues,  whether  the 
securities  so  held  are  technically  used  as  "  collateral "  or  not. 
Such  collateral  issues  involve  duplication  of  capitalization, 
though  one  of  the  issues  remains  latent  and  the  superposed  one 
alone  is  a  means  of  income  to  ultimate  investors,  and  though  the 
latter  issue  finally  receives  all  the  return  from  the  concrete  capital 
which  is  the  basis  of  the  double  issue.  The  valuation  of  intra- 
system  holdings  used  for  making  the  deduction  from  the  gross 
capitalization  of  a  system  is  their  par  value.  Investments  for 
other  purposes  than  control  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  process 
of  arriving  at  a  figure  of  net  capitalization  of  this  sort. 

The  other  idea  of  net  capitalization  centers  attention  on  the 
amount  of  concrete  capital  employed  in  carrying  on  an  industrial

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enterprise,  or  performing  a  service,  with  a  view  to  getting  at  the 
relation  between  securities  issued  and  their  material  basis.  From 
this  point  of  view  all  the  investments  of  a  company,  regardless 
of  whether  for  control  or  other  purix)ses,  should  be  deducted  from 
its  capitalization  to  got  a  net  figure.  It  Avould  be  well  to  deduct 
investments  in  real  estate  as  well  as  in  securities,  but  the  differ- 
ence is  not  important  in  the  present  case.  This  is  the  way  to 
get  at  the  magnitude  of  the  enter])rise  directly  carried  on  by  a 
single  company  which  is  part  of  a  system,  so  far  as  that  is  ex- 
pressed by  capitalization.  For  this  purpose,  the  advances  of  a 
controlling  corporation,  whether  they  are  made  the  occasion  for 
the  issuing  of  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  not,  are  a  part  of  the 
capitalization  of  the  company.  Hence  the  use  made  of  the 
column  of  "  other  obligations "  in  the  accompanying  tables. 
These  arc  the  figures  that  appear  in  the  investment  accounts  of 
controlling  or  affiliated  companies.  Whether  this  sort  of  a  net 
figure  should  be  got  by  deducting  the  par  value  or  the  book  value 
of  investments  is  decided  in  favor  of  the  second  alternative,  be- 
cause  the  book  value  is  usually  based  upon  price  paid. 

The  deductions  called  for  by  these  two  different  points  of 
view  with  inference  to  what  is  not  capitalization  are  made  in 
Table  50. 

The  results  obtained  in  this  table  show  a  reduction  of  the 
figure  of  gross  capitalization  —  shown  in  Table  XXXVIII  with- 
out regard  to  duplication  at  $']70,.')24,4f)2.4S  —  by  something  more 
than  $100,000,0€0.  This  dors  not  take  account  of  possible  further 
deductions  on  account  of  control  by  companies  other  than  light 
and  power  companies  in  Xew  York  City.  For  example,  one  of  the 
companies,  the  Empire  (Mty  Subway  Co.,  included  in  the  group 
for  which  tlie  entire  capitalization  ajipoars  to  be  net,  is  controlled 
by  the  telephone  interests.  The  totals  for  the  Consolidated  sys- 
tem, also,  would  doubtless  be  somewhat  different  if  all  the  com- 
panies controlled  by  it  could  be  brought  into  the  calculation. 

The  significance,  in  relation  to  the  capitalization  of  the  individual 
companies,  of  the  column  of  Table  50  which  adds  other  permanent 
obligations  to  securities  formally  issued  is  most  markcx]  in  the  case 
of  the  Astoria  Light,  Heat  &  Power  Co.,  with  its  api)aroiit.' capitaliz- 
ation of  $875,000,  which  is  made  more  than  ton  times  as  great  by 
the  inclusion  of  its  debts  to  the  Consolidated  Gas  Co.  (which  were

terpreted by  reference  to  the  discussion  in  the  accompanying  text. 
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incurred  for  construction).  The  part  of  this  same  company,  and 
of  certain  others,  in  the  columns  showing  net  capitalization  accord- 
ing to  the  second  method  (last  and  second  previous)  raises  the 
question  as  to  why  their  corporate  existence  should  be  continued. 
Xo  legitimate  interest  would  be  injuriously  aflFected  by  their  merger 
with  the  controlling  company.  The  fact  that  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Co.,  with  all  its  valuable  gas  i)roperties,  is  nevertheless  chiefly  a 
holding  company  appears  in  the  18.19  per  cent  of  the  next  to  the 
last  column.  One  hears  much  of  the  "'  corj)oration  problem  "  in 
economics  and  politics.  The  phrase  is  hardly  adequate.  The  great 
complexities  and  difliculties  of  the  situation  are  mainly  due  to 
tangled  inter-corporate  relationshij^s  and  to  the  super-coii)oration. 
Certain  peculiaritic^s  of  the  figure  of  "  Xet  capitalization  per- 
taining to  industrial  and  real  pro])ertios  owned  "  for  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Comj)any  call  for  ))articular  consideration.  It  is  not  to 
be  assumed  that  $18,000,000  in  any  way  measures  the  value  of  the 
fixed  capital  of  the  company.  The  par  of  securities  based  upon  or 
])eiiaining  to  industrial  i)roperty  is  no  doubt  related  to  the  value 
of  the  j)roperty,  but  the  two  thin<is  are  diffe^rent  and  distinct.  The 
column  of  Table  50  )>ur]K)rts  to  give  merely  the  portion  of  the 
capitalization  of  each  company  which  is  based  u])on  industrial 
}Toi)erty,  as  distinguished  from  that  which  may  ])e  presumeil  to  be 
based  upon  investments  or  s(*eurities  owned.  In  the  ease  of  the 
Consolidated  Gas  (^>ni])iiny  the  reasons  why  the  $18,000,000  net 
capitalization  is  <o  different  from  the  eoni])any\s;  showing  of  nearly 
$18,000,000  fixed  capital  are  not  far  to  seek.  From  the  liabilities 
side  of  the  balanee  sliect,  it  a])]xnirs  that  the  <'onipany  has  reeeivcnl 
nearly  $14,000,000  in  tlu^  form  of  preminins  on  stocks  and  bonds. 
This  is  not  a  part  of  its  capitalization,  thoni-h  much  of  it  may  have 
Ik'CU  applied  to  the  creation  of  forms  of  fiNcd  capital.  Among  its  . 
current  liabilities,  also,  is  the  sum  of  $10,000,000  in  "collateral 
trnst  one-year  notes.''  For  C(M'tain  purposes  these  might  well  he 
included  in  the  company's  total  capitalization,  tliongh  not  strictly 
such.  '^  Other  permanent  obligations  dne  controlling  or  affiliated 
compani(.'s,"  included  in  the  figure  of  gross  ca])italization  for  the 
jmrposes  of  Table  50,  is  com|)osed  of  technically  similar  current 
liabilities.  This  is  because  it  may  Ik*  presumed  that,  Ix^tween  two 
companies  of  the  same  sy<5tem,  the  formal  instability  of  the  ar- 
rangement does  not  involve  the  possibility  that  the  debtor  will  ever 
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be  pressed  for  pa^inent  on  short  notice  or  that  funding  is  necessary 
to  prevent  such  a  contingency.  Mere  short-term  notes  held  by  thb 
investing  public,  on  the  other  hand,  cannot  be  generally  treated  as 
(permanent)  capitalization,  though  they  are  often  the- first  step 
towards  a  permanent  increase  of  fixed  copital.  ' 

The  totals  of  the  Consolidated  system  are  also  somewhat  affected 
by  the  situation  of  the  holding  company.  This  in  part  accounts  for 
the  system's  considerably  smaller  net  capitalization  in  the  hands  of 
the  investing  public  than  one  would  expect  as  corresponding  to  the 
combined  capitalization  of  the  constituent  companies  as  based  upon 
industrial  property.  But  the  second  figure  of  net  capitalization  is 
also  affected  by  investments  outside  the  gToup  of  companies  whose 
inter-relations  are  analyzed,  hence  in  so  far  might  be  expected  to 
exceed  the  first.  Thus,  for  the  $7,000,000  stock  of  the  Xew  York 
Carbide  and  Acetylene  Company  a  deduction  is  made  in  the  case 
of  the. first  net  figure  for  the  New  Amsterdam  Company  and  there- 
fore for  the  Consolidated  svstem  total.  But  this 'stock  is  not 
directly  the  occasion  for  any  reduction  of  the  second  net  figure, 
though  its  small  actual  value  may  occasion  a  smaller  ultimate  net 
capitalization  of  the  system  within  which  it  is  held. 

There  is  a  normal  due  proportion  between  funded  debt  and 
stocks  and  other  obligations  of  a  corporation,  at  least  a  limit 
beyond  which  the  obtaining  of  capital  by  the  issuance  of  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  should  not  go.  Of  course  this  proportion 
should  be  to  capital  rather  than  to  capitalization.  In  other 
words,  capitalization  should  be  in  due  proportion  to  capital.  But 
this  is  a  matter  into  which  we  cannot  enter.  The  relative  figures 
of  Table  51  are  given  for  what  they  are  worth. 

The  small  proportion  of  funded  debt  of  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Co.,  and  also  of  the  system,  is  noticeable.  The  Brooklyn  Union 
Gas  Co.  has  a  comparatively  high,  but  on  the  whole  rather  more 
typical,  proportion  of  funded  debt,  relatively  to  its  total  capitali- 
zation. The  companies  with  a  markedly  high  (the  highest)  pro- 
portion of  bonds  outstanding  are  the  Consolidated  and  Empire 
City  subways.  Doubtless  their  method  of  obtaining  capital  is 
affected  by  their  being  controlled  companies.  The  controlling 
company  would,  ordinarily,  have  no  motive  to  increase  the  stock 
and  would  be  quite  disposed  to  advance  money  to  its  other  self 
without  regard  to  the  ordinary  margin  of  safety.

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Since  we  have  not  the  information  neeessarv  to  enable  iis  to 
relate  capitalization  to  capital  employed,  we  may  avail  ourselves 
of  a  makeshift  comparison  (not  without  value  of  its  own  also) 
of  capitalization  with  number  of  units  of  gas  or  electricity  pro- 
duced. This  is  effected  by  the  data  and  ratios  of  Table  52.  The 
figure  of  capitalization  employed  is  net  and  based  on  industrial 
property  as  explained  above. 

The  ratios  for  the  gas-electrical  companies  are  not  computed 
l)ecause  the  securities  issued  are  not  separated  bv  departments. 
The  use  of  the  figure  of  gas  or  electricity  produced  docs  not  take 
account  of  the  capitalization  of  those  companies  which  merely 
distribute  the  product.  This  throws  the  ratios  off  somewhat,  as,  for 
example,  in  the  case  of  the  capitalization  of  the  Flatbush  Gas  Co., 
some  portion  of  whose  capital  is,  of  course,  employed  in  dis- 
tributing gas  produced  for  it  by  the  Brooklyn  Union  Co.  There 
.  is  no  way  of  taking  account  of  this  in  computing  the  ratios,  but 
it  is  of  little  importance  and  can  be  neglected.  Likewise  the 
employment  of  leased  property  represented  in  the  capitalization 
of  another  company  affects  these  comparisons  very  little,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  Brooklyn  Edison,  where  the  situation  is  pro- 
vided for  by  using  system  figures.  The  ratio  for  the  New  York 
Edison  and  United  Electric  is  unduly  low  in  comparison  with 
that  for  the  Brooklyn  Edison  because  of  the  separate  capitaliza- 
tion and  operation  of  the  subways  used  by  the  former,  whereas 
the  latter  owns  its  ducts  in  its  own  name.  Supposing  the  use 
of  the  ducts  by  the  New  York  Edison  system  to  be  in  propor- 
tion to  its  valuation  of  subway  securities  owned  by  the  two  com- 
panies in  question,  we  should  increase  their  capitalization  from 
$97,630,044.25  (by  the  addition  of  $13,t>38,lGO)  to  $111,508,- 
804.25.  On  this  basis  its  capitalization  is  33  cents  }>er  kw.  hr. 
generated,  as  compared  with  the  20  cents  of  the  Kings  County 
system.  That  the  ratios  of  the  table  cannot  be  explained  other- 
wise than  by  allc^ging  overcapitalization  in  some  cases  is  obvious. 
For  the  rest,  the  figures  must  speak  for  themselves.

Improvements  during  the  Year. — Important  additions  were  made  at  the  Citizens* 
works,  which  included  the  following  apparatus :  Additional  salt  water  condensing 
capacity ;  new  shaving  scrubber  and  connections ;  a  new  engine-room  was  built  and 
e4alp9ed  and  a  new  works  exbauater,  engine  connections  and  loundations  were 
installed  in  this  room ;  the  meter  capacity  at  the  works  was  Increased ;  additions 
were  made  to  the  feed-water  heating  system ;  the  general  pipe  connections  throughout 
the  works  were  remodeled  and  enlarged  in  order  to  make  them  of  adequate  size  to 
take  care  of  the  increased  make  of  gas,  and  new  fences  and  sidewalks  were  con- 
structed. 

At  the  Fulton  works  the  alterations  and  additions  in  c<Minectlon  with  the  in- 
stallation of  the  Williamson  type  of  apparatus  were  completed.  Two  new  engines 
were  put  in  for  use  with  the  blowing  apparatus,  and  a  complete  electric  light  system, 
including  generator  and  engine,  ti^as  Installed. 

The  NaAsau  works  were  remodeled  and  rebuilt.  The  entire  Wilkinson  plant  and 
a  portion  of  the  other  apparatus  was  torn  out  and  abandoned.  Included  in  the 
apparatus  taken  out  were  five  oil  benches  of  six  20-foot  through  retorts  each,  and 
four  generators.  Also  illuminators,  hydraulic  elevators,  three  blowers  and  engines, 
two  exhausters  and  engines,  condensers,  pumps,  oil  heaters  and  other  apparatus, 
piping  and  connections. 

Four  12-foot  generators  of  the  Williamson  type  were  installed,  together  with  a 
large  amount  of  additional  apparatus,  in  which  was  Included  a  system  of  steam 
piping,  oil  heaters,  gas  oil   pumps   and   circulating   pumps.     The  entire  Wilkinson

generator-house  was  rebuilt;  additional  condensing  capacity  was  provided,  together 
with  the  necessary  salt  water  pumps  and  a  new  pump  house.  A  new  system  for 
separating  and  storing  drip  oil  was  put  in,  together  with  the  necessary  pumps, 
tanks  and  connections.  Six  new  shaving  scrubbers  were  built,  and  additional  capac- 
ity was  obtained  in  the  purifier  boxes,  together  with  increased  meter  capacity.  Two 
new  boilers  were  installed,  together  with  a  system  of  forced  draft.  The  entire 
system  of  steam  piping  was  remodeled,  and  new  feed  water  heaters,  etc.,  were  added. 
The  engine-room  was  rebuilt  and  new  blowers  and  engines  were  Installed  therein, 
together  with  two  high-pressure  exhausters  and  the  necessary  valves  and  connections. 
A  new  works  exhauster  and  engine  were  .also  put  In.  The  general  pipe  system  about 
the  works  was  remodeled  and  new  connections  of  increased  capacity  were  added.  A 
new  elevator  system  was  Installed,  and  new  sidewalks  were  put  in  about  the  works. 
A  new  accommodation-room,  together  with  lavatory  and  shower  baths,  was  built 
for  the  use  of  employees. 

At  the  Williamsburg  works  the  entire  Loomis  plant,  including  foundations,  was 
torn  out  and  abandoned.  Included  in  this  were  20  oil  gas  benches  of  6's,  eight 
generators,  hot  scrubbers,  condensers,  exhausters,  engines,  pumps,  salt  water  tanks, 
boilers,  and  oil,  gas,  water  and  drain  connections  about  the  works. 

Eight  12-foot  generators  of  the  Williamson  type  were  installed,  together  with  a 
large  amount  of  new  apparatus.  Included  in  this  apparatus  may  be  mentioned  the 
following:  A  system  of  steam  piping,  oil  heaters,  gas  oil  pumps  and  circulating 
pumps.  The  entire  generator-house  was  rebuilt  to  accommodate  the  new  Williamson 
machines.  Additional  condensing  capacity  was  provided.  Provisions  were  made 
for  a  new  exhauster-room  and  purlfler-house,  but  these  buildings  and  the  apparatus 
therein  were  not  completed.  New  shaving  scrubbers  were  built  and  Increased  meter 
capacity  was  provided  for.  New  boilers  were  Installed  and  put  in  operation.  A 
portion  of  the  comprehensive  system  of  steam  distribution  was  completed  and  many 
of  the  new  large  pipe  connections  were  laid.  The  new  plant,  however,  could  not 
be  finished  during  the  year,  and  many  important  additions  will  be  completed  in  1909. 

At  the  Equity  works  two  exhausters  were  Installed,  but  no  physical  changes  of 
great  importance  took  place  here  or  at  the  Metropolitan  works. 

A  new  6,000,000  cu.  ft.  holder  was  completed  and  put  in  operation  at  the  Wythe 
Avenue  holder  station.

The  total  number  of  companies  reporting  is  92,  representing 
an  increase  of  8  over  the  number  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
addition  of  the  stage  coach  company  is  offset  by  the  dropping  of 
a  ste^m  railroad  company  (the  Jamaica  and  South  Shore  Trac- 
tion Company)  which  was  found  to  come  primarily  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  for  the  Second  District.  The 
Bridge  Operating  Company,  a  business  corporation,  made  its 
first  annual  report  (as  a  lessor  company),  and  the  following  street 
railway  companies  that  have  obtained  franchises  or  filed  incor- 
poration certificates,  but  not  yet  begun  operation,  were  added  to 
the  class  of  inchoate  or  dormant  companies:

The  Metropolitan  Transit  Company  was  dropped  from  the  list 
as  practically  nonexistent. 

The  oontinued  disintegration  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway 
system  transferred  four  companies  from  the  class  of  lessor  com- 
panies to  that  of  operating  companies,  as  of  the  dates  noted  'below :

Alc'Sjsrs.  Adrian  II.  Joline  and  Douglas  Robinson,  who  in  Sep- 
tember, 11)07,  had  been  appointed  joint  receivers  of  the  Metro- 
politan Street  Railway  Company  and  the  operating  company, 
the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  surrendered  control  of 
the  latter  company  to  Mr.  William  W.  Ladd  at  the  close  of  July 
31,  1908,  and  thereafter  operated  the  Metropolitan  lines,  and, 
by  defaulting  on  the  contract  rentals,  cut  the  three  companies 
mentioned  above  out  of  the  system  before  the  close  of  the  year 
1908.  As  the  only  road  owned  by  the  New  York  City  Railway 
Company  was  situated  in  Westchester  County,  that  company 
ceased  to  report  to  this  Commission,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  there  were  only  33  operating  companies  on  its  lists.  The 
report  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  for  the  month 
of  July,  1908,  is  of  course  included  in  this  volume. 

There  are  incomplete  reports  from  the  City  Island  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Pelham  Park  Railroad  Company.  A  new  man- 
agement assumed  control  of  these  roads  in  December,  1908,  but 
did  not  at  the  time  obtain  possession  of  the  books  of  account.

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Their  reports,  therefore,  cover  only  the  operations  of  the  new 
management  during  the  second  half  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  April, 
1910,  the  Commission's  accountants  examined  the  books  kept  by 
the  former  management  and  obtained  the  more  essential  facts  as 
to  financial  results  of  operation  which  are  presented  in  this  vol- 
ume in  connection  with  the  reports  of  the  two  companies. 

The  returns  of  the  steam  railroads  are  included  among  the 
abstracts  hereto  appended,  but  are  not  included  in  the  tabulations, 
with  the  exception  of  the  summary  at  the  opening  of  this  section. 
The  analysis  and  interpretation  are  therefore  restricted  to  the 
street  surface,  overhead  and  underground  railways,  and  such  rail- 
roads as  are  operated  with  electric  motive  power  and  are  an 
essential  part  of  some  street  railway  system,  even  though  portions 
of  the  route  run  over  a  private  right  of  way.  Before  proceeding 
to  the  interpretation  of  the  returns  for  the  fiscal  year  1909,  how- 
ever, it  seems  desirable  to  present  a  comparison  of  some  of  the- 
principal  statistical  results  between  the  present  year  and  earlier 
years.  The  following  table,  originally  prepared  by  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  and  Accounts  for  the  year-book  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  shows  the  growth  of  business  done  by  the  local  trac- 
tion companies  in  the  last  decade :

The  number  of  revenue  passengers  has  in  ten  years  increased 
hy  80  per  cent,  which  is  about  the  same  percentage  of  growth  as 
the  gross  revenues  of  the  companies.  The  average  annual  increase 
has  been  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  but  has  not  been  at  all  regular, 
owing  to  its  dependence  upon  transit  facilities.  The  opening  of

The  Need  of  Better  Physical  Statistics. 

The  above  epitome  of  the  physical  statistics  of  street  railway 
companies  mentions  only  some  of  the  more  important,  and  the 
more  reliable,  totals  of  the  corresponding  primary  tables.  It  is 
scarcely  time  to  consider  what  other  information  ought  to  be 
included  until  we  can  be  somewhat  surer  of  the  quality  of  what 
we  already  have.  Similar  compunctions  prevent  more  extended 
comparisons  with  other  years.    .

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Modern  business  management,  which  is  corporate  business 
management,  does  not  pay  sufficient  attention  to  physical  inven- 
tory and  description  of  plant  and  equipment.  When  the  business 
man  knew  intimately  almost  every  article  among  his  goods  or 
appliances,  the  theory  and  practice  of  accounting  and  statistics 
were  no  more  necessary  to  tell  him  the  condition  of  his  affairs 
than  is  the  art  of  counting  to  enable  the  hen  to  take  care  of  her 
brood  of  qhickens.  In  these  times,  however,  the  instinct  and 
intuition  of  the  business  manager  need  to  be  pretty  well  docu- 
mented. The  head  of  a  large  corporation  can  comprehend  little 
of  conditions  and  relations  in  the  business  as  a  whole  except  as 
the  facts  are  prepared  for  him  and  condensed  into  numbers.  But 
he  is  too  often  content  with  mere  financial  statistics  and  accounts. 
The  dollar  may  mean  almost  anything  or  nothing,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  thing  of  which  it  is  predicated  and  according 
to  how  the  valuation  is  obtained.  Adequate  physical  statistics 
have  the  advantage  over  financial  returns,  that  they  have  a  reli- 
able and,  to  the  well-versed,  almost  unmistakable  meaning.  As 
a  check  upon  financial  statements  their  further  development  is 
indispensable.  Even  if  the  managers  of  corporations  do  not  feel 
the  need  of  such  statistics  for  their  own  effectiveness,  that  is  no 
sufficient  reason  why  they  should  not  be.  The  stockholders  are 
the  ones  who  have  to  bear  the  burden  of  bad  management  and 
they  should  pass  judgment  upon  directors  and  managers.  To- 
ward them  the  directors  occupy  a  position  of  trust.  It  is  there- 
fore a  part  of  their  duty  to  so  compile  and  arrange  the  records 
of  the  corporation  that  the  stockholders  can  inform  themselves 
of  how  its  business  is  done.  For  this  reason,  if  for  no  other,  execu- 
tive heads  should  supply  to  investors,  not  only  full  financial  state- 
ments, but  good  physical  and  other  statistics.  Every  large  corpo- 
ration should  devote  much  expense  and  care  to  its  statistics. 

One  of  the  great  railroad  systems  of  the  Mississippi  valley 
lately  discovered  that 'certain  of  its  officers  had  been  parties  to  a 
scheme  whereby  the  company  was  charged  for  a  full  overhauling 
of  cars  sent  to  shops  and  returned  to  the  road  with  only  light 
repairs,  the  difference  being  the  profits  of  the  swindle.  Ade- 
quate physical  statistics,  showing  among  other  things  the  fre- 
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qiiency  of  breakdowns  or  the  number  of  cars  in  shops  at  regular 
intervals,  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  executive  committee  more 
interested  in  the  concrete  property  entrusted  to  it  than  in  what 
was  happening  in  Wall  Street  and  made  available  for  critical 
investors,  would  have  made  it  impossible  to  devise  and  carry  on 
during  several  years  this  larceny  of  several  millions  of  dollars. 
Physical  statistics  of  failures  in  service  and  of  pull-ins  of  equip- 
ment are  striking  evidence  of  improvement  in  the  management  of 
the  former  New  York  City  Railway  system  under  the  receivers. 
The  money  saving  is  properly  cited  as  merely  supporting  evi- 
dence, the  physical  statistics  being  the  best  proof.  What  if  the 
st(xikholders,  and  the  public  of  potential  stockholders,  had  pos- 
sessed the  data  for  similar  comparisons  before  the  receivership? 
Physical  valuation  by  determining  the  kind  and  number  of 
elements  and  parts  entering  into  the  construction  of  a  plant,  and 
then  applying  to  them  carefully  ascertained  unit-costs,  has  some- 
what the  same  point  of  view  and  the  same  promise  of  usefulness 
to  investors  and  the  public  as  have  physical  statistics.  In  fact 
the  former  is  in  its  nature  hardly  anything  else  than  an  attempt 
to  make  up  for  deficiencies  in  statistical  records,  though  its  occa- 
sion and  the  uses  to  which  it  could  be  put  are  reasons  why  it 
should  be  expected  to  excite  the  positive  hostility  of  railroad 
officials,  while  the  slowness  of  the  development  of  physical  statis- 
tics is  more  due  to  inertia.  Phvsical  statistics  and  phvsical 
valuation  resemble  each  other,  also,  in  that  neither  would  claim 
to  present  complete  solutions  of  the  questions  to  which  they  are 
an  essential  part  of  the  answers.  Those  op])os(Hl  to  the  adequate 
description  of  concrete  corporate  properties  will  some  day  be  seen 
to  l>e  at  the  same  stage  of  moral  evolution  as  those  who  prefer 
the  use  of  uncertain  and  unreliable  weiglits  and  measures  and 
packages  in  retail  trade. 

Track,  Way  and  Structures. 

Throughout  the  followinii:  tal)les  the  irrouping  of  companies  is 
based  partly  u})on  locality  (tlu*  boron i>lis)  ami  partly  upon  kind 
of  transit.  If  the  distinction  between  elevated,  surface  and  sub- 
way lines  may  be  conceived  as  a  matter  of  perpendicular  geog- 
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raphy,  the  classification  is  seen  to  be  quite  consistently  according 
to  a  single  principle,  if  that  be  a  desideratum. 

The  fundamental  datum  of  the  street-railway  business  is  track- 
mileage  of  various  kinds.  Miles  of  line  and  of  all  track  are  shown 
for  groups  of  companies  in  the  following  table;  also  the  net  in- 
crease of  each.  This  summary  is  for  street  railways  only,  ex- 
cluding the  Staten  Island  steam  roads  which  were  included  last 
year.

Including  the  Int^'rboroiigh  extension,  The  Bronx  has  obtained 
more  than  half  of  the  total  increase  in  the  city's  street  railway 
trackage.  But  all  the  increases  are  small,  amounting  in  the  total 
to  a  little  over  1  ])rr  cent.  The  increase  is  scarcely  more  than 
half  that  of  the  previous  year  (1008  Annual  Report,  III,  p.  200), 
the  difference  l)eing  due  to  the  opening  of  important  rapid  tran- 
sit extensions  within  the  earlier  year.  The  increase  in  B.  E.  T. 
elevated  operation  is  due  chiefly  to  the  extension  of  the  service 
across  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  on  Septeonber  10,  ID'OS. 

The  above  figures  of  net  increase  disregard  changes  due  to 
remeasurement  or  to  correction  of  returns. 
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Tho  following  table  shows  tho  distribution  of  track  mileage 
between  boroughs  according  to  the  1909  returns:

In  the  above  table  tho  mileage  on  the  East  River  bridges  is 
divided  equally  between  the  two  boroughs  connected.  Brooklyn 
has  a  somewhat  larger  track  mileage  than  Manhattan.  About  70 
miles  of  track  of  Xew  York  City  companies  lie  outside  the 
greater  city.  Eichmond  has  a  smaller  amount  of  street  railway 
track  than  this,  much  of  the  traffic  between  parts  of  the  borougn 
being  served  by  its  small  steam  roads. 

The  figure  of  1,5G1.10  miles  of  track  includes  no  steam  rail- 
roads. The  Statcn  Island  steam  lines  add  81.31  miles  to  this. 
Trunk  lines  have  367  miles  of  main  track  and  281  miles  of 
sidings,  etc.,  in  New  York  City,  so  that  (deducting  70  for  track 
outside)  the  total  miles  of  track  in  the  city  is  2,220. 
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Track  classified  by  mode  of  oj>eratioii,  or  motive  power,  of  the 
various  roads  distributes  itself  as  follows:

Third-rail  construction  is  parallel  in  amount  to  felevated,  un- 
derground and  depressed  track.

The  use  of  overhead  contact  for  the  operation  of  trains  of 
elevated  cars  on  68.37  miles  of  track  in  Brooklyn  is  worthy  of 
note.  A  considerable  portion  of  this  track  is  used  also  by  surface 
cars.  According  to  the  more  exact  division,  163.98,  instead  of 
156.97,  miles  of  track  out  of  the  total  for  the  B.  R.  T.  system  is 
used  wholly  or  chiefly,  for  the  operation  of  elevated  trains. 

The  totals  of  track  as  classified  with  reference  to  the  directness 
of  their  relation  to  the  transportation  service  performed  are  as 
follows:  First  track  (road),  749  miles;  running  track,  1,474 
miles;  auxiliary  track,  87  miles.  The  division  is  not  sharply 
and  consistently  made  by  all  companies.  The  last  item  in  par- 
ticular* is  as  yet  not  treated  with  sufficient  definiteness  to  warrant 
going  into  details.  It  is  noteworthy  that  third  and  fourth  track 
and  turnouts  do  not  quite  balance  single  track,  the  running  track 
being  barely  short  of  twice  as  long  as  the  first  track. 

The  distinction  between  track  operated  by  the  owning  company 
and  track  operated  under  lease  is  shown  by  the  arrangement  of 
companies  in  the  stub  of  Table  I,  lessors  being  indented  under 
operating  companies.  According  to  this  table,  of  the  748.799 
miles  of  street  railway  first  track,  276. C49  miles  are  operated 
under  lease  and  472.250  miles  by  the  owning  company.  Of  the 
1,561.102  miles  total  length  of  all  tracks,  640.706  miles  are  oper- 
ated under  lease  and  920.o96  miles  by  the  owning  company. 
Kixty-threo  per  cent  of  first  track  and  59  per  cent  of  all  tracks 
is  0])erated  by  the  owners;  the  rest  is  leased. 

The  table  does  not  include  the  trackage  rights  of  a  company  or 
track  ope]'ated  over  jointly  with  another  company,  the  latter 
attending  to  maintenance.  Inclusion  with  track  operated  would 
involve  duplication.  The  attempt  separately  to  compile  the 
amount,  also,  does  not  yield  results  of  much  value.     The  extent 
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of  the  use  of  others'  tracks  is  likely  to  be  both  greater  (in  certain 
ways)  and  less  (in  other  ways)  than  "trackage  rights"  as 
legally  defined.  The  use  of  the  track  of  another  company  may 
be  by  informal  consent.  For  companies  controlled  by  the  same 
interest,  a  contract  would  be  superfluous.  The  contractual  right, 
on  the  other  hand,  may  not  be  exercised,  and  if  it  is  not  it  is  of 
no  statistical  significance. 

The  distinction  between  leased  track  and  track  operated  under 
trackage  rights,  also,  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  as  made  along 
legal  lines.  The  classification  used  here  for  statistical  purposes 
is  based  upon  economic  facts.  Track  of  another  company  main- 
tained by  a  company  operating  over  it  is  treated  as  leased, 
whether  the  owner  can  re-enter  it  at  will  or  not.  Auy  arrange- 
ment by  which  full  charge  is  assumed  is  treated  as  a  lease.  Con- 
tractual permanence  of  possession  is  not  so  significant,  even 
though  it  is  ordinarily  necessary  to  secure  the  full  maintenance  of 
the  property,  whenever  the  operator  is  secure  in  some  other  vvjiy. 
An  "operating  agreement"  which  is  "terminable  at  will"  is 
suflScient  between  companies  under  the  same  control.  For  bridge 
track  owned  by  the  city,  on  the  other  hand,  a  return  on  the  invest- 
ijient  is  but  one  among  other  equally  important  considerations. 
It  cannot,  with  due  regard  to  the  public  interest,  be  turned  over 
to  operating  companies  for  a  long  term  of  years.  But  it  is 
entered  in  the  table  as  leased  by  the  associated  companies  iisini^ 
and  maintaining  it,  each  beting  assigned  a  length  in  proportion 
to  its  interest. 

These  statistics  of  mileage  are  not  as  accurate  and  reliable  as 
they  should  be.  Inconsistencies  due  to  remeasurement  are  excus- 
able, though  a  source  of  confusion.  But  length  of  track  ought 
sometime  to  be  accurately  and  authoritatively  determined.  Cer- 
tain companies  are  astonishingly  ignorant  or  careless  in  their 
treatment  of  this  datum,  making  every  succeeding  statement 
differ  from  every  other.  Some  companies  also  do  not  know 
whether  their  interest  in  a  piece  of  track  is  of  the  nature  of  joint 
ownership  or  merely  a  right  of  user.  This  may  mean  either 
duplication  or  omission  of  trackage.  This  unsatisfactory  situa- 
tion is  mainly  duo  to  an  insufficient  interest  in  physical  statistics 
on  the  part  of  directors  and  officers  of  the  r()a(ls.     The  informa- 
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tion  is  so  fundamental  that  this  state  of  affairs  ought  not  to  con- 
tinue. For  the  sake  of  uniformity  of  method,  perhaps  also  to 
set  a  good  example  to  the  companies,  the  Commission  might  well 
take  the  initiative  and,  co-operating  with  the  companies,  obtain 
by  survey  complete  and  reliable  measurements  that  oould  be 
accepted  as  standard  for  all  the  track  in  the  city.  Some  of  this 
work  has  already  been  done  in  connection  with  the  valuation  of 
the  property  of  certain  railways.  Accoimtants  should  be  relievetl 
of  this  sort  of  responsibility.  With  accurate  physical  data  to 
start  with,  the  accountant  might  be  encouraged  to  get  correctly 
for  his  reports  such  statistical  information  as  the  average  length 
of  road  and  track  operated.  Even  questions  of  ownership  of 
track  could  bo  better  dealt  with  if  each  piece  were  adequately 
described  and  labeled.  At  least  duplications  or  omissions  would 
be  unlikely. 

Table  II  shows  characteristics  of  roadway  in  a  double  relation, 
i.  e.,  to  the  kind  and  costliness  of  construction  and  also  to  the 
convenience  and  safety  of  those  compelled  to  cross  the  right  of 
way.  Most  data  provided  for  with  regard  to  crossings  are  appro- 
priate to  steam  roads  rather  than  to  the  slower-moving  and  more 
quickly  controlled  or  stopped  street-surface  lines.  As  regards 
street-surface  roads,  the  safety  of  the  public  is  suppos^nl  to  l>e 
provided  for  by  means  of  devices  attached  to  the  car.  Numerical 
data  relating  to  such  safety  appliances  are  ccMitained  in  Table  IV. 

In  the  outlying  portions  of  the  city  there  are  still  seme  dan- 
gerous crossings  of  rapid  transit  lines.  Elevated  trains,  and 
even  some  of  the  heavy  cars  of  suburban  roads,  have  t(x>  mu(*h 
momentum  to  permit  the  acce]>tance  of  anything  but  the  shut- 
ting off  pf  the  roadway  itself  as  a  satisfactory  reliance,  except 
in  certain  portions  of  the  greater  city  which  are  still  practically 
rural  and  without  buildings  enough  to  obstruct  the  view.  Aside 
from  steam  roads,  which  are  not  included  in  the  tables,  certain 
B.  K.  T.  lines  in  the  southern  part  of  Brooklyn  are  in  most 
urgent  need  of  attention.  The  Brijuhton  Beach  line  has  recently 
been  depressed.  It  is  recogiiized  that  the  others,  also,  should 
soon  be  reconstructed  in  a  way  more  suitable  to  their  situation 
in  a  rather  well-built-up  district. 
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It  is  a  reasonable  aim  of  the  physical  statistics  of  railways  to 
show  the  character  of  construction,  both  below  and  above  the 
track,  for  every  foot  of  the  right  of  way.  Ties  and  ballast  are 
part  of  the  roadway.  As  regards  the  character  of  what  the  road 
rests  upon,  some  is  cut,  some  is  "  fill "  or  embankment.  There 
are  so  many  culverts  under  the  track,  so  much  on  piles  or  trestle 
or  on  bridges,  and  so  much  is  continuous  bridge  structure  or 
'^  elevated."  For  the  more  expensive  types  of  construction  appro- 
priate to  city  conditions,  it  should  be  possible  to  specify  how 
much  of  the  roadway  is  depressed,  what  portion  has  stone  or  con- 
crete retaining  walls,  how  much  is  roofed  over  (subway  construc- 
tion), what  amount  is  tunnel  (through  a  natural  obstacle).  The 
further  characteristic  line  construction  of  street  railways  should 
be  similarly  dealt  with.  The  details  of  way  and  structure  con- 
tained in  Table  II  fall  notably  short  of  adequacy  in  these  par- 
ticulars. The  getting  of  such  statistics  would,  it  is  true,  occa- 
sion considerable  immediate  difficulty,  on  account  of  previous 
failure  to  attend  sufficiently  to  engineering  records.  Difficulties 
of  definition  would  doubtless  also  cause  trouble  with  the  first 
attempts  to  obtain  figures  amenable  to  comparison.  Just  what 
units  and  quantities  would  become  standard  for  the  purposes  of 
tabulation  it  is  as  yet  too  soon  to  say.  In  Table  IT  no  totals  are 
obtained  because  of  the  incomplete  and  uncertiain  character  of 

the  entries. 

Power. 

The  returns  compiled  in  Table  III  may  be  considered  practi- 
cally complete  as  regards  the  number  of  units  of  apparatus  in  use. 
It  is  easier  to  count  boilers  than  ties.  Capacity,  however,  is 
often  estimated,  and  of  course  not  always  consistently.  The  num- 
ber and  total  and  average  capacity  of  the  different  kinds  of  power 
units  in  the  street-railway  plants  of  the  city,  together  with  in- 
stalments, withdrawals  and  not  increase,  are  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing table:

watts, we  obtain  842,508  kw.,  a  figure  three  times  as  great  as  the 
capacity  of  generators.  Generators  can  be  overloaded  temporarily 
for  a  peak.  But  almost  all  the  difference  between  their  rating  and 
that  of  motors  represents  a  reserve  and  other  economic  relations 
to  various  circumstances,  in  comparison  with  which  the  power 
back  of  the  motors  is  of  minor  importance.  The  breaks  in  the 
continuity  of  the  above  series  are  due  to  the  relation  of  trans- 
formation and  conversion  to  A.  C.  power  only. 

The  data  relating  to  power  generated,  etc.  (Table  X),  may  well 
be  considered  here  in  connection  with  power-plant  apparatus. 

Division  A  condensed,  and  with  companies  for  which  the  data 
are  of  little  value  omitted,  appears  as  follows:

According  to  the  ratio  of  kw.  hours  generated  per  unit  of  ca- 
pacity it  appears  that  the  Interborough  is  utilizing  its  power  plant 
to  the  highest  degree,  perhaps  pushing  it  beyond  the  bounds  of 
economy.  But  it  is  not  impossible  that  the  fluctuation  of  the  load 
within  the  24  hours  of  the  day  may  be  smaller  in  the  case  of  the 
Interborough  than  for  the  other  companies.  This  would  tend  to 
make  a  fuller  utilization  of  capacity  quite  consistent  with  econ- 
omy. In  connection  with  these  ratios  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
Interborough  uses  only  very  high  grade  steam  coal. 

Division  B  of  Table  X  shows  power  generated,  etc.,  by  months. 
It  is  worth  while  to  compare  these  figures  with  the  car  miles 
operated  on  this  same  power.  It  is  not  possible  to  make  the  com- 
parison exact,  that  is  to  get  the  entire  number  of  car  miles  ()])er- 
ated,  for  example,  on  Interborough  power  and  only  such.  But 
for  the  comparison  of  seasonal  fluctuations  or  changes  in  power 
required,   it   is  sufficient  that  the   car  miles  be  representative.

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Overlapping  and  oxchangos  between  companies  may  be  assumed 
to  affect  the  variation  of  the  miniber  inappreciably.  The  Inter- 
borough  supplies  power  to  the  N.  Y.  &  Queens  and  to  the  N.  Y. 
C.  Interborough,  the  Third  Avenue  to  the  Southern  Boulevard, 
Union,  and  Westchester  railwavs.  The  curves  for  these  two  com- 
panics  (or  groups)  and  that  for  the  B.  K.  T.  system  are  plotted 
in  the  accompanying  Diagram  I. 
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No  particular  significance  attaches  to  the  absolute  distance  of 
l>oints  on  the  curves  from  the  base  lines,  owing  not  only  to  differ- 
ences between  car  miles  here  entered  and  those  actually  operated 
on  the  power  plotted,  but  also  to  differences  in  the  size  and  weight 
of  cars.  The  comparative  variations  of  the  curves  are  what  is 
important.  These  clearly  show  the  considerably  greater  consump- 
tion of  power  per  car  mile  during  the  winter  months.  This  is 
due  not  only  to  power  used  for  heating  cars,  but  to  the  effect  of 
cold  upon  the  friction  of  revolving  parts.  It  appears  that  the 
Interborough  may  be  slightly  less  affected  than  the  other  two 
companies,  perhaps  because  of  its  sheltered  location.  It  is  clear 
that  operating  costs  must  be  considerably  increased  per  unit  in 
winter  because  of  this  difference  in  power  consumption. 

The  figures  for  maximum  rates  of  supply  of  power  to  feeders 
in  Division  B  of  Table  X,  when  reduced  to  ratios,  show  a  tend- 
ency to  a  somewhat  greater  peak  in  winter  than  in  summer 
(B.'  R.  T.  and  Third  Ave.). 

Division  C  of  Table  X  is  conspicuous  for  the  small  amount 
of  information  it  contains.  Perhaps  too  much  was  expected  or 
suggested  by  the  form  of  rc^port,  though  a  street  railway  company 
should  know  approximately  the  amounts  called  for  here  even  if 
its  regular  measurements  do  not  give  tliem. 

Division  D  of  Table  X  is  also  notably  deficient.  Doubt  is  cast 
upon  the  correctness  of  the  return  of  D.  C.  power  distributed  or 
supplied  to  street  railway  feeders  by  its  altogether  too  favorable 
relation  in  certain  cases  to  the  amount  of  power  generated. 

Practice  is  not  yet  settled  as  to  w^hat  or  where  measurements 
of  electric  energy  should  be  made.  Several  distinct  stages  in  its 
manufacture  and  use  may  be  traced,  and  the  measurement  may 
relate  to  different  ones.  The  current  may  be  measured  at  the 
power  station  as  it  leaves  the  generators  or  before  entering  the 
transmission  cables,  ordinarily  A.  <\  measures.  It  mav  be 
measured  by  the  substation  either  as  received  from  the  transmis- 
sion cables  and  before  conversion  or  after  conversion,  and  on 
being  turned  into  the  feeders.  This  last  is  the  D.  C.  figure. 
Parsing  from  the  feeders  to  the  contact  conductors,  or  again  from 
the  contact  conductors  to  the  motors,  constitutes  further  distinct 
stages,  where,  however,  measureinont  is  not  to  be  expected,  though

data  for  estimating  the  quantities  in  question  might  well  be  ob- 
tained from  time  to  time.  In  addition  to  quantities  generated, 
the  quantities  lost  and  used  for  auxiliaries  up  to  the  feeders  should 
be  sufficient  to  make  good  power  statistics  jx>ssible.  Perhaps  not 
even  so  much  need  be  required  of  the  smaller  companies,  though 
they  should  put  themselves  in  position  to  make  and  report  ac- 
ceptable estimates. 

As  between  kilowatt  hours  generated  (mainly  A.  C.)  and  kilo- 
watt hours  (D.  C.)  supplied  to  railway  feeders,  the  choice  of  the 
statistician  cannot  well  be  other  than  both.  The  economy  of  a 
single  central  generating  station  for  a  large  system  will  not  find 
true  expression  in  ratios  based  upon  power  generated.  Costs  of 
transmission  and  conversion  vary  so  greatly,  in  terms  both  of 
power  and  of  mon(%  that  they  should  have  their  separate  place 
in  the  statistics.  The  gain  from  the  centralization  of  generating 
stations  involves  a  counteracting  loss  due  to  the  necessity  of  a 
greater  amount  of  transmission.  For  this  reason,  and  also  l>c^ 
cause  the  practice  with  regard  to  the  use  of  )K)wer  by  auxiliaries 
varies,  the  comparison  of  power  with  car-miles  might  better  be 
based  upon  D.  C.  power  distributed  (supplied  to  feeders)  than 
upon  power  generated.  But  costs  of  generation,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  naturally  compared  in  the  first  instance  with  number 
of  units  of  energy  generated. 

The  data  for  power  supplied  to  other  companies  or  received 
from  them  are  susceptible  of  much  improvement.  Whether  the 
measurement  is  of  A.  C.  current  at  the  generating  station,  or  of 
D.  C.  at  the  feeders,  or  what,  is  an  important  question  seldom 
clearly  answered.  How  much  of  the  power  so  sold  or  bought  goes 
to  or  comes  from  lighting  and  street  railway  enterprises  respec- 
.  tively  should  not  be  left  to  mere  infercnice.  It  should  be  possible 
to  extend  Division  D  of  Table  X  to  the  right  (after  changing  the 
last  column  to  D.  C.  convei-ted  from  A.  C.  and  distributed)  by  the 
addition  of  columns  as  follows:  D.  C.  gt^ieratcd  as  such,  D. C 
sold,  r>.  C  purchased,  l^et  amount  of  1).  C  sold  or  purchased. 
Total  D.  C.  (measured  at  feeders)  uscmI  by  respondent  company. 
This  last  would  be  the  sum  of  A.  0.  generated  and  converted,  of 
A.  C.  bought  and  converted,  and  of  not  amount  D.  C  bought,  all 
these  quantities  being  measured  as  D.  C     The  last  column  of  the 
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table  as  it  stands  is  extivnioly  iiK'oiiipleto.  In  the  proposed  addi- 
tional columns,  power  taken  from  contact  conductors  should  be 
accounted  for  as  well  as  other  power.  There  is  at  present  no 
adequate  statistical  record  of  power  purchased  or  sold.  The 
transactions  are  treated  as  if  their  financial  aspect  was  exhaust- 
ive of  all  that  need,  be  known  of  them.  The  stated  kw.  hours 
may  be  made  upon  any  conceivable  basis  and  returned  without 
description. 

The  unit  cost  of  power  generated  and  distributed,  and  the  con- 
sumption of  power  per  car-mile  operated,  are  subjects  which  merit 
analytical  and  comparative  study,  but  these  phases  or  develop- 
ments of  power  statistics  cannot  be  entered  upon  at  present. 

Boiling  Stock. 

Data  relating  to  the  moving  equipment  of  the  city's  street  rail- 
ways are  contained  in  Table  IV.  According  to  the  daily  average 
number  of  cars  in  use  reported  by  the  various  companies,  it  takes 
about  7,000  (somewhat  less  allowing  for  duplications  in  the 
B.  E.  T.  system,  for  which  see  Table  V)  to  serve  the  ti:affic  that 
presents  itself  without  making  any  provision  for  a  reserve  or  for 
alternation  of  equipment  between  summer  and  winter.  The  num- 
ber 8,518  cars  entered  in  the  table  as  "  assigned  to  duty  "  is  prob- 
ably too  large  owing  to  the  inclusion  of  some  winter  cars  tempo- 
rarily out  of  use.  The  total  specifically  in  reserve  (1748)  or 
undergoing  or  awaiting  repairs  (578)  together  amounting  to  2326 
cars,  indicates  tliat  for  alx>ut  every  three  cars  doing  duty  regu- 
larly, an  additional  one  must  be  provided  for  emergencies  of 
various  kinds.   The  details  of  these  figures  are  not  above  criticism. 

The  columns  for  cars  "temporarily  out  of  use"  should  relate 
to  closed  (winter)  car  bodies  detached  from  trucks  and  motors 
(at  the  date  June  30),  but  it  probably  ineludes  both  more  and 
loss  than  that,  being  in  effect  the  "  undistributed  class."  The  num- 
ber of  such  cars  is  undoul)tedly  small  in  New  York  City,  since 
they  are  little  used  by  rapid  transit  lines  or  by  the  surface  lines 
of  Manhattan.  Xo  place  is  provided  for  cars  waiting  the  scrap 
heap,  but  the  indefiniteness  of  their  status,  as  well  as  their  ex- 
treme unobtnisiveness,  would  make  an  enumeration  worth  little. 

For  the  same  reason,  the  indicated  total  of  11,356  cars  is  likely 
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to  l>e  sfHiiowhat  greater  than  the  re(|iiireineiits  of  the  situation 
make  neoossary.  The  conipanic^s  naturally  hesitate  promptly  to 
write  oflF  obsolete  or  worn-out  equipment. 

There  are  17  mail,  express,  and  baggage  cars  available,  and  173 
freight  oars,  practically  all  pertaining  to  the  B.  R.  T.  system. 
There  are  also  744  company  service  cars  available,  a  ratio  of 
about  1  to  every  10  passenger  cars  in  use.  Six  electric  and  4 
steam  locomotives  are  reported. 

The  distinction  between  owned  and  leased  cars  has  little  of  its 
ordinary  j&nancial  significance,  since  few  cars  are  leased  from  any 
but  controlling  or  affiliated  companies.  The  leased  cars  of  the 
table  are  an  indication  chiefly  of  complex  intercorporate  relations. 
The  indeterminatencss  of  the  title  to  certain  cars  of  the  Metro- 
politan Street  Railway  is  an  obstacle  to  satisfactory  classification. 

The  following  table  shows  size  or  seating  capacity  of  cars  by 
groups  of  companies  and  the  same  with  the  distinction  between 
closed,  open,  and  convertible  or  semi-convertible  cars: 
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The  average  number  of  seats  in  cars  has  an  important  relation 
to  the  comfort  of  passengers.  AYith  the  use  of  open  car  bodies, 
too,  facility  in  handling  crowds  is  ordinarily  increased  by  the 
typo  of  construction.  But  the  passengers  are  more  exposed  to  the 
discomfort  of  unexpected  changes  in  the  weather  and  the  company 
has  a  more  complex  problem  to  deal  with  in  the  adjustment  of 
equipment  to  conditions  and  in  the  storage  of  the  xmseasonable 
portion.  This  situation  has  led  to  a  compromise  typo,  the  con- 
vertible or  semi-convertible-  car.  Whether  greater  specialization 
of  equipment,  even  where  it  involves  duplication,  may  not  still 
have  the  advantage,  is  a  question  about  which  managers  do  not 
yet  agree. 

Division  C  of  Table  IV  offers  little  of  general  significance  for 
statistical  comparison.  It  is  a  record  of  rather  special  interest 
in  relation  to  the  health,  comfort  and  safety  of  employees  and 
passengers.  Enclosure  of  platforms  and  use  of  stoves  in  public 
conveyances  are  important  as  subjects  of  legislative  regulation. 

Safety  appliances  (specifically  such)  are  of  two  classes,  brakes 
to  stop  the  car  promptly  and  fenders  to  protect  pedestrians  who, 
whether  by  their  own  fault  or  because  of  imperfect  control  of  the 
car,  may  not  be  able  to  get  out  of  its  way.  Practically  all  cars 
have  brakes.  But  a  majority  are  equipped  only  with  hand  brakes. 
Whether  such  provision  is  adequate  depends  upon  the  weight  of 
the  car  and  the  kind  of  ]K>wer  used.  Hence  the  proportion  of 
cars  having  air-brakes  to  the  total  nmnlx^r  is  no  criterion  of  the 
satisfactoriness  of  conditions.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  proportion 
is  smaller  than  is  desirable.  But  there  is  a  gratifying  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  As  ri\gards  car-fenders  the  figures  seem 
to  show  no  considerable  increase  in  their  number,  leaving  it  to  be 
inferred  that  whatever  improvement  there  may  have  been  during 
the  year  was  a  matter  of  the  kind  of  fender  used. 

Oar  motors  (Division  E  of  Table  IV)  as  reported  number 
15,751.  The  following  table  shows,  by  companies,  the  average 
numl>er  of  motors  per  car  and  the  average  horse-power  rating  of

Company  service  cars  (not 
included  in  the  text  table)  appear  frequently  to  be  but  tempo- 
rarily equipped  with  motors  as  need  arises. 

The  average  horse-power  rating  of  motors  puts  the  cars  of  rapid 
transit  lines  in  a  class  by  themselves.  The  horse-power  rating  of 
their  motors  is  about  three  times  that  of  the  motors  of  surface 
companies.  This  is  not  merely  to  maintain  high  speed.  The 
usual  arrangement  of  elevated  and  subway  trains  is  that  every 
other  car  is  non-motor. 

The  division  of  passenger  cars  into  motor  and  non-motor,  for 
groups  of  companies,  is  as  follows  (data  from  Division  A)  :

According  to  Division  F  of  Table  IV  increases  and  decreases 
of  c(|uipiuent  appear  to  have  about  balanced  each  other,  but  the 
Third  Avenue  Company  and  the  Brooklyn,  Queens  County  & 
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Suburban  have  made  substantial  net  additions  to  their  number  of 
<*ars.  The  decreases  are  duo  to  cars  only  now  written  off  the 
books  of  the  companies,  not  merely  to  those  only  lately  withdrawn 
from  service. 

With  the  elision  of  companies  and  columns  for  which  there  are 
no  entries,  the  data  for  equipment  installed  during  the  year 
(derived  from  elsewhere  in  the  companies'  reports,  where  the 
numbers  are  related  to  accounts  debited  or  credited)  are  as 
follows :

The  above  table  is  substantially  the  same  in  form  as  the  ono 
printed  at  pp.  272-3  of  the  statistical  volume  (III)  of  the  Com- 
mission's annual  report  of  the  previous  year. 

Giving  attention  first  to  passengers,  we  note  an  increase  in  the 
total  of  44,417,235,  amounting  to  3.27  per  cent.  The  relative 
number  is  strikingly  similar  to  the  3.26  per  cent  inxjrease  for 
1908  over  1907.  How  far  this  resemblance  holds  in  detail  mav 
best  be  shown  by  bringing  together  the  two  columns  of  percent- 
ages thus:

Bridge  locals  are  a  source  of  complication  in  this  comparison. 
The  1909  figures  affected  by  a  difference  of  treatment  betwe(»n 
this  and  last  year's  summary  (Manhattan  surface,  Brooklyn 
Kapid  Transit  and  other  Brooklyn)  are  changed  in  the 
above  comparison  so  as  to  place  the  per  cent  increases  on  the 
same  basis.  Even  the  redistribution  of  bridge  local  traffic  to  the 
compani(^s  financially  interested,  however,  does  not  put  tlie  com- 
parison on  exactly  the  same  basis.  It  was  not  divided  by  the 
B.  K.  T.  with  the  C.  I.  &  B.  during  a  large  portion  of  190S,  as 
it  was  carried  by  elevated  cars.  Crediting  all  Brooklyn  Bridge 
local  traffic  to  the  B.  R.  T.  in  both  years  gives  this  system  in- 
creases of  3.24  ]>er  cent  and  0.05  p<^r  cent.  Similarly,  disregard- 
ing the  bridge-local  traffic  of  the  0.  I.  &  B.,  its  (negative)  in- 
creases in  the  tw^o  years  are  minus  5.41  per  cent  and  minus  G.28 
per  cent  respectively.  These  percentapres  most  fairly  represent 
the  tendency  of  the  general  traffic  of  these  companies,  though

there  are  still  some  minor  particulars  in  which  the  comparison 
might  be  made  more  exact. 

The  subway  did  not  quite  hold  to  its  1908  rate  of  growth  in 
1909.  But  its  increase  is  absolutely  larger  than  the  year  before 
and  its  rate  (disregarding  <*{»rtain  companies  where  direct  com- 
parison is  not  legitimate)  still  far  overtops  that  of  any  others  of 
the  companies  or  groups  in  the  summary.  Bronx  surface  roads 
come  nearest  to  it  with  a  14.55  per  cent  gain.  The  individual 
companies  operating  in  The  Bronx  show  the  following  results:

The  N".  Y.  City  Interborough  and  the  Union  show  the  mosr 
marked  increases  in  traffic,  their  per  cents  being  respectively 
J5r>.lG  and  13.G4r.  Both  these  figures  probably  have  a  very  close 
relation  to  the  growth  of  the  subway  traffic.  Nearly  half  (45 
per  cent)  of  the  passengers  of  the  X.  Y.  City  Interborough  were 
carried  at  4  cents  by  reason  of  a  joint-rate  arrangement  with  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Co.  The  Union  also  is  a  large  feeder 
of  the  Interborough  R.  T.  Co.,  as  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
32  per  cent  of  its  passengers  were  carried  at  4  cents  in  1908. 
Before  the  opening  of  1909  it  had  discontinued  the  joint-rate 
arrangement.  Xo  important  company  not  serving  largely  the 
same  traffic  as  the  subway  (except  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan) 
has  shown  so  rapid  growth.  It  seems  that  population  was  still 
in  1909  being  forced  longer  distances  northward  by  transit  con- 
ditions and  other  causes,  instead  of  crossing  the  rivers  to  the 
extent  that  the  geography  of  the  city  might  lead  one  to  expect. 

In  1908  the  subway's  increase  accounted  for  79  or  80  per  cent 
of  the  increase  of  street  railway  traffic  in  the  city.  This  year 
it  absorbs  85.5  per  cent  of  the  city's  increase.  Its  gain  in  1908 
in  terms  of  absolute  numbers  was  34,076,165,  and  in  1909  it 
was  37,990,370;  the  increase  itself  increased  at  the  rate  of  11.5 
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per  cent.  The  gain  for  street  railways  other  than  the  subway  in 
the  city  as  a  whole  was  8,810,540  in  1908  >md  6,426,865  in  1909. 
The  rate  of  increase  of  this  ])ortioii  of  the  traffic  was  0.77  per 
cent  in  1908  and  0.50  in  1900.  It  is  cJear  that  the  subway 
occupies  an  extraordinary  position  among  street  railways  in  the 
city.  TTiere  is  sufficient  basis  here  for  some  imaginative  statistician 
to  figure  when  the  subway  will  be  carrying  everybody. 

The  subway's  increase  for  1908  as  compared  with  1907  was 
partly  due  to  the  opening  of  important  extensions.  Without  the 
extension  to  Brooklyn  the  increase  might  have  been  not  much 
more  than  12  per  cent,  according  to  an  estimate  made  in  last 
year's  report  at  page  276  (Vol.  III).  The  extension  also  affects 
the  increase  for  1909.  Its  effect  may  be  largely  eliminated  by 
comparing  only  the  last  six  months  of  the  two  fiscal  years.  These 
show  an  increase  of  14.85  per  cent.  July  to  December,  1909, 
compared  with  July  to  December,  1908,  shows  an  increase  of 
16.93  per  cent. 

The  computed  rate  of  increase  in  the  traffic  of  the  Hudson  & 
Manhattan  E.  E.  is  of  course  not  significant  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  1908  figure  is  for  less  than  half  the  year.  The  numlxu* 
of  passengers  for  April,  May  and  June  in  1908  was  2,811,007, 
and  3,920,982  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1909,  the  increase 
being  1,109,975  or  39.5  per  cont.  Tliis  also  is  due  in  ])art  to  a 
certain  extension  of  facilities  by  tlie  opening  of  additional'  sta- 
tions, but  only  to  a  minor  degree.  Tlie  use  of  the  down  town  tubes 
did  not  begin  till  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  19*09. 

The  Hudson  &  Manhattan  and  the  subway  together  more  than 
absorbed  the  entire  increase  in  the  nunil)er  of  street  railway  pas- 
sengers in  the  City  of  New  York  in  1909.  The  increase  of  the 
total  was  44,417,235.  The  increase  for  these  two  roads  was 
47,819,000,  or  3,400,000  pa,ssengers  more  than  the  figures  for 
the  city  as  a  whole.  Some  of  the  passengers  were  doubtless  taken 
from  Hudson  Eiver  and  East  Eiver  ferries.  But  if  this  is  to 
account  for  much  of  their  gain,  the  business  of  New  York  street 
railwavs  as  a  whole  must  have  made  a  verv  small  normal  advance 
in  the  year. 

The  slowness  of  the  jD^ain  of  the  B.  E.  T.  svstem  niav  be  attrib-

uted  to  tho  effects  of  the  siibwav's  extensions  to  Brooklvn.     This 
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same  factor  doubtless  counts  for  much  in  the  decrease  of  the  traffic 
of  the  group  of  other  Brooklyn  roads.  This  latter,  it  should  be 
noted,  occurs  despite  an  extended  application  of  the  double  fare 
to  Coney  Island  to  all  days  of  the  week  by  the  C.  I.  &  B.  E.  R. 
instead  of  to  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  holidays  only,  which  would 
cause  to  be  counted  more  passengers  for  the  same  number  of 
passenger  trips. '  The  marked  decrease  may  be  partly  due  to  this 
very  change  of  policy. 

The  number  of  revenue  passengers  on  Manhattan  surface  lines 
continues  to  decrease,  though  not  so  rapidly  as  in  1908.  Perhap3 
the  surface  lines  have  about  reached  what  may  be  termed  their 
*^  saturation  point."  The  decrease  in  the  traffic  of  the  Manhattan 
Elevated,  on  the  other  hand,  is  considerably  greater  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Doubtless  some  of  its  passengers  went  to  the 
subway,  and,  of  the  portion  coming  from  Brooklyn,  many,  by  using 
the  subway,  saved  a  second  fare  altogether,  thus  reducing  traffic 
totals. 

The  total  number  of  transfers  shows  a  marked  decrease  from 
the  previous  year  of  45,600,000,  or  12.64  per  cent. 

For  Manhattan  surface  roads  alone  there  was  a  greater  de- 
crease than  for  the  entire  city.  This  decrease  of  57,000,000  or 
29.02  per  cent  anay  be  attributed  to  the  systematic  cutting-off 
of  transfers  towards  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1908.  The  policy 
was  expected  to  yield  a  larger  number  of  passenger  fares;  nick- 
els were  to  be  substituted  for  transfers.  It  does  not  appear  to 
have  had  that  effect  to  any  marked  extent  There  was  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  revenue  passengers  of  1.52  per  cent  as  compared 
with  a  2.74  per  cent  decrease  in  the  preceding  year.  If  the  de- 
crease in  transfers  this  year  had  been  in  proportion  to  the  figure 
that  may  be  taken  as  most  representative  of  the  tendency  cfH  the 
traffic  of  these  roads,  the  number  of  transfers  lost  this  year  would 
have  been  AV^;  x  57,064,901  or  5,390,000.  This  is  51,675,000 
fewer  than  the  actual  loss.  If  the  number  of  fares  increased  rela- 
tively (that  is,  fell  off  lees  than  before)  just  beoause  arid  only  be- 
cause of  the  collections  of  nickels  in  place  of  transfers,  the  addi- 
tional (or  second)  fares  so  obtained  were  (the  difference  between 
2.74  and  1.52  being  1.22)  Iff  x  5,531,976  or  4,440,139  in  num- 
VoL.  TIT  — 15 
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ber.  By  this  reasoning  51,675,000  passengers  were  inconvenienced 
by  not  being  able  to  continue  their  journey  or  make  connections  by 
transfer,  and  4,440,000  passengers  paid  two  fares  rather  than  suf- 
fer the  inconvenience.  These  figures  are  illustrative,  not  exact. 
For  a  perfect  comparison  —  aside  from  assuming  that  business 
conditions  virere  pretty  nearly  the  same  —  the  periods  com- 
pared should  be,  one  completely  on  the  basis  of  liberal  trans- 
fers. And  the  other  as  completely  on  the  basis  of  the  restric- 
tions in  force  at  the  end  of  1909.  Allowance  for  this,  however, 
would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  disproportion,  as  above 
calculated,  between  additional  collections  obtained  and  the  dis- 
service rendered  to  the  public  by  the  change  of  policy.  An- 
other niatter  to  be  taken  into  account  would  be  the  case  of 
those  passengers  who  simply  left  the  surface  cars  and  took  to  some 
other  means  of  conveyance,  e.  g.,  the  subway,  thus  decreasing  the 
number  of  passengers  served  in  a  way  to  balance  whatever  num- 
ber, in  excess  of  that  computed  above,  paid  two  nickels  for  a 
single  trip.  But  this  also  goes  to  show  that  the  decrease  in  trans- 
fers (29  per  cent  or  more)  is  not  an  adequate  measure  of  the 
falling  off  in  the  amount  of  service  rendered  to  the  public  for 
approximately  the  same  return. 

Brooklyn  roads  show  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
transfers  honored,  a  reversal  of  the  previous  year's  tendency.  The 
increase  on  the  elevated  division  is  relatively  greater,  though  the 
proportion  of  transfers  to  the  combined  number  of  revenue  pas- 
sengers and  transfers  is  much  lower  there.  The  ratio  of  transfers 
to  this  total  of  passengers  and  transfers  for  the  companies  of  the 
B.  E.  T.  system  (from  Table  VI)  are  as  follows:

The  significance  of  a  large  or  small  increase  In  the  number  of 
transfers  depends  in  general  upon  the  proportion  of  transfers  to

Groups  of  roads  issuing  no  transfers  are  omitted  from  the 
above.  Ratios  of  transfers  to  combined  revenue  passengers  and 
transfers,  and  also  to  revenue  passengers  alone,  are  both  used, 
though  they  show  the  same  fact  in  a  different  way.  The  former 
is  the  more  familiar.  The  latter,  on  the  other  hand,  makes  the 
comparison  with  something  that  has  in  itself  more  definite  mean- 
ing than  the  sum  of  revenue  passengers  and  transfers,  and  also 
shows  something  like  the  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  pas- 
senger trips  continued  by  transfer.  The  fact  that  sometimes  a 
passenger  may  use  two  transfers,  of  course,  makes  this  last  propo- 
sition only  approximately  true. 

The  well-known  frequency  of  physical  transfer  between  cars 
of  rapid  transit  lines  without  leaving  the  station-s  somewhat  im- 
pairs the  use  for  comparison  of  what  are  really  statistics  of  trans- 
fer slips  collected.  In  the  case  of  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated, 
in  particular,  there  are  a  large  number  of  such  physical  transfers 
within  station  lines,  as  well  as  others,  chiefly  from  surface  cars, 
the  latter  only  being  included  in  the  statistics.  Some  transfers 
from  surface  cars  are  also  effected  by  physical  connection  with 
the  elevated  stations  of  this  company.  Nor  has  the  practice  re- 
mained the  same  from  year  to  year  for  each  connection  or  station. 
Phyeical  transfers  withotit  the  use  of  slips  are  also  not  unheard  of 
as  between  purely  surface  routes.    But  it  may  be  presumed  that 
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their  returns  are  in  general  reasonably  complete  and  upon  a  fairly 
constant  basis.  The  failure  of  the  passenger  trip  to  fit  the  car 
trip,  moreover, —  which  is  after  all  the  essence  of  what  the  trans- 
fer means  —  has  not  at  best  a  very  definite  significance. 

Numbers  of  revenue  passengers  and  transfers  combined  (Divi- 
sion C  of  Table  11)  exhibit  no  very  significant  changes  not  al- 
ready discussed.  It  is  interesting  that  this  total  shows  a  decrease 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  If  the  combined  number  of 
revenue  and  transfer  passengers  is  to  be  taken  as  the  fair  measure 
of  street  railway  service  —  as  the  railways  are  prone  to  assume  — 
then  the  amount  of  service  performed  by  these  roads  decreased 
in  1909  as  compared  with  1908.  Car-miles  decreased  also.  But 
collections  from  passengers  increased.  Thus  the  people  of  New 
York  City  have  been  in  effect  treated  to  an  advance  in  rates  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  change  is  scarcely  appreciable  however. 
Whether  this  is  the  best  way  to  advance  rates,  involving  as  it  docs 
a  greater  than  proportionate  reduction  in  the  service  performed  for 
the  public,  is  a  question  of  more  importance  than  whether  this  ad- 
vance is  justifiable. 

Division  D  of  Table  11  is  a  comparative  summary  of  car- 
miles  operated.  The  data  include  chartered  car-miles,  because 
of  the  impossibility  of  separating  thorn  in  many  instances.  The 
question  of  what  to  do  with  chartered-car  trafiic  is  not  easily  dis- 
posed of  satisfactorily.  The  cars  arc  usually  of  the  ordinary 
passenger  type.  But  the  car-miles  and  car-hours  of  these  spe- 
cial or  chartered  cars,  which  may  earn  most  of  their  returns  by 
waiting,  are  not  comparable  with  those  of  the  ordinary  service, 
where  the  car  at  work  earning  revenue  must  keep  moving.  The 
passengers  carried  are  still  less  conformable  to  a  standard,  and 
their  actual  number  is  not  only  not  known  but  it  is  no  concern 
of  the  company  to  know  it.  The  charge  is  not  per  passenger 
but  for  the  term  of  service  of  the  car.  Hence  the  chartered-car 
service  ought  to  be  given  its  separate  place  in  the  statistics  and 
no  place  in  the  passenger  data,  even  though  the  car  employed  is 
a  regular  passenger  car  and  though  the  amount  involved  is  sel- 
dom significant.  But  the  separation  for  car-miles  cannot  be  satis- 
factorily made.    They  are,  therefore,  not  exactly  comparable  with 
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the  passenger  statistics  of  the  previous  portion  of  the  summarj. 
But  the  difference  is  so  slight  as  to  be  of  practically  no  effect. 

The  principal  interest  of  statistics  of  car-mileage  operated  is 
for  conjparison  with  the  service  rendered,  and  the  rough  measure 
of  the  latter  is  the  number  of  passengers  carried.  Hence  it  is 
well  to  place  alongside  of  each  other  for  better  comparison  the 
following  ratios:

As  measures  of  rates  of  increase,  the  Hudson  &  Manhattan 
figures  are  not  significant,  for  reasons  before  mentioned.  But 
the  comparison  of  the  percentages  for  car-miles,  representing 
outlay,  and  for  passengers,  representing  return,  do  form  a  rather 
striking  illustration  of  increasing  returns.  The  comparison  of 
subway  per  cents  is  similarly  suggestive.  But  the  tendency  of 
the  Hudson  &  Manhattan  is  in  kind,  though  probably  not  in  dc- 
greo,  typical  of  the  initial  stages  of  railroad  development. 

Passengers  have  gained  more  rapidly  than  car-mileage,  the 
difference  in  the  totals  amounting  to  3.93  points.  Car-mileage 
has  actually  declined  0.56  per  cent.  The  locus  of  this  apparent 
reversal  of  the  tendency  of  1908,  as  compared  with  190Y,  may 
be  easily  seen. 

The  Manhattan  surface  roads  alone  a  good  deal  more  than  ac- 
count for  all  the  decrease  in  the  total  car-mileage.    Possibly  there 
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was  a  better  adjustment  of  car-mileage  to  traflSc  than  prevailed 
under  the  unsettled  conditions  of  the  previous  year.  Possibly  the 
cutting  off  of  transfers  drove  enough  long-haul  traflSc  to  the  rapid 
transit  lines,  or  else  caused  the  collection  of  double  fares  enough, 
to  considerably  shorten  the  average  length  of  ride  and  make  so 
much  car-service  unnecessary. 

There  is  other  evidence  to  show  that  the  average  length  of  ride 
on  the  subway  is  not  declining  (see  below,  p.  487),  though  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  short-haul  Brooklyn  traffic  just  at  this  time 
may  make  one  doubtful  as  to  just  how  this  comparison  of  the 
fiscal  years  1908  and  1909  is  affected.  Whether  the  subway  is 
doing  all  it  can  to  provide  for  its  phenomenal  growth  of  traffic  with 
sufficient  car-anileage  and  seat-mileage  is  a  matter  about  which  the 
public  may  well  be  anxious. 

The  B.  R.  T.  system  and  the  bridge-local  service  are  apparently 
becoming  notably  more  liberal  in  the  supply  of  car-mileage. 

The  figures  for  car-hours  are  as  yet  so  incomplete  as  to  make 
them  of  little  or  no  value  for  a  comparative  summary. 

Kinds  of  Transit. 

Of  the  various  lines  of  division  or  classification  of  traffic,  the 
most  important  are :  Corporate,  based  upon  the  responsible  operat-. 
ing  entity ;  geographical,  relating  to  the  territory  served ;  character 
of  transportation  service,  according  to  varying  criteria.  The  last 
might  easily  be  subdivided  with  reference  to  whether  most  em- 
phasis is  laid  upon  character  of  construction,  motive  power,  or 
speed,  though  these  three  are  largely  different  aspects  of  the  same 
thing.  A  special  rate  of  fare,  also,  may  be  the  occasion  for  dis- 
tinguishing a  separate  spooios  of  transit.  The  summary  table 
numbered  11  does  not  in  general  go  l)ehind  company  lines  to  sub- 
divide transit.    Table  12,  following,  does. 
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Table  12  is  a  summary  of  traffic  divided  by  kind  of  road, 
rather  than  according  to  companies.  For  the  purpose  it  is  neces- 
sary to  depend  upon  the  route  statistics  of  Table  VIII  in  order 
to  effect  a  separation  into  horse  and  electric  and  (for  the 
B.  R.  T.)  into  elevated  and  surface.  A  key  to  this  separation  is 
contained  in  the  statistical  volume  of  last  year's  report  at  p.  287. 
There,  and  in  the  summary  of  1908,  however,  the  110th  Street 
line  of  the  42d  Street,  Manhattanville  and  St.  Nicholas  Avenue 
road  is  incorrectly  treated  as  electric.  It  should  be  classed  as 
horse. 

The  division  of  electric  surface  into  underground  conduit  and 
overhead  trolley  may  be  effected  by  placing  the  Manhattan  electric 
surface  roads  in  the  former  class  and  all  other  electric  surface 
roads,  including  bridge  locals,  in  the  latter.  "  Elevated  "  here 
is  to  be  understood  to  refer  to  the  operation  of  elevated  trains. 
Power  for  them  is  chiefly  received  from  a  trolley  wire  in  the  case 
of  the  Sea  Beach,  South  Brooklyn,  and  Nassau  Electric  elevated 
car  mileage,  and  also  in  the  case  of  certain  outlying  parts  of  the 
Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  Co.'s  operation  (Canarsie  and  Ridge- 
wood)  . 

The  per  cent  distribution  of  the  total  passengers  and  car-miles 
between  the  different  kinds  of  transit  is  as  follows:

On  comparison  with  last  year's  figures  there  is  evident  an  en- 
croachment of  the  subway  upon  other  kinds  of  transit,  as  is  to 
be  expected. 

The  ratio  of  passengers  per  car-mile  for  the  different  kinds  of 
transit  was  fully  discussed  last  year.  In  Table  VI  will  be  found 
similar  figures  by  companies  for  those  who  wish  to  make  detailed 
comparisons,

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Car  and  Passenger  Movement. 

For  revenue  ear-hours  complete  statistics  are  available  this 
year,  though  only  after  the  returns  have  been  pie<;ed  out  by  esti- 
mate. Table  V  contains  these  along  v^ith  other  car  movement 
figures.  Some  other  respects  in  which  the  data  fall  short  of 
what  is  desirable  are  indicated  by  the  accompanying  footnotes. 

Table  V  contains  various  ratios  and  averages  for  companies; 
the  average  length  and  average  duration  of  passenger  car-trips, 
car-miles  and  car-hours  per  mile  of  track,  per  day,  per  passenger- 
car  per  day  (based  upon  the  reported  average  number  of  cars  in 
use  discussed  below),  and  the  average  speed  of  passenger  cars. 
In  certain  instances  the  ratios  are  not  computed  because  of  the 
unsatisfactory  character  of  the  data.  The  situation  as  regards 
the  comparative  distribution  of  car-mileage  and  cars  on  the 
B.  R.  T.  system  is  particularly  confusing  for  reasons  discussed 
at  p.  293  of  last  year's  statistical  volume. 

The  average  number  of  cars  in  use  per  day  (Table  V  and 
Table  IV-A)  for  a  company  is  the  sum  of  the  corresponding 
figures  for  routes.  The  average  number  of  cars  per  day  for  a 
route  should  be  based  upon  the  number  of  separate  cars  making 
one  or  more  runs  or  a  fraction  of  a  run  on  the  route  on  each  day 
during  the  year.  But,  so  made  up,  the  total  of  the  route  figures 
would  not  be  the  number  of  cars  in  use  by  the  company.  A 
single  car  may  sometimes  make  trips  on  two  different  routes  dur- 
ing the  day  and  thus  be  counted  for  each  route  and,  if  a  total  is 
taken,  counted  twice  in  the  total.  Still  more  complicating  is  the 
case  of  cars  used  on  routes  discontinued  during  the  year.  But 
the  error  from  these  causes  is  probably  very  small.  Some  such 
average  number  of  cars  in  use  is  needed  for  operating  statistics. 
The  average  number  of  cars  owned  and  leased  or  available  for 
use  by  a  company  should  considerably  exceed  the  average  number 
in  use  per  day,  not  only  on  account  of  the  need  of  a  reserve  for 
extraordinary  demands  and  for  repairs,  but  also  because  some 
companies  have  open  cars,  which  can  be  used  only  part  of  the 
year.  The  maximum  number  in  use  should  be  closer  to  the 
number  of  cars  it  is  necessary  to  provide. 
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On  the  assumption  that  open  car  bodies  may  be  considered 
duplicate  equipment  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  entire  year's  ser- 
vice, the  average  use  of  the  passenger  car  may  be  shown  as  a 
ratio  of  car-miles  to  all-year  (i.  e.,  other  than  open)  cars  as  in  the 
table  below:

The  figure  for  the  number  of  cars  is  the  number  available  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Where  operation  began  during  the  year  or 
where  other  marked  changes  occurred,  like  the  cutting-off  of 
leased  lines  or  the  provision  of  much  additional  equipment,  the 
ratios  are  affected.  Still  more  disturbing  is  the  renting  of  cars 
from  day  to  day  to  an  affiliated  company.  For  this  reason  the 
ratios  for  systems  or  groups  of  companies  are  often  more  reliable 
than  those  for  the  members  of  such  a  group.  Eatios  in  Table  12 
that  are  for  any  of  these  reasons  clearly  abnormal  are  inclo<^ed  in 
brackets. 

Somewhat  less  than  100  miles  a  day  seems  to  be  a  possible 
average  use  of  a  street  car.  Rapid  transit  lines  may  make  a 
little  greater  use  of  cars  (in  terms  of  miles)  than  surface  com- 
panies. 

Table  VI  contains  passengers  divided  into  classes,  passenger 
receipts,  transfers,  and  free  passengers,  also  various  ratios.  It 
is  evident  on  the  face  of  the  table  that  the  return  of  free  pas- 
sengers is  far  from  being  complete  or  reliable.  The  character  of 
the  returns  of  transfers  has  received  notice  above.  The  returns 
for  revenue  passengers,  however,  may  be  presumed  to  be  not  only 
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substantially  complete,  but  the  figures  have  a  pretty  constant 
wgnificance.  One  omission  there  is,  that  of  post-oflSce  employees 
paid  for  in  the  lump  in  the  case  of  certain  companies.  These 
passengers  take  an  unknown  number  of  trips,  though  they  may 
be  assumed  to  be  in  proportion  to  the  lump  sum  paid.  The  com- 
panies returning  receipts,  but  no  corresponding  passengers,  in 
this  particular  are  indicated  by  entries  in  Table  VIII.  In  no 
case  are  the  figures  sufficiently  large  to  be  of  much  account.  It 
is  possible  that  other  similar  service  of  regular  passenger  cars 
fails  to  get  its  proper  place  in  the  statistics. 

Double-fare  passengers  and  joint-rate  passengers  make  the  total 
number  (1,402,417,042)  to  some  extent  larger  than  the  number  of 
passenger  trips  taken.  The  li/l>-cent  passengers  of  the  Brooklyn 
Union  Elevated  appearing  this  year  are  a  special  and  temporary 
case  of  this  sort  which  is  explained  in  the  footnote  to  Table  VI. 
The  joint-rate  passengers  of  the  C.  I.  &  B.  and  the  Van  Brunt 
Street  &  Erie  Basin  roads  are  now  correctly  returned  by  both 
parties  to  the  arrangement. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  at  other  than  5  cents 
is  25,090,621  this  year.  In  1908  they  were  twice  as  many.  The 
change  is  due  to  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  joint-rate 
(4  cents  on  each  road)  passengers  between  the  Interborough  and 
other  companies. 

The  average  faro  (counting  double  collections  twice)  on  all 
roads  is  4.96  cents. 

Table  VIT  contains  statistics  of  passenger  and  car  movement 
by  months  in  more  detail  than  are  to  be  had  for  any  previous 
year.  The  comparison  of  passengers  and  car-miles  by  months  is 
thus  made  possible.  The  maximum  day  figure  for  each  month 
should  also  be  found  useful. 

Table  VIII  contains  statistical  data  and  ratios  for  routes.  The 
average  number  of  cars  per  day  is  here  used  as  the  basis  of  ratios 
to  somewhat  better  advantage  than  in  connection  with  data  for 
companies.  The  possibilities  of  comparison  of  different  routes 
are  too  numerous  to  make  it  feasible  to  do  justice  to  them  here. 

Table  IX  contains  data  for  stations  of  the  elevated  and  subway 
lines  of  the  Interborough  R.  T.  Co.  Similar  data  are  not  yet 
available  for  the  elevated  stations  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
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Bjstem.  The  subway  data  here,  together  with  some  figures  not 
contained  in  Table  IX,  are  below  made  the  basis  of  a  somewhat 
detailed  statisticjvl  study  of  certain  questions  of  great  present 
importance  to  the  people  of  the  city. 

The  Length  of  Bide  on  the  Subway. 

Though  it  is  difficult  to  get  and  not  often  obtained,  the  length 
of  ride,  both  the  average  and  variations  from  it,  is  of  funda- 
mental importance  for  street  railways. 

On  the  basis  of  the  traffic  statistics  contained  in  Table  IX-a, 
it  is  possible  to  compute  the  average  trip  of  subway  passengers. 
For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  make  use  of  certain  assump- 
tions. These  are  numerous,  but  not  proportionately  objectionable 
statistically.  The  ticket  sales  at  any  station  for  whatever  period 
is  taken  are  not  the  same  as  the  numl^er  of  passengers  entering 
the  subway  at  that  station  in  that  time.  The  tickets  used  may 
have  been  bought  on  some  other  day,  or  inonth,  or  year,  and  per- 
haps at  some,  other  station.  Conversely,  there  will  be  tickets  pur- 
chased which  will  remain  unused  within  the  period  taken  or  at 
the  place  where  i)urchased.  This  and  other  sources  of  possible  or 
probable  error  in  the  results  of  our  computation  will  be  duly  con- 
sidered later,  with  reference  to  whatever  allowance  thev  mav 
require. 

To  get  the  average  length  of  ride,  we  need  to  know  the  number 
of  miles  traveled  by  the  passengers.  In  steam  railroad  statistics, 
the  total  amount  of  travel  is  knovni.  For  street  railways,  it  can 
only  be  estimated.  The  station  records  of  rapid  transit  lines 
with  a  layout  like  those  of  Manhattan,  however,  make  such  esti- 
mation comparatively  simple  and  reliable,  A  figure  of  total 
passenger  miles  (or  passenger  feet)  once  obtained,  the  average 
length  of  ride  is  derived  by  simply  dividing  this  by  the  number 
of  passengers. 

The  data  used  are  contained  in  the  following  table.  January 
is  deemed  the  most  satisfactory  period  for  the  purposes  of  this 
calculation,  the  totals  being  large  enough  to  give  a  good  average, 
and  small  enough  to  be  little  affected  by  progressive  change,  the 
traffic  also  being  at  this  time  most  nearly  typical,  or  least  dis- 
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turbed  by  holidays  and  seasonal  changes.  The  table  contains  the 
data  for  January,  1909,  including  such  characterization  of  the 
station  as  may  have  a  bearing  on  the  indicated  direction  of  pas- 
senger movement,  and  also  the  estimated  division  by  direction  for 
the  data  relating  to  stations  where  north  and  southbound  ticket 
sales  are  mixed.     The  estimated  figures  are  in  italics.

The  estimates  of  northbound  and  southbound  traffic  are  ob- 
tained  by  assuming  that  the  division  for  mixed  stations  is  the 
same  as  for  the  neighboring  stations  where  the  traffic  divides 
itself.  The  stations  for  which  an  estimated  division  is  obtained 
and  those  upon  which  the  estimate  is  based  are  in  each  case  as 
follows :

Ticket  sales  northbound  and  southbound  do  not  exactly  balance 
each  other.  The  difference  is  slightly  under  500,000,  or  less  than 
2^2  por  cent  of  the  total  number  of  ticket  sales  involved.  For 
the  proposed  estimate,  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  figures  balance. 
The  simplest  way  to  achieve  this  is  to  assume  that  the  disturbing 
factor  affects  all  stations  to  the  same  relative  extent  and  to  dis- 
tribute the  minus  and  plus  correction  accordingly  over  the  south- 
bound and  northbound  ticket  sales  in  the  proportion  of  the  num- 
ber reported  for  each  station.  How  far  this  assumption  is  as 
satisfactory  in  other  respects  as  it  is  simple,  wo  shall  consider 
Inter.  In  order  to  save  space,  the  detailed  adjustments  arc  not 
given.     The  process  should  be  clear  without  them. 

The  method  of  this  estimate  assumes  that,  on  the  average,  a 
passenger  using  the  subway  returns  to  the  point  from  which  he 
sets  out,  or  that  going  and  returning  trips  on  the  whole  match 
each  other.  If,  and  so  far  as,  this  is  true,  we  need  only  know 
where  passengers  enter  trains  and  the  direction  in  which  they 
travel  in  order  to  compute  the  total  mileage  traveled  and  the 
average  length  of  ride.  We  have  already  obtained  the  required 
data.  In  the  following  discussion,  we  shall  assume  that  the  ad- 
justed station  figures  may  be  treated  as  either  arrivals  or  depart- 
ures. 

The  distances  used  are  as  compiled  from  the  maps  of  the  engi- 
neering department  of  the  Commission  and  are  from  center  to 
center  of  stations. 

If  we  were  to  arrive  at  the  total  travel  by  simple  addition  of 
individual  rides,  it  would  be  necessary  to  know  the  journey  taken 
by  each  passenger.    The  eteam  railroads  can  do  this.    In  the  case 
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of  street  railways,  we  do  not  and  cannot  know  where  the  pas- 
sengers that  enter  the  cars  at  any  particular  point  leave  them. 
We  cannot  even  get  such  an  approximation  to  this  information 
as  the  numbers  riding  1  to  2  miles,  2  to  3  miles,  4  to  5,  etc., 
though  it  would  be  doubly  valuable.  Nevertheless,  we  can  get 
the  total  travel  and  the  average  length  of  ride  with  whatever  de- 
gree of  reliability  attaches  to  our  data  for  station  traflSc.  We 
need  only  make  assumptions  with  regard  to  the  destination  of 
passengers  which  are  true  in  the  average,  however  absurd  in  de- 
tail, that  is,  assumptions  whoso  indeterminate  errors  balance  each 
other.  This  is  the  fundamental  principle  of  the  method  here  em- 
ployed. Our  adjusted  data  show  an  equal  number  of  passengers 
arriving  at  southbound  and  departing  from  northbound  stations. 
We  can  match  any  portions  of  these  two  phases  of  the  traffic  and 
upon  this  basis  get  a  number  of  passenger-miles  that  is  a  stage 
toward  the  total  sought.  By  just  so  much  as  it  understates  or 
overstates  the  travel  of  the  passengers  from  the  stations  used,  it 
must  leave  to  other  passengers  an  excess  or  deficiency  of  mileage 
the  other  way.  Any  sort  of  absurd  matching  of  stations  may  be 
tried  and  yet  the  final  result  as  to  total  mileage  traveled  will  be 
the  same,  because  the  left-over  pairings  must  give  a  result  ex- 
actly as  deficient  as  the  others  do  excessive,  or  vice  versa.  Any 
computation  of  this  sort  that  uses  up  all  the  passengers,  north- 
bound and  southbound,  will  give  correctly  the  total  passenger 
mileage.  Hence,  it  behooves  us  to  make  that  assumption  as  re- 
gards the  destination  of  passengers  which  is  arithmetically  the 
simplest.  In  our  computation,  it  is  assumed  that  passengers 
starting  at  one  end  of  the  line  will  all  go  to  the  other  end  and 
that  the  passengers  from  the  next  southernmost  station  will  go 
to  the  northernmost  ones  whose  southbound  passengers  have  not 
been  already  disposed  of,  and  so  on.  Actually  the  travel  from  the 
ends  of  the  line  is  mainly  to  its  middle  portion,  but,  for  our  pur- 
poses, this  does  not  matter.  Passengers  going  northward  from  sta- 
tions toward  the  northern  end  of  the  line  will  be  assumed  to  travel 
backwards  or  neffativolv.  This  al>surditv  in  no  wise  affects  the 
validity  of  the  result.  The  true  total  mileage  traveled  is  the 
difference  between  the  negative  and   the  positive  figures  so  ob- 
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tained.     The  detailed  products  of  multiplication  are  nat  of  the 
slightest  value. 

It  would  take  too  much  space  to  print  the  products  of  multipli- 
cation, but,  to  make  the  process  clear,  the  way  in  which  the 
stations  match  up  is  shown  in  part,  as  follows:

The  ditto  marks  show  where  the  figures  for  a  station  are  di- 
vided to  match  one  or  more  station  entries  for  the  opposite  di- 
rection. The  number  for  Atlantic  avenue,  for  example,  requires 
a  dozen  stations  from  the  other  end  of  the  line  to  balance  it  down 
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to  and  includiDg  a  part  of  the  number  for  Prospect  avenue.  The 
remainder  from  Prospect  avenue  together  with  all  of  Jackson 
avenue  and  part  of  181st  street  balance  Nevins  street;  and  so  on. 

The  net  total  passenger  feet  in  nearest  thousands  for  the  travel 
one  way,  as  obtained  by  the  above  described  method,  is  300,- 
469,000.  According  to  the  hypothesis  employed,  the  amount  of 
travel  the  other  way  is  the  same,  hence  the  above  figure  should 
be  multiplied  by  2  and  thus  becomes  6O0,9'38,000.  This  does 
not  yet  include  quite  all  the  travel.  There  are  certain  stub  ends 
of  lines  and  loops,  mentioned  in  the  footnotes  of  Table  14,  the 
passenger-feet  for  which  are  still  to  be  dealt  with.  The  one-way 
passenger-feet  are  to  be  computed  at  141,556  x  1,432,  or  202,708 
thousand  for  South  Ferry,  at  60,290  x  860,  or  51,849  thousand 
for  City  Hall,  and  at  135,300  x  2,638,  or  356,921  thousand  pas- 
senger^feet  for  145th  street.  The  sum  of  these  is  611,478  thou- 
sand passenger-feet,  and  the  addition  to  be  made  to  the  above 
figure  twice  this,  or  1,223,000.  The  total  travel  for  22,343,322 
passengers  is  thus  602,161,000  thousand  feet  and  the  average 
length  of  ride  obtained  by  division  is  26,950  feet.  This  takes  no 
account  of  28,074  miscellaneous  ticket  sales  which  may  best  be 
treated  by  assuming  for  them  an  average  length  of  ride  the  same 
as  that,  for  those  above.  By  including  them,  the  total  travel  be- 
comes 602,918,000  thousand  feet.  The  average  of  26,950  feet 
equals  5.1  miles. 

A  true  average  may  be  obtained  without  knowing  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  individual  items  included  within  it.  If  we  know  the 
number  of  instances  and  the  total  amount  they  represent,  that  is 
enough  for  the  purpose.  A  rapid  transit  line  with  the  layout  of 
the  subway  affords  one  of  these  peculiar  cases  where  we  can  get 
the  total  and  the  average  without  being  able  to  get  the  details 
which  compose  the  total. 

Still  we  may  not  have  obtained  the  true  average  length  of  ride 
on  the  subway,  not  because  of  any  defect  in  the  method  of  com- 
putation, but  because  the  data  are  not  all  that  could  be  desired. 
Hence  we  must  consider  the  extent  of  the  weaknesses  in  the  data 
with  regard  to  their  effect  upon  the  result.    These  considerations 
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may  be  skipped  by  those  not  critically  interested  in  the  processes 
of  the  above  computation. 

In  this  computation,  it  is  necessary  to  treat  the  subway  as  a 
single  line.  But  in  fact,  the  road  branches  at  96th  street  and 
also,  though  not  so  significantly,  at  other  points  (loops  and  stubs 
for  South  Ferry,  City  Hall,  and  145th  street  stations).  With 
this  important  source  of  possible  error  in  the  calculation,  we  must 
now  come  to  terms. 

The  Broadway  and  Lenox  avenue  branches  are  sufficiently  spread 
apart  and  extensive  to  make  it  convenient  sometimes  for  pas- 
sengers to  ride  from  a  point  on  one  branch  to  a  point  on  the  other. 
In  such  a  case,  both  the  going  and  returning  journey  would  be 
counted  southbound  and  this  would  result  in  crediting  to  the 
northern  end  of  the  line,  and  to  the  line  in  general,  more  south- 
bound business  than  belongs  to  it.  The  amount  of  such  business 
is  not  very  great,  but  it  is  probably  too  large  to  be  merely  dis- 
regarded. We  are  here  concerned  less  with  the  amount  of  the 
error,  however,  than  with  the  direction  of  its  influence  on  the 
average.  Of  the  numbej  of  passengers  involved  w^e  have  abso- 
lutely no  knowledge.  One  reason  for  thinking  it  rather  small  is 
the  several  crosstown  lines  which  present  decided  advantages  over 
the  subway  for  most  persons  who  might  have  occasion  to  take  the 
journey.  The  subw^ay  is  planned  for  longitudinal  traffic.  The 
competition  of  crosstown  surface  lines  would  leave  to  the  subway 
only  such  traffic  as  had  its  origination  or  destination  near  the 
southern  end  (96th  street)  of  one  or  the  other  branch. 

The  length  of  a  branch,  therefore,  being  about  the  limit  of 
travel  of  this  sort,  it  would  appear  that  the  average  length  of 
ride  is  probably  somewhat  less  than  the  5.1  miles  arrived  at 
above.  The  Broadway  branch  is  7.7  miles  long,  the  Lenox- West 
Farms  branch  7.0.  The  distance  from  OGth  street  to  Bowling 
Green  is  7.2  miles.  The  effect  of  these  branch  rides  upon  the 
average  must  bo  very  slight 

As  regards  a  possible  reversing  of  direction  by  passengers  tak- 
ing the  subway  at  South  Ferry,  City  Hall,  or  145th  street,  the 
extreme  lengths  of  ride  physically  possible  in  these  cases  are  as 
follows:    South  Ferry  to  Atlantic  avenue  is  2.8  miles;  Brooklyn 
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Bridge  to  Atlantic  avenue  3.3;  14:5th  and  Lenox  avenue  to 
Bronx  Park  5.0  miles.  The  average  in  all  cases  must  therefore 
be  considerably  less  than  the  5.1  obtained  by  disregarding  these 
possibilities. 

As  regards  the  effect  of  the  return  trips  to  these  points  upon 
the  5.1,  their  tendency  also  would  he  to  throw  the  origination  of 
traffic  unduly  toward  the  ends  of  the  line  and  thus  also  to  make 
the  5.1  too  large. 

The  number  of  passengers  which  this  last  consideration  affects 
is  doubtless  small.  Supposing  their  average  length  of  ride  to  be 
two  miles,  then,  in  order  to  effect  a  reduction  in  the  above  ap- 
parent average  sufficient  to  bring  it  down  to  an  even  five  miles, 
the  amount  of  their  travel  must  be  ^^^^  =11,822,000 
thousand  feet.  The  reduction  on  account  of  each  passenger  being 
3.1  miles  or  1G,368  feet,  the  number  of  the  sort  of  passengers  re- 
quired to  make  the  reduction  must  be  "''*!!'!!!''^  =722,257. 
The  number  of  passengers  to  and  from  the  stations  under  con- 
sideration were  twice  the  following:

Of  this  possible  number  of  short  rides  only  a  small  minority 
were  actually  in  this  reverse  direction.  It  is  worthy  of  note, 
however,  that  South  Ferry  is  most  largely  represented  in  this 
number  and  that  the  South  Ferry-Brooklyn  trip  is  more  likely  to 
be  relatively  common  than  any  of  the  others  contemplated.  At 
Wall  street,  southbound  passengers  were  225,901  and  northbound 
446,610,  the  proportion  being  practically  1  to  2;  while  at  135th 
street  (Lenox)  the  number  northbound  was  64,403  to  422,260 
southbound,  or  about  1  to  7.  But  the  effect  of  the  error  arti- 
ficially throwing  traffic  toward  the  ends  of  the  line  upon  the  5.1 
average  should  count  for  less  at  South  Ferry  than  at  the  other 
stations,  since  trips  from  South  Ferry  and  from  Brooklyn  to  the 
middle  of  the  line  are  all  rather  short. 
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Making  any  reasonable  allowance  for  the  effect  of  the  branch- 
ing of  the  line  upon  the  average  of  5.1  miles  per  trip  would  not 
appear  to  change  it  enough  to  reduce  it  to  an  even  5  miles,  though, 
in  point  of  direction,  it  is  dear  that  the  modification  involved 
would  be  a  reduction. 

One  more  point  analogous  to  the  branching  of  the  line  de- 
serves passing  mention.  The  exchange  of  passengers  with  the 
elevated  at  149  th  street  and  Third  avenue  would  probably  have 
little  effect  upon  the  indicated  average  length  of  ride  for  the  full 
fare  (charging  to  subway  passengers  going  to  the  elevated  the 
subway  mileage  of  passengers  coming  from  the  elevated),  either 
subway  or  elevated,  for  the  reason  that  the  geography  of  the  two 
systems  has  about  the  same  characteristics.  Of  the  number  of 
passengers  involved  in  this  exchange,  the  total  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1908,  was  14,962,300.  This  is  the  number  going  both 
ways.  For  one  month  the  number  would  be  about  1,250,000  or 
more.  By  comparison  with  the  calculations  just  made,  it  will  be 
evident  that  it  would  require  a  very  considerable  difference  in  the 
average  continuation  journey  on  subway  and  elevated,  respect- 
ively, to  appreciably  affect  the  5.1  miles  obtained  above. 

Ticket  sales  are  not  the  same  as  passengers,  yet  the  above  com- 
putation involves  the  assumption  that  they  can  be  treated  as  sub- 
stantially the  same.  This  is  probably  true  on  the  whole  or  in  the 
average,  and  the  statistician  ordinarily  needs  no  securer  founda- 
tion than  this  for  his  work.  But  he  should  consider  the  possible 
sources  of  error  due  to  this  assumption.  The  circumstances  under 
which  it  is  not  true  that  the  commencement  of  a  passenger 
journey  is  marked  by  the  time  and  place  of  every  ticket  sale  are 
examined  in  succession  in  the  following  paragraphs  only  with 
reference  to  their  effect  upon  the  above  results. 

The  purchase  of  a  number  of  tickets  at  a  time  —  a  quarter's 
worth,  or  a  dollar's  worth  —  whenever  the  passenger  finds  that  he 
is  out,  will  have  no  effect  upon  the  computation,  provided  only 
a  suflScient  length  of  time  is  taken  to  get  a  good  average.  This 
supposes  that  the  passenger  makes  such  purchases  not  at  any 
particular  time  or  place,  but  impartially  wherever  he  happens  to 
be,  with  regard  only  for  the  contents  of  his  purse.    If  he  buys  in 
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lots  habitually  at  some  particular  station,  there  will  be  a  dis- 
torting effect  upon  the  indicated  passenger  movement.  But  the 
places  where  this  class  of  buyers  purchase  may  be  assumed  to  bo 
pretty  fairly  distributed  over  the  line,  hence  their  purchases  bal- 
ance each  other  and  cancel  the  distorting  effect,  supposing  their 
number  is  sufficiently  large  to  make  them  a  factor  in  the  situation. 

The  use  of  passimeters  in  place  of  chopping  boxes  in  Brooklyn 
affords  some  means  of  testing  the  extent  to  which  passengers  buy 
several  tickets  to  provide  for  future  use,  instead  of  buying  one  for 
their  immediate  trip.  The  proportion  of  ticket  fares  to  the  total 
is  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  proportion  of  tickets  bought  for 
future  use,  because  passimeters  are  temporarily  replaced  by 
chopping  boxes  at  congested  times  and  places.  The  use  of  passi- 
meters, on  the  other  hand,  may  somewhat  discourage  the  pur- 
chase of  tickets,  though  they  are  good  on  surface  as  well  as  on 
elevated  lines.  But  the  proportion  of  fares  paid  vrfth  tickets  is 
so  small  as  to  be,  in  any  case,  convincing  evidence  of  the  sm«ll- 
ness  of  any  error  due  to  treating  ticket  sales  as  equivalent  to 
passengers.  Tickets  presented  for  transportation  in  lieu  of  cash 
are  less  than  P/2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  fares  on  the 
Brooklyn  TJnion  Elevated  system  at  Park  Row,  where  the  rush- 
hour  crowding  might  make  the  surety  of  not  having  to  stop  for 
change  an  inducement  to  the  use  of  tickets  purchased  before. 
For  the  entire  system  the  tickets  used  are  but  2%  per  cent  of 
the  total  fares.  These  ratios  are  obtained  from  figures  for  Janu- 
SLTj  and  March,  1910. 

The  buying  of  tickets  in  pairs  or  in  quantities  at  the  home 
station  is  a  matter  not  so  easily  disposed  of,  though  its  impor- 
tance is  shown  to  be  not  great.  It  is  probable  that  some  regular 
passengers  buy  tickets  enough  on  Monday  morning  to  serve  them 
for  the  entire  week.  It  is  certain  that  some  others,  perhaps 
shoppers  especially,  are  prudent  enough  to  buy  two  tickets  when 
they  leave  home  to  make  sure  of  having  the  wherewith  to  get 
back. 

The  apparently  heavier  traffic  of  the  subway  on  Monday  may 
be  due  to  the  purchase  of  tickets  for  a  week  ahead,  or  it  may  be 
due  to  actually  increased  travel  on  that  day.  Monday  is  supposed 
to  be  bargain  day  at  the  department  stores,  and  it  may  be  as- 
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sumed  in  general  that  those  who  have  the  funds  for  shopping  will 
be  more  numerous  thus  early  in  the  week.  Taking  the  nineteen 
weeks  from  January  4,  1909,  omitting  and  not  counting  those 
which  contain  holidays  (weeks  of  February  8  and  February  22), 
Monday  showed  average  ticket  sales  of  862,245.  Monday  to 
Saturday,  inclusive,  showed  an  average  of  784,801.  The  Mon- 
day figure  is  not  quite  10  per  cent  greater  than  the  other.  Prob- 
ably the  greater  portion  of  the  10  per  cent  is  due  to  greater 
actual  service  on  Monday,  not  merely  to  ticket  sales  ahead,  at 
least  if  the  above  figures  of  the  proportion  of  ticket  sales  to  pas- 
sengers registered  by  passimeter  signify  much. 

The  direction  of  the  distortion  these  purchases  at  the  home 
stations  cause  is  the  significant  point.  Their  tendency  must  be 
to  throw  the  apparent  origin  of  traffic  toward  both  end&  of  the 
line  and  thus  to  increase  the  apparent  length  of  ride.  Though 
its  effect  appears  in  the  lack  of  balance  of  north  and  southbound 
figures,  the  degree  of  influence  of  this  factor  upon  the  computed 
average  cannot  be  measure<l  by  this  difference,  because  it  is  a  net 
result  of  the  opposite  operation  of  the  factor  in  question  on  both 
ends  of  the  line  combined  with  the  effects  of  other  causes  of  in- 
determinate magnitude  which  prevent  the  traffic  from  the  two 
directions  quite  balancing. 

One  important  partial  explanation  of  the  lack  of  balance  in 
the  two  sets  of  figures  is  the  possibility  of  the  habitual  or  more 
frequent  interruption  of  the  journey  one  way,  in  the  morning  or 
the  evening  as  the  case  may  bo.  This  would  occur  particularly 
for  north  or  southbound  traffic  in  Manhattan.  Would  the  busi- 
ness man  prefer  to  do  his  errands  on  his  way  downtown  in  the 
morning,  or  going  back  at* night?  Would  the  shopper  go  to  the 
farthest  point  and  work  back  homo,  or  vice  versa?  Perhaps  the 
preference  of  the  business  man  would  be  to  break  the  return 
journey  and  of  the  shoi)per  the  downtown  trip.  But  what  the 
lack  of  balance  in  question,  as  exhibited  in  the  station  figures, 
seems  to  call  for  is  the  latter  sort  of  interruption  only.  Perhaps 
it  is  best  to  assume  that  the  broken  trips,  as  well  as  the  through 
trips,  balance  each  other. 

Another  reason  why  the  correction  of  the  lack  of  balance, 
effected  in  the  process  of  the  computation  of  the  average  length 
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of  ride,  may  itself  need  correction  is  the  possibility  of  coming 
downtown  by  the  subway  and  going  back  some  other  way,  espe- 
cially by  elevated.  This  would  have  a  real  effect,  not  merely  ap- 
parent, upon  the  passenger  mileage  of  the  subway.  Its  signifi- 
cance depends  upon  the  exchange  not  being  balanced.  It  is  quite 
possible  that  a  good  many  passengers,  who  are  particular  about 
speed  above  all  else  in  the  morning,  are  not  willing  to  endure  the 
discomfort  of  the  subway  at  night,  when  the  crowding  may  bo 
somewhat  worse  and  when  the  air  is  always  worse,  especially  so 
in  summer.  The  fact  that  the  traffic  of  the  subway  falls  off  so 
tremendously  in  the  hot  months,  while  the  elevated  roads  rather 
more  than  hold  their  own,  points  to  a  tendency  of  the  public  to 
have  preferences  as  to  when  they  ride  in  the  subway.  This  sug- 
gests that  January  would  be  slightly  if  at  all  affected  by  such 
alternation  of  trips.  But  a  broken  return  journey  might  be  the 
more  conveniently  effected  by  elevated.  We  can  know  nothing 
of  the  passenger  miles  the  subway  loses  in  this  way.  If  we  can 
assume,  however,  that  it  is  on  the  return  trip  that  the  subway 
loses,  we  do  know  that  this  means  a  shifting  of  the  origination  of 
traffic  toward  the  ends  of  the  line  unduly,  and  thus  an  exaggera- 
tion of  the  apparent  length  of  ride  as  calculated. 

On  the  Sixth  and  Ninth  avenue  lines  of  the  Manhattan  Ele- 
vated, there  were,  according  to  the  station  records  (with  the  re- 
turns for  two  stations,  or  686,624  passengers  distributed  by  esti- 
mation and  with  54,974  miscellaneous  ticket  sales  disregarded), 
for  January,  1909,  4,388,898  northbound  passengers  and 
5,388,921  southbound,  a  difference  of  1,000,023  in  favor  of  the 
southbound.  Traffic  around  South  Ferry  should  have  the  effect 
of  swelling  unduly  the  southbound  receipts.  The  direction  of  the 
difference  suggests  that,  at  least  in  January,  a  possible  alternation 
.  of  going  and  returning  journeys  between  subway  and  elevated  has 
little  to  do  with  the  indicated  lack  of  balance  between  the  direc- 
tions of  traffic. 

The  effect  upon  the  figures  of  means  of  crossing  from  one  to 
the  other  set  of  tracks  after  the  purchase  and  presentation  of 
tickets  is  the  source  of  possible  error  still  to  be  considered.  It 
will  also  be  well  to  take  up  in  this  connection  the  question  as  to 
the  degree  of  influence  upon  the  computation  that  may  be  at- 
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tributed  to  the  necessity  of  estimating  the  division  of  passengers 
into  north  and  southbound. 

Where  there  is  no  physical  separation  of  passengers  at  stations 
by  direction  of  travel,  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  indication  of 
neighboring  stations  on  each  side  as  a  basis  for  such  division. 
This  applies  for  all  express  stations  and  for  some  others.  All  the 
stations  affected,  and  some  that  are  not  really  affected,  are  in- 
dicated by  an  entry  in  the  last  column  of  Table  14.  The  Brook- 
lyn Bridge  station  is  the  one  where  this  method  of  estimation  is 
most  open  to  criticism,  on  account  of  there  being  no  means  of  de- 
termining how  much  of  the  traflSc  comes  and  goes  by  the  Bridge. 
But  the  estimated  division  of  ticket  sales  on  the  basis  employed 
makes  them  preponderatingly  northbound.  The  only  question  is 
whether  they  should  not  be  more  so. 

There  are  a  number  of  sub-passageways  whose  possible  in- 
fluence on  the  figures  is  disregarded.  Some  of  these  are  not  in 
use.  Some  are  outside  the  chopping  boxes.  It  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed, in  general,  that  a  passenger  will  prefer  to  cross  over  in 
the  street  above  the  station  instead  of  climbing  two  extra  pairs 
of  stairs,  except  under  unusual  conditions  of  traffic  congestion 
on  the  street. 

As  regards  the  station  at  Astor  Place,  however,  one  would  ex- 
pect a  considerable  number  of  persons  to  enter  it  on  the  "west  side 
directly  from  the  basement  of  the  neighboring  store  and  then 
cross  under  for  a  northbound  journey.  This  practice  would  tend 
to  falsify  the  indication  of  the  ticket  sales  as  to  the  direction  of 
travel  from  Astor  Place.  Its  influence  on  the  apparent  average 
length  of  ride  would  be  to  make  it  smaller  than  it  is.  An  ex- 
amination of  the  figures  for  Bleecker  street  and  18th  street, 
however,  does  not  indicate  that  this  is  a  very  considerable  factor 
in  the  situation. 

Another  possibility  is  that  passengers  going  north  at  such  a 
'station  as  18th  street  may  think  it  well  to  reverse  their  direction 
to  get  to  the  nearest  express  station,  instead  of  depending  on  the 
local  service  for  the  longer  stretch.  This  would  distort  the  ap- 
parent direction  of  travel  near  the  express  stations.  It  can  occur 
only  in  the  central  portion  of  the  road.  The  resulting  reversals 
should  largely  balance  each  other  as  regards  their  effect  on  ticket 
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Bales.  The  advantage  would  be  the  same  to  both  north  and  south- 
bound passengers.  But,  even  if  the  two  do  balance,  the  equal  ex- 
change of  north  and  southbound  sales  at  the  middle  of  the  road 
must  have  the  effect  of  decreasing  the  apparent  length  of  ride. 
If  they  do  not  balance,  they  would  also  have  a  similar  effect. 

When  the  reversal  under  consideration  does  not  involve  a 
ticket  sale  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  road  it  may  be  considered 
as  of  no  effect.  Length  of  ride  ought  to  mean  distance  along  the 
line  of  road  between  starting  point  and  destination.  The  re- 
versal probably  does  not  require  running  more  cars  and  the 
physical  measure  of  service  to  the  passenger  also  is,  in  this  case, 
not  the  number  of  miles  actually  ridden,  but  the  number  between 
starting  point  and  destination.  So  this  factor  need  not  enter  into 
the  calculation  of  the  average  passenger  trip  as  a  measure  of  ser- 
vice performed. 

How  much  the  effect  of  reversals  of  direction  upon  the  ap- 
parent average  length  of  ride  (giving  occasion  for  a  correction  in- 
creasing it)  would  be,  we  cannot  say.  But  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
it  is  less  important  than  the  other  factors  which  tend  to  require  a 
correction  that  would  reduce  the  apparent  average  ride  below  5.1 
miles. 

Change  in  the  Length  of  the  Passengee  Trip  on  the 

Subway. 

By  another  calculation  it  is  possible  to  determine,  independ- 
ently of  the  result  of  the  above  computation,  what  significant 
changes  are  occurring  in  the  -average  ride  in  the  subway.  The 
direction  of  such  a  change  is  indicated  with  a  higher  degree  of 
reliability  than  the  length  of  ride  itself,  owing  mainly  to  the  fact 
that  a  quantitative  or  numerical  statement,  because  it  attempts 
so  much  more,  is  naturally  more  subject  to  modification  than  one 
that  is  merely  qualitative.  To  determine  the  amount  of  change 
in  the  average  is  a  thing  that  would  be  on  a  par  with  getting  the 
average  itself.  But  the  direction  of  the  change  may  be  evident 
without  the  data  being  sufficient,  or  sufficiently  worked,  to  give 
its  amount. 

The  following  table  shows  per  cent  distribution  of  passengers 
between  stations  for  each  direction  separately,  and  corresponding 
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cumulative  per  cents  of  traffic  pertaining  to  the  part  of  the  road 
up  to  and  inclusive  of  each  station.  Estimates  for  the  division 
of  passengers  at  express  stations  between  north  and  southbound 
follow  the  same  rules  as  those  used  above  in  connection  with  the 
estimation  of  the  average  length  of  ride.  To  save  space,  only 
the  percentages  are  given  here.  The  months  taken  are  January 
and  July,  for  the  years  1908,  1909  and  (January  only)  1910. 
There  were  some  physical  changes  in  the  extent  of  road  operated, 
affecting  the  first  two  of  these  months.

As  appears  from  the  column  of  ciimiilativo  per  cents  in  the 
table,  in  January,  1909,  the  median  point  (having  half  the  ticket 

Vox.  Ill  — 16 
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sales  on  each  side  of  it)  for  northbound  traffic  was  (approxi- 
mately) at  Canal  street.  For  the  southbound  traffic  it  was  at  103d 
street.  The  median  point  for  the  traffic  both  ways  is  also  easily 
obtained  from  these  percentages,  being  the  point  where  the  cumu- 
lative per  cents  from  opi)osite  directions  balance  each  other.  For 
January,  1909,  this  point  is  at  33d  street.  This  may  be  con- 
sidered the  center  of  the  line  as  regards  traffic. 

The  quartiles  for  northbound  traffic  for  this  month  are  — 
lower,  Bowling  Green  —  upper,  33d  street ;  for  southbound 
traffic  —  lower,  135th  street;  upper,  Grand  Central. 

The  greater  volume  of  long-haul  traffic  coming  from  and  re- 
turning to  the  northern  portion  of  the  line,  as  well  as  the  extent 
of  the  business  and  amusement  centers  of  New  York,  prevents 
locating  or  bounding  the  delivery  district  by  means  of  such  per- 
centages as  these. 

In  comparing  different  dates  to  detect  any  tendency  to  a  pro- 
gressive change,  it  is  well  to  use  the  same  month  of  the  year. 
A  comparison  of  January  with  July  is  chiefly  valuable  as  show- 
ing possible  seasonal  differences.  Thirty-third  street  remains  the 
median  point  for  combined  traffic  both  ways  in  January  for 
1910  as  well  as  1909,  though  it  was  about  Grand  Central  in 
Janua,ry,  1908.  But  28th  street  takes  this  place  during  July  for 
both  1908  and  1909.  For  northbound  traffic  the  median  simi- 
larly remains  at  Canal  street  during  January  for  all  three  years, 
but  drops  back  to  Brooklyn  bridge  in  July.  The  southbound 
median  was  at  103d  street  (or  110th  street  Broadway)  for  the 
January  months,  and  at  116th  street,  Broadway  or  110th  street, 
Lenox  for  July.  The  difference  between  summer  and  winter  as 
to  the  location  of  the  percentiles  appears  more  noteworthy  than 
any  change  from  year  to  year.  But  evidence  of  a  progressive 
change  would  lie  more  to  the  j)reseTit  puriK>se. 

Even  though  we  cannot  accurately  define. the  delivery  district 
for  su]>way  traffic,  we  can  assume  that  it  changes  very  slowly 
indeed  and,  therefore,  that  changes  in  the  character  of  the  riding 
would  be  due  to  changes  in  the  location  or  relative  import.ance 
of  the  residence  districts  drawn  upon.  Such  a  change  must  be 
reflected  in  the  station  ticket  sales  and  in  the  percentages  of  the 
above  table.     An  increase  in  the  average  length  of  ride  would 
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show  a  greater  proportion  of  traffic  originating  nearer  the  more 
distant  portions  of  the  line. 

The  changes  or  fluctuations  above  mentioned  in  the  location  of 
quartiles  and  medians  may  be  put  into  terms  of  distance  for  more 
convenient  comparison.  For  this  purpose  it  is  well  to  take  dis- 
tances from  33d  street,  thus  relating  them  to  the  center  of  traffic. 
Whether  the  actual  center  is  exactly  here,  however,  and  whether 
it  changes  from  time  to  time,  does  not  matter  for  the  immediate 
purpose,  since  it  is  enough  that  there  be  some  fixed  point  from* 
which  to  measure.  It  is  possible  to  locate  any  percentile  quite 
exactly  between  stations  by  assuming  that  its  distance  from  the 
two  stations  nearest  it  is  in  the  same  proportion  as  are  the  differ- 
ences between  25.000  per  cent  (or  50.000  per  cent  as  the  case 
may  be)  and  the  cumulative  percentages  of  the  stations  nearest 
25.000.  Thus,  for  January,  1909,  the  northbound  lower  quartile 
is  between  Borough  Hall  and  Bowling  Green,  and  much  nearer 
the  latter,  the  per  cents  being  22.229  and  25.197  respectively. 
Their  difference  is  2.968  points.  For  the  purposes  of  the  present 
comparison,  the  distance  from  33d  street  to  Bowling  Green  should 
therefore  have  added  to  it  AVs  of  the  distance  between  Bowling 
Green  and  Borough  Hall.  In  this  way  distances  showing  the 
position  of  quartiles  and  medians  are  computed  for  the  follow- 
ing table.  It  would  be  entirely  feasible  to  compute  in  the  same 
way  the  location  of  any  number  of  percentiles,  but  the  ones  used 
are  probably  the  most  significant  and  sufficiently  numerous.  The 
median  may  be  too  much  influenced  by  short-distance  riding  at 
the  center  of  the  line,  but  the  position  of  the  quartile  should  be 
representative  of  the  origin  of  the  traffic  between  home  and  work.

The  comparison  of  January,  1909,  with  January,  19*10,  is  the 
most  reliable  test  of  a  possible  tendency  to  an  increase  of  the  length 
of  ride.  According  to  the  figures  of  distance  obtained  there  is  a 
considerable  pull  in  the  direction  of  the  ends  of  the  line.  The 
distances  from  33d  street  of  the  northbound  lower  quartile,  and  of 
the  northbound  median  increased  by  4,118  feet  and  310  feet,  re- 
spectively. Comparing  distances  for  southbound  traffic  for  the 
same  dates,  we  find  an  increase  of  1,016  feet  for  the  lower 
quartile  and  an  increase  of  1,044  feet  for  the  median. 

On  comparing  January,  1908,  with  January,  1909,  there 
appears  to  have  been  a  much  greater  change  in  the  location  of  both 
northbound  and  southbound  lower  quartiles  and  medians,  the 
northbound  points  moving  away  from  33d  street,  2,5'27  and  1,175 
feet,  respectively,  while  the  southbound  lower  quartile  barely 
moved  away  from  33d  street  by  30  feet  north  and  the  median 
moved  1,350  feet  south.  It  is  easy  to  account  for  these  changes  by 
the  extension  of  the  subway,  in  the  meantime,  to  or  in  Brooklyn. 
The  new  Brooklyn  traffic  not  only  pulled  southward  the  north- 
l)ound  points,  but  also,  by  its  purchase  of  southbound  return  tickets 
exercised  a  considerable  effect  upon  the  positions  of  the  south- 
bound quartile  and  median.  The  extension  to  242d  street  was 
apparently  insignificant  in  relative,  importance,  though  the  north- 
ward movement  of  the  southbound  upper  quartile  may  be  due  to 
that. 

The  changes  between  January,  1909,  and  January,  1910,  may 
also  be  to  some  extent  attributed  to  the  pull  of  increasing  Brook- 
lyn traffic.  In  January,  1909,  there  were  1,066,895  ticket  sales 
at  Atlantic  avenue ;  in  January,  1910,  there  were  1,306,428.  This 
increase  of  22  per  cent  is  greater  than  is  the  increase  of  the  traffic 
of  the  subway  as  a  whole  (19  per  cent).     These  Brooklyn  passen- 
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gers  are  served  by  a  rather  short  haul.  These  facts  somewhat 
modify  the  significance  of  the  above  figures. 

If  we  may  assume  that  this  distortion  is  relatively  insignificant, 
the  distance  between  the  median  southbound  and  the  median  north- 
bound may  be  taken  to  represent  (not  to  measure)  the  length  of 
ride.  That  distance  increased  from  33,517  to  34,871  feet,  or 
1,354,  about  4  per  cent,  during  the  calendar  year  1909. 

The  effect  of  the  disproportionate  growth  of  Brooklyn  traffic 
can  be  reduced  by  comparing  percentiles  with  other  percentiles  on 
the  same  side  of  the  line,  for  example,  lower  with  upper  quartiles. 
The  difficulty  lies  in  properly  choosing  the  percentiles  to  compare, 
and  also  in  the  changing  significance  of  a  particular  percentile 
from  year  to  year.  The  lower  quartile  northbound,  too,  is  not  so 
surely  in  the  residence  district  of  Brooklyn  as  is  the  lower  quartile 
southbound  in  that,  of  Manhattan.  Some  comparisons  of  this 
nature  (the  figures  being  obtained  from  Table  16  by  addition) 
are  the  following  :

The  last  difference  is  the  result  of  a  marked  northward  move- 
ment of  the  southbound  median,  which  is  accompanied  by  a  simi- 
lar movement  of  the  lower  quartile.  This  may  be  due  to  the 
northward  movement  of  shopping  and  business  centers,  an  in- 
fluence not  favorable  to  clearness  of  meaning  in  the  figures 
before  us. 

A  pull  of  traffic  towards  the  southern  end  of  the  line  has  no 
determinate  bearing  on  the  length  of  ride,  since  that  is  compara- 
tively short-haul  traffic,  and  therefore  its  increase  in  relation  to 
the  whole  might  counterbalance  the  effect  of  its  increasing  length 
upon  the  average.  A  pull  towards  the  northern  end  does  clearly 
mean  a  greater  length  of  ride,  so  far  as  the  factor  effecting  this 
is  of  decisive  influence  on  the  traffic  of  the  subway  as  a  whole. 
The  importance  of  the  traffic  coming  from  the  north  is  probably 
sufficient  to  outweigh  the  influence  of  the  more  rapid  growth  of 
the  somewhat  shorter  haul  traffic  from  the  south.  Hence  we 
may  infer  that  the  length  of  ride  on  the  subway  is  increasing, 
though  perhaps  not  very  rapidly. 

The  difference  between  summer  and  winter  as  regards  the 
length  of  the  passenger-trip  on  the  subway  appears  in  the  differ- 
ences between  July  and  January  figures.  These  differences,  in- 
terpreted according  to  the  above  methods,  show  a  greater  length 
of  ride  on  the  subway  in  summer  than  in  winter.  At  the  same 
time  there  is  a  marked  shifting  of  northbound  traffic  from  At- 
lantic avenue  to  Brooklyn  bridge.  It  would  appear  that  the 
tendency  to  abandon  the  subway  in  summer  for  some  other  means 
of  transportation  applies  equally  for  the  shorter  haul  from  Brook- 
lyn and  for  the  longer  haul  this  side  of  the  East  river.  But  the 
inner-city  traffic  in  relation  to  the  total  appears  to  be  in  general 
less  in  summer,  hence  the  subway  length  of  ride  is  greater  then. 
It  may  be,   too,   that  the  summer  abs(Mitocs   reside  where  they 
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make  more  use  of  the  subway  for  rather  short  trips  in  winter 
than  the  majority  of  the  city's  population. 

In  the  preceding  computations  we  have  not  considered  the 
stubs  and  loops  of  line  at  South  Ferry,  etc.  The  distances  used 
in  these  percentile  comparisons  do  not  need  to  represent  the  en- 
tire distances  traveled.  We  are  interested  only  in  changes  or 
differences,  hence  it  is  of  no  appreciable  effect  that  South  Ferry 
traffic  is  all  credited  to  Bowling  Green,  without  regard  to  the 
fact  that  it  originates  a  few  hundred  feet  beyond. 

That  there  is  a  tendency  to  an  increasing  length  of  ride  on 
the  subway,  at  least  for  traffic  originating  in  New  York  County, 
may  be  due  to  the  growth  of  population  in  northern  Manhattan 
and  The  Bronx  and  probably  is  largely  due  to  that.  But  such  a 
growth  of  home-to-work  traffic  might  be  accompanied  by  an  equal 
and  parallel  growth  of  traffic  at  the  business  center  so  that  the 
average  would  not  be  affected.  For  the  street  railways  of  the 
city  as  a  whole  the  inner-city  traffic  probably  increases  at  a 
greater  rate  than  the  long-haul  traffic  between  home  and  work. 
If  the  length  of  ride  on  the  subway  is  increasing  with  the  growth 
of  existing  residence  districts  (apart  from  redistribution  of  popu- 
lation), that  must  be  because  it  is  relatively  less  able  to  provide 
for  the  inner-city  short  haul  business  than  it  has  been.  So  far 
as  this  is  the  situation,  it  means  merely  that  the  surface  network 
with  its  improved  service  is  getting  back  some  of  the  natural 
advantages  of  its  position  in  relation  to  inner-city  traffic.  The 
subway,  on  the  other  hand,  'as  the  density  of  its  traffic  has  in- 
creased, may  have  driven  to  the  surface  some  who  would,  under 
more  favorable  conditions,  be  inclined  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
quicker  means  of  transit,  even  for  comparatively  short  distances. 
But  there  remains  to  be  considered  the  effect  of  the  general  cen- 
trifugal tendency  of  the  city's  population  upon  the  subway  ride. 
iN'ew  and  more  distant  residence  districts  are  constantly  gaining 
in  importance.  Even  where  this  does  not  mean  a  greater  pro- 
portion of  long-haul  home-to-work  passengers,  it  does  mean  a 
lengthening  of  the  long  haul  and  thus  ordinarily  an  increase  of 
the  average  ride.  This  is  probably  the  decisive  factor  as  regards 
the  tendency  to  an  increased  length  of  ride  for  subway  traffic  in 
Manhattan  and  The  Bronx. 
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The  Passenger  Trip  in  Eelation  to  Certain  Other  Subway  Data. 

We  have  obtained  above  an  estimated  amount  of  riding  in  the 
subway  for  the  month  of  January,  1909,  of  602,918,000  thousand 
passenger-feet,  or  114,189,000  passenger  miles.  There  were 
22,371,396  passengers  (ticket  sales)  and  their  computed  average 
length  of  ride  5.1  miles.  Four  million  ninety-one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty  car-miles  were  operated  by  the  subway  during 
this  same  month.  The  car-hours  we  can  obtain  by  estimation  on 
the  basis  of  average  speed  for  the  year.  That  average  for  the 
fiscal  year  1909  was  17.998  miles  per  hour.  On  this  basis  the 
car-hours  operated  in  January,  1909,  are  estimated  at  227,354. 
As  regards  the  average  length  of  car  trips,  the  available  data  are 
for  the  year.  They  are  sufficient  for  our  purposes.  The  average 
length  of  the  round  trip  thus  appears  to  be  26.496  miles  and  its 
average  duration  1.472  hours.  Number  of  round  trips  computed 
on  the  basis  of  cai'-miles  by  the  use  of  the  average  length  is 
154,435.  Single  trips  are  twice  as  many  and  single-trip  averages 
are  half  the  above.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  typical  subway 
car  is  48.  This  may  be  taken  to  represent  the  average.  The 
average  for  the  Interborough  as  a  whole,  including  the  elevated, 
is  49.8.

The  loading  of  cars,  30  passengers  on  the  average,  is  one  of  the 
most  important  of  these  ratios.  It  is  doubtless  a  pretty  high 
figure.  The  fact  that  there  are  on  the  average  18  seats  to  spare 
is  less  significant  than  might  appear,  just  because  of  the  character 
of  the  figure  as  an  average.  This  caution  applies  for  all  the 
averages. 

The  disproportion  between  the  average  length  of  the  car  trip 
(13.248  miles)  and  of  the  passenger  trip  is  another  point  of 
interest.  But  passenger  trips  often  serve  to  piece  out  each  other. 
The  Interborough  reports  car  trips  for  the  subway  by  distances 
(here  given  in  the  order  of  length)  as  follows:

These  data  mean  much  more  when  plotted  so  as  to  appeal  to 
the  eye.  Their  significance  also  depends  upon  comparison  with 
the  distribution  of  passenger  trips.  In  the  accompanying  Dia- 
gram II  are  curves  to  represent  passenger  mileage  (and  in  effect 
passenger  trips)  as  well  as  car  trips. 
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The  curves  for  the  number  of  passengers  are  based  on  the  cumu- 
lative percentage  for  January,  1909,  of  Table  15.  According  to 
the  assumption  upon  which  the  use  of  these  ratios  is  based,  the 
northbound  departures  rej^resent  the  return  of  southbound  passen- 
gers, hence  the  curve  for  cumulative  figures  southbound  cuts  that 
for  cumulative  figures  northbound  at  the  point  where  the  returns 
or  departures  southbound  exceed  the  departures  or  returns  north- 
bound, and  vica  versa.  Thus,  the  area  under  both  curves  repre- 
senting the  total  passenger  mileage,  the  greater  and  lesser  hori- 
zontal distances  between  the  sides  of  the  pyramid  thus  formed 
represent  the  relative  number  of  passenger  trips  of  the  various 
lengths.  The  fact  that  relative  mmibers  (per  cents)  instead  of 
absolute  numbers  are  used,  simplifies  the  plotting  by  affording  a 
convenient  decimal  scale.  This  means  it  is  less  easy  to  read 
absolute  numbers  from  the  diagram,  but,  if  wanted,  they  can  better 
be  obtained  some  other  way.  The  scale  at  the  base  represents 
the  distances  between  stations  for  both  passenger-trip  and  car- 
trip  curves. 

The  car  trips  are  plotted  with  dotted  lines  in  the  same  diagram. 
The  longer  trips  are  placed  at  the  bottom  in  the  form  of  horizontal 
parallelograms  with  the  shorter  parallelograms  superposed  in 
order  of  length.  In  order  not  to  obscure  the  other  curves  only 
the  ends  of  these  parallelograms  are  drawn  in.  Certain  shuttle 
and  miscellaneous  trips,  which  are  few  in  number  and  in  im- 
portance, are  disregarded.  The  pyramid  has  irregular  sides, 
owing  to  some  of  the  trips  being  shortened  more  at  one  end.  The 
scale  is  200,000  trips  per  square.  The  location  (vertical  scale) 
of  the  car-trip  curve  relative  to  that  of  the  passenger  curves  is 
merely  such  as  serves  the  purpose  of  convenient  comparison  of 
their  shapes.  The  area  subtended  or  included  by  the  car  trip 
pyramid  shows  the  total  car  mileage  and  its  form  shows  the  pro- 
portions operated  on  the  various  parts  of  the  line  and  in  the  vari- 
ous kinds  of  trips.  The  parallelograms  may  be  identified  by  their 
positions  on  the  diagram  and  in  the  preceding  list. 

One  might  infer  from  the  diagram  that  car  trips  are  operated 
greater  distances  than  traffic  warrants.  A  statistical  examination 
of  such  a  question,  however,  would  require  data  enabling  com- 
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parisons  with  the  practice  of  other  oompaniee.  But  it  should  be 
noted  that  it  is  easier,  as  regards  public  convenience  and  its  col- 
lateral effects,  to  reduce  the  number  of  long  trips  by  cutting  off 
cars  from  rapid  transit  trains  than  to  switch  back  single  cars  on 
surface  lines. 

While  the  curves  are  not  definite  evidence  of  the  relative  num- 
ber of  passenger  trips  of  the  different  lengths,  they  probably  do 
indicate  it  in  a  general  way.  It  is  safe  to  infer,  for  example,  that 
perhaps  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  passenger  trips  is 
completed  Ix^twe en  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  96th  street,  and  that  the 
average  length  of  these  trips  is  less  than  3^^  miles  (the  shape  of 
the  peak  being  regular  enough  to  be  treated  as  a  triangle).  The 
longer  haul  for  traffic  coming  from  the  northern  end  of  the  line 
than  from  the  south  is  clearly  shown. 

With  the  aid  of  the  data  and  percentages  of  Tables  14  and  15 
it  is  possible  to  obtain  an  idea  of  the  number  of  passengers  riding 
the  entire  distance  between  the  Grand  Central  station  and  110th 
street,  Lenox  avenue  branch. 

According  to  the  assumption  with  which  we  are  familiar,  the 
percentage  of  southbound  passengers  originating  above  96th 
street  (49.453),  less  the  percentage  of  northbound  passengers 
originating  north  of  Grand  Central  station  (100  —  80.134  or 
19.866),  gives  us  the  percentage  of  northbound  passengers  riding 
through  from  the  branches  to  Grand  Central  or  (49.453  — 
19.866^^)  29.587  per  cent.  For  northbound  passengers  the  re- 
sult should  be  the  same:  Northbound  passengers  pertaining  to 
Grand  Central  and  stations  south  (80.134)  less  southbound  per- 
taining to  96tli  street  and  stations  south  (100  —  49.453  = 
50.547),  gives  29.587  per  cent.  This  is  the  portion  of  the  total 
that  pertains  to  lK)th  branches  north  of  96th  street  and  rides 
through  to  or  from  Grand  (Vntral  and  points  south. 

Ticket  sales  of  Januarv,  1909,  on  the  two  branches  were: 
Broadway,  2,418,098;  Lenox,  3,909,252;  total,  6,327,350.  Broad- 
way has  38.22  per  cent  of  the  t/)tal  and  Lenox  61.78.  per  cent. 
~il)ir  X  -i\'JJ^  X  22,371,396  gives  approximately  the  number  of 
passengers  going  through  from  110th  street,  Lenox  to  Grand 
Central  in  the  month  of  January.  The  number  is  4,089,234. 
The  distance  from  Grand  (Vntral  to  110th  street,  Lenox,  is  23,948 
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feet,  or  4.54  miles.  A  large  part  of  this  distance  is  for  many 
passengers  a  useless  addition  to  the  total  passenger  mileage  of  the 
subway,  and  it  likewise  effects  a  useless  addition  to  the  average 
length  of  ride. 

Mr.  Bion  J.  Arnold,  Special  Consulting  Engineer  of  the  Com- 
mission, in  a  report  on  the  traffic  of  the  subway,  says :  "  If  the 
Lenox  branch  could  have  made  direct  connection  with  the  Sub- 
way at  the  Grand  Central  station  instead  of  being  carried  west 
to  Broadway,  all  of  the  Lenox  passengers  would  have  saved  one 
mile's  travel  each  way  between  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  The  Bronx." 
It  is  in  comparison  with  this  fact  that  the  above  figure  of  the  ap- 
proximate number  of  passengers  making  this  trip  is  of  interest. 
One  mile  saved  for  these  passengers  is  a  saving  of  4,000,000  pas- 
senger miles  a  month.  According  to  the  ratio  of  car  miles  to  pas- 
senger miles  obtained  above,  this  is  equivalent  to  ^^rrizv^y  ^^ 
143,300  car  miles  a  month.  At  9.84  cents  per  car  mile  this 
amounts  to  $13,100  a  month,  or  $157,200  a  year  wasted  in  trans- 
porting the  public  out  of  the  line  of  the  direction  in  which  it 
wants  to  go  and  thus  performing  a  dis-service. 

Future  subways  will  doubtless  be  constructed  with  reference  to 
carrying  the  passenger  as  quickly  and  directly  as  possible  toward 
his  destination.  The  straight  line  with  a  minimum  of  stops  in 
the  older  and  nearer  residence  districts  (already  sufficiently  pro- 
vided for  by  other  means  of  transit)  seems  to  be  an  essential  re- 
quirement of  economy  in  rapid  transit.  This  particular  potential 
saving  of  $150,000  a  year  coimts  strongly  in  favor  of  the  prompt 
construction  of  the  proposed  subway  up  Lexington  or  Madison 
avenue  to  The  Bronx.

Assets  and  liabilities  are  sum- 
marized in  Table  XVII. 

As  the  question  of  ra2)id  transit  is  now  to  the  front  it  seems 
worth  while  to  analyze  — 

The  Eetum  on  the  Invefttment  in  the  Subway. 

The  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  was  organized 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  and  operating  rapid  tran- 
sit lines  built  by  the  city,  but  it  has  extended  the  scope  of  its 
operations  so  far  beyond  that  purpose  that  its  capitalization  of 
$35,000,000  in  capital  stock  and  $35,000,000  in  funded  debt  in- 
cludes a  great  deal  more  than  its  investment  in  the  subway.  On 
the  other  hand,  its  capitalization  does  not  include  the  cost  of  con- 
structing the  subway,  which  was  defrayed  by  the  city  through 
the  sale  of  some  $50,000,000  of  bonds.  To  ascertain  the  actual 
investment  in  the  subway  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  the  disburse- 
ments by  the  city,  in  constructing  the  subway,  the  expenditures 
of  the  company  in  providing  the  cars,  power-houses  and  other 
equipment. 

The  place  of  the  usual  construction  account  in  railway  book- 
keeping was  taken  in  the  case  of  the  Interborough  by  an  account 
called  ^^  Cost  of  Leases  and  Equipment,''  which  amounted  on 
June  30,  1907,  to  $27,905,232.81.  This  account  was  examined 
by  representatives  of  the  Commission  in  the  course  of  its  con- 
sideration of  the  company's  application  for  approval  of  a  pro- 
posed $55,000,000  mortgage  in  March,  190S,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  Commission's  criticism  certain  changes  were  made  in  the 
accounts,  including  the  charging  off  of  $575,000  discount  on 
$10,000,000  of  5  per  cent  notes.  This  was  the  only  change  that 
affected  the  surplus  or  the  balance  sheet  totals.  The  other  changes 
consisted  in  the  division  of  the  general  account  "  Cost  of  Leases 
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and  Equipment "  in  such  a  way  as  to  segregate  the  tangible  from 
the  intangible  property,  as  shown  on  page  546  (Vol.  Ill)  of  the 
Commission's  report  for  1908.  The  total  cost  of  subway  equip- 
ment exclusive  of  real  estate,  to  June  30,  1907,  as  there  shown, 
was  $24,051,165.70,  and  to  this  amount  should  be  added  $1,287,- 
678.45  invested  in  power  and  substation  sites  and  accordingly 
brought  under  the  city's  lien.  Additional  expenditures  during 
the  past  two  years  have  brought  the  total  up  to  $26,772,720.60, 
which  is  about  one-third  of  the  resources  reported  by  the  com- 
pany as  of  June  30,  1909,  as  set  out  in  the  following  rearrange- 
ment of  its  assets:

The  foregoing  segregation  of  assets  shows  at  a  glance  how  small 
a  portion  of  the  $35,000,000  of  stock  and  $35,000,000  .of  funded 
debt  has  been  deroted  to  the  subway  proper.  The  actual  invest- 
ment in  the  subway  is  limited  to  the  cost  of  the  equipment  upon 
which  the  "City  of  New  York  has  a  lien,  plus  $115,2^1&.96  ex- 
pended for  real  estat.e  (other  than  power-house  sites)  used  in 
operation,  an  aggregate  of  $20,887,040.56.

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In  acquiring  the  rights  attaching  to  the  possession  and  opera- 
tion of  the  subway  for  a  term  of  years  the  company  made  ad- 
ditional disbursements  of  more  than  $5,000,000  and  in  construct- 
ing the  extension  to  Brooklyn  it  expended  two  or  thrr e  times  the 
contract  price  paid  by  the  city,  which  holds  the  title.  The  Inter- 
borough  Company  has  partially  reimbursed  its  sul)sidiary,  the 
Kapid  Transit  Subway  Construction  Company,  for  such  excels 
expenditures,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  summary.  The  disburse- 
ments shown  as  "  Contractor's  expense  '^  and  cost  of  leases  should 
be  regarded  as  obligations  to  be  paid  for  out  of  profits,  but  not  as 
permanent  investments,  as  they  do  not  represent  the  acquisition 
of  any  physical  property.  If,  however,  they  be  included  in  fixed 
capital  in  accordance  with  the  company's  classification,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  company  in  1009  earned  14.2  per  cent  upon  the 
entire  amount  of  tangible  and  intangible  property  ($38,039,- 
693.19,  which  includes  $51,250  of  expense  in  connection  with 
the  lease  of  the  Manhattan  Eailway). 

The  Intcrborough  re}x>rts  that  its  entire  liability  to  the  Con- 
struction Company  for  the  excess  cost  of  constructing  the  Brook- 
lyn extension  under  contract  No.  2  has  not  been  definitely  ascer- 
tained, but  in  its  quarterly  reports  to  the  comptroller  of  the  Oity 
of  New  York  the  company  states  from  time  to  time  the  amount 
of  capital  that  it  has  invested  in  real  estate  and  equipment  for  the 
subway  and  the  amount  expended  in  excess  of  the  amount  reim- 
bursed by  the  city.  The  aggregates  at  the  beginning  and  close  of 
the  fiscal  vear  were  as  follows:

The  average  amount  of  capital  invested  during  the  year  would 
be  approximately  the  mean  between  the  two  amounts,  that  is 
$37,430,000,  the  profits  on  which  were  for  the  fiscal  year  1909, 
14.4  per  cent. 
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In  addition  to  the  profits  from  the  subway  the  companj'  earned 
considerable  profits  from  the  elevated  roads.  These  are  all  owned 
by  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  and  the  Interborough  has 
no  permanent  investment  in  them,  as  it  is  regularly  reimbursed 
for  its  expenditures  upon  betterments.  After  paying  all  interest 
charges,  taxes  and  a  contract  dividend  of  7  per  cent  upon  the 
stock  of  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company,  the  Interborough  had 
a  balance  of  $560,000  applicable  to  its  own  stock  ($35,000,000), 
which  is  represented  among  the  assets  by  seeurities  of  and  loans 
to  associated  companies  amounting  to  $31,698,944.31  and  by  the 
working  capital.  These  miscellaneous  investments  at  present 
yield  almost  no  direct  return  (see  schedule  of  investments  in  the 
company's  report  printed  elsewhere  in  this  volume).  The  Rapid 
Transit  Subway  Construction  Company  is  reported  to  have  made 
large  profits  and  for  its  capital  stock  of  $6,000,000  the  Inter- 
borough paid  considerably  more  than  $12,000,000.*  Whatever 
tho  profits  of  the  Construction  Company  may  be,  it  appears  that 
they  do  not  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  owners  —  the  stockholders 
of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company.  The  Interborough 
has  also  put  some  $8,000,000  into  the  Steinway  tunnel  to  Long 
Island  City,  which  now  lie^  idle,  and  the  remaining  ten  or 
eleven  million  dollars  of  the  investment  account  is  represented  by 
the  securities  of  trolley  companies  in  Queens  and  The  Bronx  that 
at  the  present  time  pay  no  dividends.^ 

That  the  company  is  able  to  carry  all  of  these  unprofitable  in- 
vestments and  nev(*rtheless  pay  dividend-s  of  9  per  cent  upon  its 
stock  and  add  another  9  per  cent  to  surplus^  shows  what  subway 
and  elevated  roads  in  the  heart  of  New  York  City  will  accomplish 
when  managed  in  accordance  with  profit-making  ideals. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  has  followed  the  policy  of  re- 
quiring the  company  to  furnish  service  to  the  full  extent  of  its 
facilities  and  to  improve  the  facilities  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for 
a  regulating  body  to  require  such  improvements.     The  Commis-

0lii  the  fiscal  year  1909  the  net  ^divisible)  profits  amounted  to  $4,589,823  or  13  per  cent 
on  the  stock  ($35,000,000),  but  in  the  current  fiscal  vear  the  company  is  earning  at  the  rate 
of  18  per  cent,  while  dividends  remain  at  the  rate  of  9  per  cent. 
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sion  will  not  admit  that  any  reasonable  excuse  exists  for  the  com- 
pany's failure  to  furnish  a  seat  to  every  passenger  during  the  non- 
rush  hours  and  has  made  orders  accordingly ;  so  far  as  the  rush- 
hour  traffic  is  concerned,  the  Commission  has  gone  so  far  as  to 
require  the  company  to  alter  its  cars  by  the  installation  of  side 
doors.  To  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  subway  during  rush  hours 
the  Commission  is  now  lengthening  the  station  platforms  so  as 
to  permit  the  addition  of  two  cars  to  each  express  train  (eight 
ears).  But  the  present  subway  is  inadequate  to  handle  the  rush- 
hour  traffic,  and  the  lessee  has  shown  no  disposition  to  build  ad- 
ditional facilities  on  terms  that  the  city  authorities  could  approve. 
As  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  no  authority  to  require 
the  lessee  to  build  more  subways,  the  crowding  will  continue  until 
such  subways  are  built  by  the  city  itself. 

While  the  profits  of  the  subway  have  been  so  ample  as  to  leave 
no  ground  for  questioning  the  exercise  of  the  Commission's  regu- 
latory powers  in  the  matter  of  ordering  additional  service  that 
would  lead  to  a  special  inquiry  or  investigation  of  the  precise  cost 
of  transportation  in  the  case  of  the  subway,  the  facts  are  so 
clear  that  it  is  worth  while  to  set  them  forth  briefly  in  a  form 
that  will  render  them  useful  in  discussions  of  the  cost  of  pas- 
senger service  on  a  rapid  transit  railway.  It  is  frequently  stated 
that  the  street  railway  business  must  inevitably  be  unprofitable  in 
a  city,  where  by  means  of  transfers  a  passenger  can  ride  for  a 
half  a  day  or  a  day  for  a  nickel.  The  possibilities  of  such  travel 
on  the  surface  cars  have  l>eon  sufficiently  exploited  of  late,  and 
while  the  subwav  does  not  issue  transfer  tickets  it  is  of  course 
entirely  possible  for  a  passenger  to  avail  hlms<'lf  of  the  transfer 
facilities  at  express  stations  so  as  to  ride  indefinitely  on  subway 
trains.  The  extreme  length  of  a  possible  single  journey  in  one 
direction  on  the  subway  is  I71i>  miles,  but  few  passengers  ride 
the  full  distance,  and  the  only  bearing  that  the  length  of  the  route 
can  have  upon  the  rate  of  fare  is  its  indirect  influence  upon  the 
(ivcraga  ride.  In  the  case  of  the  subway  it  is  possible  to  determine 
Avith  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy  the  average  length  of  each  pas- 
senger's journey  and  thus  ascertain  the  cost  per  passenger  mile. 
We  can  consequently  ascertain  how  far  a  five-cent  fare  will  carry 
a  passenger  on  the  subway  without  loss  to  the  operating  company. 
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Fi'om  the  computations  described  elsewhere  in  this  analysis  it 
appears  that  the  aggregate  number  of  miles  ridden  by  238,000,000 
jiassengers  in  the  subway  in  the  fiscal  year  1909  was  approxi- 
mately 1,200,000,000,  the  average  distance  ridden  on  each  five- 
cent  fare  having  been  5.1  miles.  The  cost  per  passenger  mile, 
including  a  0  per  cent  return  on  the  operator's  investment,  may 
be  stated  as  follows :

On  a  five-cent  fare  basis,  the  company  can  therefore  carry  a 
passenger  7%  miles  and  obtain  a  return  of  6  per  cent  upon  its 
investment.  Every  passenger  carried  more  than  7%  niiles  cuts 
into  the  6  per  cent  return  on  the  investment  and  every  passenger 
carried  less*  than  7Va  miles  adds  to  its  profits  above  the  6  per  cent 
return.  As  the  average  ride  is  only  5.1  miles,  the  profits  are  as 
already  shown  much  larger  than  6  per  cent. 

This  low  cost  of  transportation  is  largely  due  to  the  method  of 
financing  the  subway's  construction  by  means  of  the  city's  credit 
and  the  attending  publicity  and  control  of  the  capital  accounts. 
Comparison  of  municipal  rapid  transit  railroad  and  the  Man- 
hattan (elevated)  Railway  operated  by  the  same  company  shows 
that  while  the  operating  income  is  as  large  as  that  from  the 
elevated  lines,  the  fixed  charges  are  less  than  $4,000,000,  whereas 
the  rent  paid  for  the  elevated  roads  aggregates  $5,840,444  per 
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amiiiin.  This  rent  includes  a  7  per  cent  dividend  on  the  Man- 
hattan capital  stock  as  well  as  interest  on  its  funded  debt.  Al- 
though this  debt  bears  the  unusually  low  rate  of  interest  of  4  per 
cent,  that  rate  is  still  in  excess  of  the  interest  rate  on  bonds 
issued  by  the  city  for  subway  construction,  most  of  which  were 
Sy2  per  cent  securities.  The  following  table  shows  the  average 
rates  of  interest  paid  by  the  city  upon  these  s<^curities:

When  the  premiums  are  included  in  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds 
($51,912,286.33)  it  appears  that  the  city  pays  only  3.4  for  the 
use  of  the  money  that  enabled  it  to  construct  the  subway. 

While  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  expresses  the  city's  liabilities 
in  the  matter  of  subway  construction  and  fixes  the  rental  charge 
upon  the  operation  of  the  subway,  it  does  not  represent  the  city's 
investment,  which  includes  nearly  $2,000,000  realized  in  pre- 
miums. To  ascertain  the  total  return  upon  the  investment  in  the 
subway,  it  is  necessary  to  compare  the  profits  with  the  sum  of 
the  city's  disbursements  for  construction  and  the  lessee  company's 
expenditures  for  equipment,  thus:

The  return  upon  the  total  investment  of  $78,812,516.73  at  the 
end  of  the  year  is  thus  found  to  be  9.6  per  cent,  or  nearly  10  per 
cent  if  account  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  the  average  investment 
during  the  year  was  a  smaller  amount  than  the  investment  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

If,  instead  of  the  cast  of  equipment,  there  be  taken  the  figures 
as  to  "  Capital  invested  "  which  the  lessee  reports  to  the  comp- 
troller ($38,310,433.05  on  June  30,  1909),  the  aggregate  invest- 
ment at  the  close  of  the  year  would  be  $90,235,009.12,  and  the 
rate  of  return  thereon  8.4  per  cent.  When  money  can  be  bor- 
rowed at  3.4  per  cent,  as  in  the  case  of  the  city,  or  at  5  per  cent, 
in  the  case  of  the  average  corporation,  there  is  thus  apparently  a 
suiHcient  margin  of  profit  to  insure  the  risk,  even  after  allowing 
for  $1,500,000  of  taxes  that  the  subway  would  pay  if  it  were  taxed 
as  heavily  as  the  elevated  roads  are  taxed. 

The  above-mentioned  profits  may  be  subject  to  some  deduction 
for  depreciation  on  the  equipment,  but  such  deduction  would 
probably  be  small.  At  any  rate,  the  company  has  given  the  ques- 
tion of  depreciation  careful  consideration  for  the  purpose  of  filing 
a  rule  of  amortization  in  conformity  with  the  accounting  require- 
ments of  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  determining  the 
amount  that  it  deems  necessary  to  absorb  in  operating  expenses 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  property,  including  both  current  mainte- 
nance and  deferred  maintenance,  as  well  as  deterioration  growing 
out  of  obsolescence,  etc.  The  company's  rule,  which  became 
effective  July  1,  1909,  provides  for  a  charge  for  combined  main- 
tenance and  depreciation  that  is  very  little  in  excess  of  the  former 
charge  for  maintenance  alone. 

EMPLOYEES  AIH)  WAGES. 

The  total  number  of  employees  as  reported  for  June  30,  1909 
(Table  XII),  is  approximately  37,000.  The  figures  given  in 
Table  XII  evidently  represent  the  number  on  the  pay-roll,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  Third  Avenue  lines  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx. 
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These  companies  report  a  computed  figure  based  on  the  amount  of 
work  done  and  representing  the  number  of  em2)loyees  working  full 
time  that  would  be  needed  to  accomplish  the  work.  The  numlK-r 
employed  June  30,  lOOfl),  is  approximately  4,000  h^s  than  the 
number  reported  for  June  30,  1908. 

Over  90  per  cent  of  total  force  are  employed  by  the  larger  com- 
panies, the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit,  the  ^letropolitan  lines,  the 
Tnterborough  Rapid  Transit,  and  the  Third  Avenue  lines,  in  the 
order  named.  The  following  summary  of  Table  XII  indicates 
the  distribution  of  the  force  on  June  30,  in  1909,  and  the  total 
number  on  June  30,  1908.  The  figures  for  1908  have  been  cor- 
rected according  to  the  returns  in  the  last  annual  reports  giving 
the  number  on  June  30,  1008 :

The  largest  occupations  in  the  street  railway  business  in  the 
order  of  their  numerical  importance  are  those  of  motormen  (in- 
cluding horse  car  drivers  and  gripraen),  7,094,  conductors,  6,757, 
roadmen  and  trackmen,  3,816,  guards,  2,949,  and  ticket  agents, 
1,168.  These  five  occupations  give  employment  to  more  than  50 
per  cent  of  the  total  force.  Switchmen,  flagmen,  and  yardmen, 
gatemen  and  platfonn-men,  carpenters,  and  station  porters  and 
watchmen  are  the  occupations  that  follow  in  numerical  import- 
ance, and  constitute  over  10  per  cent  of  the  force.  The  mass  of 
employees  here  enumerated,  and  many  of  the  remaining  employees 
are  thus  engaged  in  work  that  requires  little  skill  and  training  — 
a  factor  that  reflects  itself  in  earnings,  as  will  appear  from  other 
tables.

Wages  and  Salaries. 

The  total  amount  reported  as  paid  out  in  wages  and  salaries  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1909,  is  a  little  over  $26,000,000.  (This 
figure  includes  over  $500,000  estimated  as  paid  in  wages  and 
salaries  by  the  receiver  of  the  Xew  York  City  Railway  Company, 
from  w^liom  the  data  were  not  available).  Of  the  entire  amount 
paid,  officers  received  $8'80,0OO,  or  over  3  per  cent  of  the  total, 
and  the  office  staff  $1,814,000,  or  nearly  7  per  cent.  The  other 
employees  received  approximately  $^3,350,000,  or  about  90  per 
cent  of  the  total.

In  Table  XII  B,  and  in  the  above  summary,  the  total  amount 
paid  out  in  wages  and  salaries  is  shown,  and  likewise  the  number 
of  employees  as  of  June  30,  1909.  The  number  of  employees  here 
given  cannot  be  used  as  the  divisor  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at 
average  yearly  or  weekly  earnings.  Thus  the  number  of  officers 
is  too  large,  containing  as  it  does  duplications  to  the  extent  that 
the  same  officers  serve  more  than  one  company.  Employees 
grouped  under  the  heading  of  office  staff  are  not  homogeneous. 
While  the  great  majority  are  the  clerical  help,  there  are  included 
here  on  the  one  hand  higher  paid  men,  like  physicians,  engineers, 
attorneys,  and  on  the  other,  porters  and  messengers.

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As  regards  the  other  employees,  the  figures  represent  the  number 
on  the  pay-roll,  exce})t  in  the  case  of  the  Third  avenue  companies.  As 
such  they  are  evidently  larger  than  the  average  number.  Moreover, 
the  number  at  one  period  may  not  be  representative  of  the  average 
force  for  the  year.  The  figures  for  the  Third  avenue  lines  repre- 
sent the  number  working  full  time  that  would  be  needed,  and  are 
therefore  too  small.  The  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  and  the  Inter- 
borough  Companies  reported  also  the  average  number  on  the 
weekly  pay-rolls,  and  these  data,  together  with  computations  as 
to  yearly  earnings,  are  shown  in  separate  tables  for  these  com- 
panies (see  Tables  XII  E  and  F).  For  the  other  companies  no 
satisfactory  average  could  be  computed. 

The  total  amount  paid  out  in  wages  and  salaries  is  equal  to 
over  60  per  cent  of  the  total  operating  expenses  for  the  year 
($42,778,%9.53.  See  Table  XVI  A).  However,  not  all  paid^out 
in  wages  and  salaries  is  charged  to  operation,  part  being  included 
under  construction. 

Comparison  with  1907-8  cannot  be  made  with  accuracy  or  com- 
pleteness. Complete  data  for  the  ifetropolitan  and  Third  Avenue 
lines  for  1907-8  are  wanting. 

From  the  figures  reported  by  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany it  appears  that  the  amount  paid  out  in  wages  and  salaries  is 
over  $600,000  less  for  1908-9  than  for  1907-8.  The  Interborough 
Rapid  Transit  reports  an  increase  of  over  $150,000.  Of  the  minor 
companies  those  of  Queens  and  Brooklyn  report  decreases,  and 
the  Richmond  companies  an  increase. 

Honrly  Bates  of  Motormen,  Conductors  and  Onards. 

For  motormen,  conductors,  and  guards,  the  statistics  for  hourly 
rates  and  other  data  can  be  shown  in  detail.  In  Table  XII  C  are 
given  the  hourly  rates  paid,  the  number  receiving  each  specified 
rate,  and  the  average  rate  received  by  the  conductors  or  motormen 
as  a  class.  The  weighted  average  is  used  here,  each  rate  being 
weighted  by  the  number  of  employees  receiving  it.  The  number 
reported  is  for  June  30,  1909,  but  as  reported  in  this  connection  by 
the  companies  it  is  not  always  the  same  as  that  shown  in  Table 
XII  A. 
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Tho  followins;  is  a  suniiiiarv  of  this  information  for  motormen:

The  chief  feature  in  the  table  alx)ve  is  the  difference  in  rates 
paid  to  motormen  on  the  surface  lines  as  compared  with  those  on 
the  elevated  or  subway.  Striking,  also,  is  the  difference  in  rates  as 
between  the  different  boroughs. 

As  the  ac<;ompanying  table  sliows,  the  average  of  the  hourly 
rates  received  by  the  men  on  the  elevated  and  subway  lines  of  the 
Tnterborough  was  nearly  »i5  cents,  as  compared  with  24.48  for 
motormen  on  the  electric  surface  cars  of  Manhattan,  and  23.01 
cents  in  The  Bronx  —  a  difference  of  more  than  10  cents.  On  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  the  average  rates  are  respectively  29.48 
cents  and  21.34,  or  a  difference  of  over  eight  cents.  As  compared 
with  the  motormen  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  elevated  sys- 
tem, those  on  the  Tnterborough  earn  over  five  cents  more  per  hour. 
Motormen  on  the  elevated  and  subway  lines  are  among  the  best 
paid  workers  in  the  street  railway  business,  and  their  work  is 
steady. 

The  highest  rates  on  the  electric  surface  cars  are  paid  in  Man- 
hattan, where  the  average  hourly  rate  is  24Vi»  cents.  The  Bronx 
lines  and  the  Coney  Island  &  Brooklyn  pay  on  the  average  IY2  cents 
less  —  23  cents  being  the  average  rate.     In  the  case  of  the  Coney

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Island  and  Brooklyn  this  is  the  rate  fixed  by  the  union.  On  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  the  motormen  on  the  surface  lines 
receive  an  average  of  21%  cents  or  over  eight  cents  less  than  its 
elevated  employees.  The  average  rate  is  more  than  three  cents 
below  that  in  Manhattan.  The  lowest  average  rates  are  found  in 
Queens,  20-!/^,  and  in  Richmond  a  little  over  18^4  cents.  Thus, 
for  motormen  on  the  street  railways  of  New  York  there  is  a  varia- 
tion in  the  average  rates  of  almost  six  cents.  The  borough  varia- 
tion probably  accords  somewhat  with  the  differences  in  the  cost  of 
living  in  the  different  sections  of  New  York.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  difference  in  the  rates  as  paid  by  the  Coney  Island  and  Brook- 
lyn and  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  is  apparently  due  to  the 
influence  of  the  labor  union. 

The  horse  car  drivers  receive  only  20  cents  per  hour  —  their 
rate  being  4^2  cents  less  than  that  paid  on  the  average  to  motormen. 

Motormen,  conductors  and  guards  do  not  receive  a  flat  rate,  but 
one  that  varies  with  length  of  service,  modified  further  in 
case  of  some  companies  by  a  merit  system.  The  important  excep- 
tion here  is  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn.  The  rates  paid  in 
relation  to  the  length  of  service  arc  shown  in  Table  XII  D.  On 
the  Interborough  elevated  and  subway  systems,  and  likewise  on 
the  Hudson  and  Manhattan,  the  initial  rate  paid  is  30  cents;  after 
the  first  year's  service  the  rate  paid  is  35  cents  (on  the  Hudson  and 
Manhattan  tafter  six  months).  On  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
svstem  the  initial  rate  is  25  cents :  after  the  first  vear  30  cents  is 
paid ;  the  difference  between  the  rates  of  pay  on  the  two  systems  is 
thus  at  the  inaximmn  and  the  minimum  points  five  cents.  There 
is  a  slightly  lai^or  difference  in  the  average  rate  received  by  their 
i'mi>loyees  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  employees  in 
their  first  year  of  service  is  gi'eater  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
system  than  on  the  Interborough. 

The  rates  paid  on  the  surface  lines  vary  even  more  than  those  on 
the  elevated.  Thus  in  Manhattan  the  initial  rate  is  22^^  cents, 
the  maximum  is  27^2  cents.  The  initial  rate  is  for  the  first  year 
of  service.  In  the  secfmd  year  23V2  cents  is  paid.  Beginning  with 
the  third -year  24^2  cents  is  paid,  for  the  next  three  years  of  service 
on  the  Metropolitan  lines,  and  for  the  next  two  years  on  the  Third 
Avenue  lines.  Thereafter  the  rate  is  26(  cents.  On  the  Metro- 
politan lines  a  higher  rate  is  paid  to  motormen  on  pay  as  you  enter 
cars —  the  initial  rate  is  here  24  cents,  the  highest  rate  27V^  cents. 
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In  The  Bronx  the  initial  rate  is  21  cents,  and  after  the  first  year 
the  rate  is  increased  to  24  cents.  On  the  'Coney  Island  and  Brook- 
lyn there  is  but  one  rate  —  23  cents.  On  the  Brooklyn  Hapid 
Transit  surface  lines  20  cents  is  the  initial  rate.  For  the 
second  and  third  years,  the  increase  is  one  cent,  for  the  next  years 
the  increase  is  an  additional  cent.  After  the  fifth  year  23  cents 
is  paid.  Thus  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  promotion  is  slower, 
and  the  increase  over  the  initial  rate  is  not  as  high.  On  the  Queens 
lines  the  IfTew  York  &  Queens  starts  its  men  at  20  cents.  After 
the  second  year  there  is  an  increase  of  one  cent,  and  the  maximum 
is  22  cents.    The  other  lines  report  a  flat  rate  of  2*0  or  21  cents. 

In  Richmond  17Mj  cents  is  paid  the  first  year,  and  2'0  cents 
thereafter. 

The  following  summary  shows  in  comparable  form  for  motor- 
men  and  conductors  the  number  receiving  the  lowest  rate,  the  per 
cent  which  they  constitute  of  the  total  force  of  conductors  or  motor- 
men,  and  the  comparative  rates  of  the  two  classes  of  employees. 
The  lowesit  rate  is  almost  always  the  same  as  the  rate  to  employees 
in  the  first  vear  of  service :

Thus  the  weighted  average 
of  rates  on  both  elevated  and  surface  lines  is  21,12  cents,  the  average  earnings  for  the  year 
21.30  cents. 
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Differences  in  rates  paid  on  the  different  lines  evidently  affect 
the  steadiness  of  the  labor  force.  .  Thus,  the  Interborough  system 
with  higher  rates  has  a  smaller  per  cent  of  motormen  in  the  first 
year  of  service  (5  per  cent)  than  the  elevated  lines  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Rapid  Transit  (10  per  cent). 

In  the  same  way,  while  on  the  Manhattan  surface  lines  (electric) 
a  little  over  one-fourth  of  their  motormen  have  been  with  the  com- 
pany less  than  one  year,  the  number  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Tran- 
sit system  is  over  40  per  cent  of  all  their  motormen. 

For  The  Bronx  companies,  where  the  initial  rate  is  higher  than 
on  the  BrookljTi  Rapid  Transit,  and  where  promotion  comes 
earlier,  and  a  higher  rate  may  be  reached,  the  per  cent  of  the  first 
year  men  is  intermediate  between  that  on  the  Manhattan  and  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  lines.  In  Richmond,  where  the  first  year 
rate  is  so  much  lower  than  elsewhere,  the  per  cent  of  one  year  men 
is  highest  —  55  per  cent. 

For  the  Queens  roads  the  number  of  one  year  men  is  not  shown, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  some  companies  pay  a  flat  rate.  The  number 
of  motormen  who  have  been  with  the  New  York  and  Queens 
County  less  than  two  years  is  over  50  per  cent  as  compared  with 
43.5  on  the  Manhattan  lines;  the  number  in  service  less  than  three 
years  is  85  per  cent  as  compared  with  55  per  cent  for  the  Brook- 
lyn Rapid  Transit. 

In  summary,  the  largest  number  of  motormen  in  Manhattan  get 
24Mi  cents  per  hour  or  over,  on  the  basis  of  10  hours  al>out  $2.50 
|>er  day  or  more.  In  The  Bronx  most  of  them  receive  24  cents  per 
hour,  or  $2.40.  Outside  of  Maiiliattan  and  The  Bronx  the  mass  of 
motormen  earn  little  over  20  cents  per  hour  or  $2  per  day,  and  in 
Richmond  most  of  them  receive  only  17^2  cents  per  hour  or  $1.75 
per  day. 

Conductor's  receive  far  lower  rates  than  motormen  on  the  ele- 
vated and  subway  lines.  On  the  surface  lines  the  hourly  rates  are 
different  only  cm  the  Manhattan  roads,  where  the  difference  is  from 
1  to  IY2  cents.  Even  where  the  same  rates  are  paid,  however,  the 
average  hourly  earnings  of  conductors  as  a  whole  are  considerably 
lower.     This  is  clue  to  the  larger  number  of  conductors  who  have 
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been  in  service  but  a  short  time  and  therefore  receive  a  lower  rate 
of  compensation. 

The  average  rates  for  conductors  and  motormen,  and  the  per 
cent  in  their  first  year  of  service  have  been  shown  in  the  foregoing 
summary.     The  following  table  gives  the  range  of  hourly  rates:

As  in  the  case  of  motormen,  here  too  the  rates  vary  for  the  dif- 
ferent boroughs.  The  highest  average  rate  is  received  on  the 
Interborough  Rapid  Transit  —  about  1%  cents  more  than  the 
average  earned  by  the  elevated  conductors  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit.  (See  previous  summary.)  The  rates  paid  for  different 
terms  of  service  are  uniformly  higher. 

On  the  surface  !ines  the  highest  rate  is  on  the  Coney  Island  and 
Brooklyn,  where  a  flat  rate  of  23  cents  is  paid.  The  Manhattan 
lines  pay  froui  211^  cents  to  2V/2  cents,  and  on  the  pay  -as  you 
enter  cars  as  high  as  20  cents.  While  the  difference  in  rates  as 
compared  with  those  of  motonneu  is  only  1  to  IM2  cents,  the  differ- 
ence in  the  average  rates  received  is  1%.  This  is  due  to  the  much 
larger  per  cent  of  conductors  who  have  been  in  the  service  less  than 
one  year — 52  per  cent  as  compared  with  28  per  cent  for  motormcn. 
There  are  thus  fewer  conductors  in  the  service  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  higher  rates.

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In  The  Bronx  the  rates  paid  are  the  same  for  motormen  and  con- 
ductors. The  average  rates  received  by  conductors  are  over  one 
cent  less.  Here  the  per  cent  of  conductors  less  than  one  year  in 
service  is  more  than  double  the  per  cent  of  motormen. 

For  the  Brooklyn  Eapid  Transit  Company  the  same  rates  are 
paid  to  conductors  and  motormen.  From  the  average  hourly  earn- 
ings reported  for  the  year  (Table  XII  F)  it  is  evident  that  earn- 
ings on  the  surface  lines  are  lower  by  nearly  one-half  cent  per 
hour.  Elevated  conductors  receive  the  same  rates  as  those  on  the 
surface  line,  but  the  former  evidently  represent  those  who  have 
been  longest  in  the  company's  service.  From  Table  XII  F  it 
appears  that  the  average  hourly  earnings  for  the  year  are  nearly 
one  cent  higher  than  those  of  the  surface  conductors.  Here,  too, 
the  per  cent  of  conductors  who  have  been  employed  less  than  one 
year  is  greater  than  thiat  of  motormen. 

Differen<;es  in  earnings  as  between  conductors  and  motormen  ' 
appear  also  on  the  Queens  and  Richmond  lines. 

Taking  the  average  of  the  rates  received  by  the  conductors  in 
Manhattan,  22;72  cents,  .as  the  sitandard  for  comparison,  conductors 
in  The  Bronx  receive  an  average  of  almost  one  cent  less,  those  on- 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  surface  lines  of  over  1^/^  cents  l6ss, 
those  in  Queens  2V2  cents  less,  those  in  Richmond  nearly  4%  cent* 
leas.  Conductors  on  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  receive-  28 
cents,  or  nearly  two  cents  more  than  the  average  on  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  system.  The  rate  is  evidently  due  to  the  union  of 
these  men. 

Conductors  on  horse  cars  in  Manhattan  receive  uniformly  20 
cents  per  hour. 

In  summary,  the  average  rate  for  all  conductors  in  New  York 
City  is  21,9  cents  per  hour.  One-half  receive  less  than  22  cents 
per  hour,  and  a  little  over  one  per  cent  receive  in  excess  of  25 
cents  per  hour.  Assuming  a  10-hour  day,  the  rates  of  97  per  cent, 
would  fall  between  $2  and  $2.50,  with  over  50  per  cent  earning 
less  than  $2.20  per  day. 

Guards  receive  lower  rates  than  the  conductors.  Their  average 
hourly  rate  is  nearly  two  cents  less.     The  rates  and  averages  are 
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shown  in  the  following  summary,  and  further  details  in  Table 
XII  C  and  D :

The  initial  rate  paid  to  first  year  men  is  18  cents  per  hour  on 
the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit.  The  maximum  rate,  paid  after 
the  second  year,  is  20  cents.  The  -average  rate  received  is  19.35 
cents,  which  is  4^/^  cents  less  than  the  average  rate  for  conductors. 
The  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  pays  an  initial  rate  of  17^/^  cents  to 
its  first  year  men.  •  Its  maximum  rate  is  the  same  as  for  the  Inter- 
borough, but  it  is  not  paid  until  after  the  fifth  year.  The  average 
rate  received  by  the  men  is  17.92  cents  per  hour.  This  is  4  cents 
less  than  the  average  hourly  earnings  for  the  year,  for  elevated 
conductors.  As  compared  with  the  rate  of  the  Interborough,  that 
received  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  is  nearly  IV^  cents  less. 

These  differences  are  largely  due  to  the  comparative  length  of 
service  of  the  guards  on  the  two  systems  and  the  earlier  increase 
in  pay  with  increased  years  of  employment.  Thus,  in  the  case  of 
the  Interborough  20  per  cent  of  the  men  have  been  with  the  com- 
pany less  than  one  year;  in  the  case  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
the  number  is  equal  to  70  per  cent.  As  we  have  seen,  the  Inter- 
borough pays  its  maximum  rate  after  the  second  year,  while  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid,  Transit  not  until  after  the  fifth  year.  As  con- 
trasted with  the  conductors,  the  force  of  guards  is  made  up  to  a 
much  larger  extent  of  new  men.  Thus,  on  the  Interborough  le<5S 
than  12  per  cent  of  the  conductors  and  only  5  per  cent  of  the 
motormen  are  first  year  employees.  On  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Tran- 
sit the  situation  is  probably  similar. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  there  has  evidently  been  no  change 
in  th^  rates  of  compensation  for  motormen,  conductors  and  guards. 
The  rates  reported  as  paid  on  June  30,  1909,  are  the  same  as  those 
reported  for  June  30,  1908. 
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Average  Number  of  Employees  and  Yearly  Earnings,  Interborongh 

Bapid  Tranut,  1907-8  and  1908-9. 

For  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  data  are  avail- 
able for  a  comparison  of  the  number  of  employees  and  yearly  earn- 
ings for  1907-8  and  1908-9,  according  to  occupations.  The  data, 
together  with  computations  for  average  earnings,  ore  shown  in 
Table  XII  E.  The  average  number  of  employees  as  reported  by 
the  company  represents  an  average  of  the  numbers  appearing  on 
the  weekly  pay-roll.  The  number  on  the  weekly  pay-roll  is 
obviously  higher  for  some  occupations  than  the  average  number 
during  the  week,  owing  to  the  inclusion  of  such  as  have  worked 
only  a  short  time.  The  average  here  used  is  thus  somewhat  too 
high,  particularly  in  occupations  in  which  the  employees  are  shift- 
ing. The  effect  would  be  to  make  the  average  earnings  per  year 
and  per  week  somewhat  too  low. 

In  the  accompanying  table  the  information  for  the  Interborough 
Kapid  Transit  Company  is  summarized.  The  data  are  shown  sepa- 
rately for  the  entire  force  and  for  the  employees,  excluding  offi- 
cers, and  the  office  staff.  As  the  office  staff  is  not  homogeneous 
from  the  point  of  view  of  work  and  compensation,  and  the  details 
are  not  shown  by  occupation,  it  is  better  to  ignore  the  office  staff 
for  most  purposes  in  making  comparisons :

The  average  number  of  employees  (office  staff  excluded)  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  increased  by  a  trifle  over  2^  per

cent.  The  total  compensation  increased  by  a  little  more  than 
3  per  cent.  There  was  thus  no  increase  to  speak  of  in  average 
earnings  for  the  year.  The  average  compensation  was  $69'2  for 
the  year  1908^9,  as  compared  with  $689  for  the  year  before  — 
an  increase  of  less  than  one-half  of  1  per  cent.  The  average 
weekly  compensation  on  this  basis  would  thus  be  over  $13.  In 
this  connection,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  of  the  occu- 
pations require  work  seven  days  in  the  week. 

For  officers  and  the  office  staff  (the  latter  is  chiefly  clerical)  the 
increase  has  been  considerable.  The  total  compensation  has 
increased  over  9  per  cent  —  the  average  number  has  increased  less 
than  1  per  cent,  leaving  the  increase  in  compensation  over  8  per 
cent —  from  $1,447  to  $1,569  per  year. 

For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1909,  the  compensation  of  the 
fifteen  officers  was  $265,215  or  an  average  of  $17,681.  The  rest 
of  the  office  staff,  numbering  443,  received  $453,601,  or  an  average 
of  $1,024  for  the  year. 

The  following  brief  summary  shows  the  average  annual  earn- 
ings for  the  leading  occupations  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
number  of  employees  involved.  For  1909  the  average  weekly 
earnings  are  also  computed  by  dividing  the  average  yearly  earn- 
ings by  fifty-two.  For  motormen,  guards  and  conductors,  the  aver- 
age hours  of  work  are  calculated  by  dividing  the  average  weekly 
earnings  by  the  average  hourly  rates  shown  in  Table  XII  0:

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The  above  summary  embraces  over  two-thirds  of  the  entire  force 
and  is  representative  of  conditions  for  the  force  as  a  whole.  This 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  average  earnings  for  the  specified 
occupations  are  nearly  the  same  as  for  all  occupations. 

Motormen  earn  most,  with  the  exception  of  the  engineers  in  the 
power-house.  These  two  classes  alone  earn  in  excess  of  $1,000 
per  year.  The  employment  of  motormen  is  steady.  On  the  basis 
of  a  ten-hour  day,  and  their  average  hourly  compensation,  they 
would  have  on  the  average  33^2  days'  employment  in  the  year. 
Gatemen  and  platform  men,  station  porters  and  watchmen  earn 
the  lowest  amounts.  Within  the  range  of  annual  earnings  here 
given  are  found  the  employees  in  practically  all  occupations  as 
shown  in  detail  in  Table  XII  E.  On  the  whole  there  has  been  no 
increase  in  average  earnings.  The  increase  in  the  case  of  the  con- 
ductors is  due  evidently  (1)  to  the  automatic  increase  in  hourly 
rates  which  these  employees  receive  with  increased  years  of  service, 
and  (2)  to  steadier  work.  Thus  the  average  hourly  rate  which  had 
been  23.31  June  30,  1908,  automatically  increased  to  23.85  cents 
per  hour,  or  over  one-half  cent  per  hour,  and  the  average  days  of 
employment  on  an  assumed  ten-hour  day  basis  had  risen  from 
333  to  347  days.  The  greater  steadiness  of  work*  is  apparent  in 
the  decline  of  the  number  of  conductors  who  had  been  with  the 
company  less  than  one  year  from  29  per  cent  to  12  per  cent. 

The  hours  of  work  per  week  are  high,  66.5  for  conductors,  nearly 
64  for  motormen,  and  58  for  guards.  The  fewer  hours  for 
guards  are  probably  due  to  less  steady  employment.  Of  course 
these  hours  are  spread  over  a  seven-day  week.  As  these  are  aver- 
age hours  it  is  evident  that  part  of  the  force  have  still  longer  hours. 

Average  Number  of  Emplayees,  Yearly,  "Weekly  and  Haurly  Earn- 
ings, and  Average  Hours  Per  Week,  Brooklyn  Sapid  Transit 
System. 

From  the  returns  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  system  there 
is  available  the  same  information  as  for  the  Interborough  Rapid 
Transit  on  yearly  earnings,  and  the  average  number  of  employees, 
and,  in  addition,  the  average  hourly  earnings  for  the  year.     The 
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data  are  given  separately  for  each  occupation.  The  returns  for 
the  various  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  companies  have  been  com- 
bined in  Table  XII  F  and  brief  summaries  follow. 

The  total  amount  reported  as  paid  out  in  wages  and  salaries  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1908,  is  $8,002,16».26.  Below  is  shown 
the  average  number  of  officers,  office  staff,  and  other  employees, 
together  with  their  average  yearly  earnings:

The  average  earnings  for  1908-9  for  employees  other  than  offi- 
cers and  the  office  s-taff  is  $654,  or  $12.58  per  week. 

The  office  staff,  clerical,  except  as  to  some  janitors,  watchmen, 
messengers,  etc.,  earn  on  an  average  $842  per  year.  This  includes, 
however,  such  diverse  average  earnings  as  a  little  over  $1,000  for 
men  as  clerks  and  bookkeepers,  and  $359  for  women  under  the 
same  head. 

For  27  officers  the  average  yearly  earnings  are  $8,730.  Of  these, 
however,  four  receive  $96,375,  or  an  average  of  over  $24,000  each. 

In  the  following  summary  there  are  shown  for  leading  occupa- 
tions (exclusive  of  the  office  staff),  the  number  of  employees  on 
June  30,  1909,  the  average  number  for  the  year,  and  the  average 
earnings  per  hour,  per  year,  and  per  week.  In  the  last  column  the 
average  hours  per  week  have  been  computed  by  dividing  the  weekly 
earnings  by  the  hourly  earnings.  The  occupations  here  shown  are 
those  employing  the  largest  number  and,  together,  they  embrace 
three-fourths  of  the  force  (office  staff  included).  The  earnings 
shown  here  cover  very  nearly  the  entire  range  of  hourly  and  yearly 
earnings  for  all  occupations: 
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Earnioffs  and  hours,  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Sjrstem.

From  the  above  summarj  it  appears  that  the  elevated  motor- 
men  are  the  largest  group  with  comparatively  high  earnings. 
Their  average  yearly  earnings  ($987,  or  $19  per  week)  are  ex- 
ceeded only  by  those  of  the  engineers  in  the  power-house,  elec- 
tricians, train  clerks  and  dispatchers,  and  depot  masters  —  occu- 
pations in  none  of  which  the  number  of  employees  is  large.  Their 
hourly  earnings  are  exceeded  only  by  those  of  engineers,  firemen, 
water  tenders  and  electricians  —  that  is  only  in  the  case  of  some 
of  the  employees  in  the  power-house.  On  the  surface  lines  there 
is  a  difference  of  nearly  $1  per  week  between  the  earnings  of 
conductors  and  motormen,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  motormen 
work  more  steadily.  On  the  basis  of  yearly  earnings,  guards 
($9.46  per  week)  and  ticket  agents  ($8.40  per  week)  earn  least 
among  the  larger  class  of  employees.  The  low  earnings  of  guards 
are  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  they  represent  less  steady  workers, 
for  their  average  rates  per  hour  are  higher  than  those  of  switch- 
men, yardmen  and  flagmen.  The  lowest  hourly  rate  paid  to  a 
large  class  of  employees  is  14.39  cents  for  ticket  agents.  These  are 
in  the  main  women.  Still  lower  hourly  rates  are  paid  to  car 
cleaners  and  station  porters. 

a  Exclusive  of  officers  and  office  staff. 
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The  average  hours  of  work  for  the  force  as  a  whole  are  a  little 
over  59.  For  the  different  occupations  -they  vary  from  over  72 
hours  for  inspectors  to  52  hours  for  guards.  Inspectors,  elevated 
motormen,  linemen,  switchmen, .  yardmen  and  flagmen  and  car 
cleaners  work  in  excess  of  60  hours  p^r  week.  The  lowest  average 
hours  are  for  guards,  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  these  em- 
ployees do  not  represent  the  steady  workers.  As  these  figures  are 
for  average  hours,  it  is  evident  that  part  of  the  employees  work 
more  hours.  In  using  these  figures  it  is  necessary  to  remember 
that  the  week  for  many  occupations  means  seven  days  and  not 
six  as  in  other  industries. 

ACCIBENTS. 

Statistics  of  accidents  on  street  railways  are  presented  in  Table 
XI.  These  figures  are  not  so  complete  as  those  published  by  the 
Accident  Bureau,  which  include  also  accidents  on  steam  roads. 
Statistics  of  persons  injured  refer  to  such  as  are  incapacitated 
for  more  than  three  days. 

The  total  number  reported  killed  on  the  street  railways  was 
265.  As  compared  with  the  previous  year  the  number  killed  had 
fallen  off  by  123  or  very  nearly  one- third.  The  decrease  in  fatali- 
ties among  passengers  was  nearly  50  per  cent,  among  outsiders 
nearly  30  per  cent.  Among  the  employees  the  decline  is  smallest, 
and  here  it  is  nearly  one-sixth.

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Numerically  the  largest  reduction  in  fatal  accidents  was  on  the 
Manhattan  surface  lines,  where  the  number  killed  in  1907-8  had 
been  180.  In  190&-9  the  number  was  116  or  64  fewer.  Here  the 
number  of  passengers  killed  was  reduced  by  two-thirds,  the  num- 
ber killed  among  outsiders  diminished  from  140  to  96.  Propor- 
tionately the  reduction  in  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  was  even 
greater  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  lines. 

Of  the  employees  the  largest  number  killed  was  among  motor- 
men,  conductors  and  other  trainmen  — 18  out  of  a  total  of  46.  Al- 
most as  many  trackmen  were  killed  —  9  of  the  16  were  employees 
of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit. 

The  details  for  fatal  and  nonfatal  accidents,  as  reported,  are 
shown  in  Table  XI.  The  returns  for  injuries  are  probably  not  on 
a  uniform  basis  for  all  companies.  The  Long  Island  companies  re- 
ported only  serious  accidents,  and  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn 
evidently  reported  on  a  different  basis  from  the  other  companies. 
Differences  in  the  interpretation  of  what  constitutes  injury  render 
comparison  for  different  companies  of  doubtful  value. 

The  following  summary  indicates  the  number  injured,  distrib- 
uted as  between  passengers,  employees  and  all  others.

While  the  number  of  persons  killed  is  greatest  among  those  who 
are  neither  passengers  nor  employees,  it  is  the  passengers  who 
are  most  commonly  injured.     Thus,  of  28,950  persons  injured. 
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the  passengers  number  19,54?5,  or  over  two-thirds,  employees 
4,465  or  15  per  cent,  and  all  others  4,940  or  17  per  cent.  Natur- 
ally  the  per  cent,  which  outsiders  form  of  the  total  injured  is 
very  small  on  the  elevated  and  subway  lines.  The  higher  rate  on 
the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated  system  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact 
that  to  a  large  extent  it  consists  of  surface  lines.  It  will  be  ob- 
served further  that  outsiders  form  a  larger  proportion  of  the  total 
injured  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx  than  on  the  Brooklyn  Eapid 
Transit  lines. 

In  the  following  summary  is  given  the  ratio  of  passengers  killed 
and  injured  to  the  .average,  daily  number  of  passenger  fares.  The 
average  daily  number  of  passenger  fares  is  the  same  as  the  average 
number  of  single  trips  taken  daily  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The 
ratio  of  the  annual  number  of  accidents  to  the  daily  number  of 
fares  or  trips  measures  the  liability  to  meet  with  accidents  during 
the  year  for  a  person  making  one  trip  daily.  As  most  patrons  of 
the  street  railways  make  a  round  trip  daily,  and  many  use  the  cars 
more  frequently,  the  average  number  of  persons  using  the  street 
railways  is  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of  one-half  of  the  daily 
number  of  fares.  The  likelihood  of  meeting  with  accidents  during 
the  year  is  therefore  for  the  average  patron  of  street  railways 
probably  about  twice  as  great  as  is  indicated  in  the  accompanying 
summary:

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The  ratio  of  passengers  injured  to  100,000  passenger  fares  per 
day  is  lowest  on  the  subway  and  elevated  lines,  301  per  100,000 
for  the  Interborough  and  217  for  the  Brooklyn  Union  Elevated. 
The  ratio  for  the  surface  lines  is  more  than  double,  754  per 
100,000  on  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  surface  lines,  837  in 
Manhattan,  457  in  The  Bronx,  and  405  in  Richmond.  The  rate 
for  the  Queens  lines  is  for  serious  accidents  only.  The  figures  for 
the  Coney  Island  «and  Brooklyn  are  evidently  on  a  different  basis 
from  those  of  the  other  companies. 

For  passengers  killed  the  ratio  is  1.6  per  100,000  on  the  Inter- 
borough and  less  on  the  elevated  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  system.  While  the  ratio  of  passengers  killed  is  greater 
on  the  surface  lines  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  than  on  its 
elevated  lines,  in  Manhattan  it  is  less  on  the  surface  lines  than 
on  the  elevated  and  subway. 

Statistics  of  the  amount  paid  out  during  the  year  for  injuries 
and  damages  are  incomplete  owing  to  the  absence  of  returns  from 
the  receivers  of  the  New  York  City  and  Metropolitan.  Exclud- 
ing the  Metropolitan  lines  the  total  is  in  round  numbers 
$1,500,000.  The  receivers  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway 
Company  report  $277,267  as  expended  for  damages,  exclusive 
of  legal  expenses  and  reserves  for  damages.  It  is  clear  that  the 
amount  paid  for  damages  during  1908-9  was  in  excess  of 
$1,750,000. 

The  amount  charged  to  damages  in  the  operating  accounts  of 
all  companies  except  the  Metropolitan  receivers  is  $1,638,003  and 
for  legal  expenses  connected  therewith  $626,597.  These  figures 
may,  however,  include  also  charges  for  other  damages  than  those 
for  injuries  to  persons.  Adding  to  these  sums  the  amount  charged 
by  the  Metropolitan  receivers  for  two  purposes  combined  ($1,188,- 
359),  the  total  amount  for  damages  and  legal  expenses  connected 
with  damages  was  nearly  $3,500,000  or  somewhat  less  than  in  the 
year  before.

second,  to  connect  Grand  Central  Station  with  the  then  projected  River  Tunnel 
(now  the  completed  Hudson  Tunnel),  terminating  at  or  near  Washington  Square; 
the  line  west  of  Fourth  avenue  being  on  Fourteenth  street  to  Universliy  Place,  and 
south  along  and  under  said  place  to  termini.  The  year  following  the  **  Central

BRIDGE  OPERATING  COlffPANY. 

Contract  Xow  Carried  Out  by  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company. 

Organized  May  21,  1904,  pursuant  to  the  Business  Corporations  Law  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  certificate  of  incorporation  filed  July  29.  1904.  Under  date  of  May 
21,  1904,  the  company  with  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  New  York  City 
Railway  Company  and  the  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  New  York  to  operate  cars  across  the  Williams- 
burg bridge,  wherein  the  Bridge  Operating  Company  agreed  to  operate  cars  on  the 
Surface  tracks  of  the  said  bridge,  charging  passengers  for  a  single  trip  across  the 
said  bridge  not  more  than  three  cents,  or  five  cents  for  two  tickets.  The  cars 
operated  over  the  surface  tracks  of  the  bridge  by  the  Bridge  Operating  Company 
were  to  be  in  addition  to  those  operated  over  such  tracks  by  the  other  parties  to 
the  agreement  except  as  otherwise  agreed  and  apportioned  among  the  said  other 
parties  to  the  agreement,  the  City  of  New  York  requiring  that  sufficient  cars  be 
run  across  the  bridge  to  accommodate  the  traffic  and  that  maximum  fares  be  not 
more  than  those  stated  above. 

On  June  21,  1907,  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company  and  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company  entered  into  an  agreement  wherein  they  agreed  to 
assume  and  faithfully  perform  the  obligations  of  every  nature  imposed  upon  the 
Bridge  Operating  Company  by  the  agreement  of  May  21,  1004,  including  the 
operation  of  the  company's  cars  and  plant,  and  agreed  to  pay  the  stockholders  of 
the  company  six  percentum  per  annum  upon  their  stock.  The  Bridge  Operating 
Company  agreed  on  its  part  to  give  possession  of  all  Its  property,  including^  its 
contracts  to  the  other  two  companies,  and  to  turn  over  all  its  cash  on  band  save 
»  working  fund  of  $10,000. 
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Bridge  Operatiiic  Company. 

Wrltlnfl:  under  date  of  December  21,  1906,  Mr.  Wm.  W.  Ladd.  Receiver  of  the 
New  Tork  City  Railway,  informed  this  Commission  that,  instead  of  the  New  York 
City  Railway  Company  and  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  encniging  In 
the  Joint  operation  of  the  cars  formerly  operated  by  the  Bridge  Operating  Company, 
the  entire  management,  operation  and  control  of  cars  were  left  to  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company  by  the  Now  York  City  Railway  Company.  Such  was  the 
situation  when  he  became  receiver,  although  he  was  not  informed  that  any  agree- 
ment on  the  subject  was  in  writing.  On  June  30,  1909.  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Rail- 
road Company  was,  it  is  said,  carrying  out  the  original  contract  of  the  Bridge 
Operating  Company  with  the  City  of  New  York. 

Stock  control  of -the  company  was  held  jointly  on  June  30,  1909,  by  the  New 
York  City  Railway  Company  and  by  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  each 
of  which  companies  held  $50,000  par  value  of  its  $100,000  par  value  of  capital 
stock.

The  Broadway  and  Seventh  Avenue  Bailroad  Company  was  organized  May  23, 
1864,  under  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  formation  oi  Railroad  Corpo- 
rations," passed  April  2,  1850.  Hie  property  of  the  company  was  leased  to  The 
Houston,  West  Street  and  Pavonia  Ferry  Railroad  Company  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  its  charter  (until  May  23,  2864),  the  latter  company  agreeing  to  pay  all  charges 
and  taxes  of  every  description.  Including  the  funded  debt  of  the  company  when  it 
became  due  and  to  pay  as  a  rental  ten  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  the 
capital  stock.

provides  that  the  voting  power  of  such  securities  shall  be  exercised  by  the  trustee 
in  case  of  default  in  the  interest  payments  of  said  bonds.

BROOKLYN  UNION  ELEVATED  RAILROAD  COMPANT. 

Incorporated  January  30,  1890,  and  is  a  reorganization  of  the  Brooklyn  Elevated 
Railroad  Company,  which  latter  company's  properties  together  with  tnose  of  the 
Union  Elevati'd  Railroad  Company  of  Brooklyn  and  of  the  Sea  Side  and  Brooklyn 
Bridge  Elevated  Railroad  Company  were  sold  under  foreclosure  proceedings  Novem- 
ber 10,  1898.  This  companv  succeeded  to  the  rights  of  the  above-named  corpora- 
tions and  on  May  24,  1900,  the  Kings  County  Elevated  Railroad  Company  was 
merged  with  it.  This  company  has  leased  from  year  to  year  the  property  of  the 
Canarsie  Railroad  Company,  whose  line  it  operates,  paying  as  rental  therefor.  In- 
terest on  all  obligations  outstanding,  taxes  on  property  from  Pitkin  avenue  to 
Canarsie  Landing,  also  on  tracks  and  terminals,  and  all  organization  an^.  other 
charges.

Fi?fANCiAL  Statement  Covbrinq   Operations   for  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1999. 

The  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Company  was  incorporated  on  July  24,  1896,  under  the 
proTisioDs  of  the  Stock  Corporations  Law,  to  take  and  possess  the  property  and 
franchises  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Transportation  Company,  Ltd.  This  latter  company 
was  Incorporated  Octiober  28,  1886,  under  chapter  611  of  the  Laws  of  1876.  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  On  February  7,  1895,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  City  of  New 
York  appointed  Daniel  T.  Hoa^r  receiver  of  all  the  property  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Transportation  Company,  Ltd.,  and  on  July  17,  1895,  said  court  ordered  its  sale, 
which  sale  was  made  on  October  17,  1895,  for  a  consideration  of  $10,460,  to  Ward 
Campbell,  who  subsequently  became  one  of  the  incorporators  and  original  directors 
of  the  new  company.  On  November  3,  1897,  said  Ward  Campbell  transferred  all 
rights,  licenses,  privileges,  franchises  and  properties  acquired  from  the  Receiver 
of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Transportation  Company,  Ltd.,  and  all  properties  and  rights 
acquired  by  subsequent  purchase,  to  the  V^tth  Avenue  Coach  Company,  for  a  con- 
sideration of  $40,000.  The  property  as  purchased  contained  the  right  to  run  or 
drive  stages  from  Eighty-ninth  street  down  Fifth  avenue,  across  Washinsrton  park 
and  along  West  Broadway  «to  the  Bleecker  street  elevated  station  and  return. 
Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  657  of  the  Laws  of  1000,  and  by  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  this  route  has  tx^en  twice  extended,  on  August  2, 
1900.  and  on  February  21,  1901.  ,  .         ^  . 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  provided  that  the  maximum  amount  of  the 
company's  capital  stock  should  be  $300,000,  consisting  of  3.000  shares,  and  all 
shares  should  be  common  stock.  By  a  special  meeting  held  for  that  purpose  on 
September  3,  1897,  the  capital  stock  was  rednced  to  $50,000,  divided  into  600 
shares  of  common  stock,  at  which  amount  it  still  stands.

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ADDENDUM. 

The  books  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  Company  show  the  cost  of  equipping 
the  subway  but  not  the  cost  of  constructing  the  tunnel  or  subway,  which  was  met 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  City  of  New  York.  According  to  the  Auditor 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  the  aggregate  of  approved  vouchers  (and  interest 
charged  to  the  construction  account  without  vouchers)  was  $51,969,538.54  on 
December  31,  1908,  the  middle  of  the  fiscal  year  1909.  In  the  analysis  of  trans- 
portation statistics  preceding  these  abstracts,  several  pages  are  devoted  to  the 
*'  return  on  the  investment  in  the  subway,"  and  figures  therein  given  as  to  cost 
of  construction  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  fiscal  year  are  as  furnished  by  the 
City  Comptroller  and  refer  to  vouchers  paid.

portation on  its  cars  than  a  uniform  rate  of  five  cents.  The  Ueceiver  of  the  Third 
Avenue  Railroad  on  his  part  agrees  (1)  to  issue  transfer  tickets  to  passon^ers  on 
this  company's  cars  and  fine  at  the  same  places  and  in  the  same  way  thnt  they  are 
issued  to  passengers  on  the  cars  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  on  this  company's 
line,  (2)  to  pay  all  taxes  levied  on  this  company's  property  and  franchise,  (3)  to 
maintain  in  good  repair  the  tracks,  substructure  and  appurtenances  of  this  com- 
pany's line,  (4)  to  furnish,  power  to  this  company's  cars  as  well  as  to  those  of  the 
Third  Avenue  Railroad,  (5)  to  house  the  cars  of  this  company  at  its  Amsterdam 
avenue  car  bam,  (6)  to  pay  an  annual  rental  of  .$0,000  per  year  and  (7)  that  each 
party  to  the  agreement  shall  retain  fares  collected  on  Its  own  cars  without  re- 
sponsibilitv  to  the  other  therefor.  It  was  agreed  between  -the  parties  that  either 
party  might  terminate  the  agreement  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  its 
desire  so  to  do,  duly  served  upon  the  other.

property  of  every  kind  used  by  the  lessee  In  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
said  demised  property  (except  such  as  may  have  been  superseded  by  a  change 
of  motive  power  or  other  improvements  made  upon  the  property)  and  all  incre- 
ments thereof  and  additions  thereto  provided  or  made  by  the  lessee,"  and  all  sub-

NEW  YORK  CITY  RAILWAY  COMPAKY. 

(Operated  by  Receiver.) 

Incorporated  November  25,  1901.  as  the  Interurban  Street  Railway  Company,  and 
on  P^ember  9,  1901,  acquired  the  franchise  and  property  of  the  North  Mount 
Vernon  Railway  Company.  Under  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  dated  I)ecember  28,  1903,  the  name  "  Interurban  Street  Railway  Company  ** 
was  changed  to  the  New  York  City  Railway  Company,  such  change  to  take  effect 
on  and  after  February  10,  1904.  The  total  capital  stock  issued  oy  the  company 
was  $13,000,000,  and  the  total  length  of  the  company's  line  owned  was  1.570  miles. 
The  Metropolitan  Securities  Company  subscribed  for  all  this  company's  issue  of 
stock  under  an  agreement  with  the  Interurban  Street  Railway  Company,  dated 
February  14,  1902.  This  company  operated  the  following  lines  either  under  agree- 
ment or  lease  until  receivers  were  appointed  for  the  property  of  the  company  and 
took  possession  of  the  same  September  24,  1907 :  Fort  George  and  Eleventh 
Avenue  Railroad ;  Fulton  Street  Railroad ;  Kingsbrldife  Railway ;  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  Company,  lessee  of;  Bleecker  Street  and  Fulton  Ferry  Railroad; 
Broadway  and  Seventh  Avenue  Railroad ;  Central  Crosstown  Railroad :  Central  Park, 
North  and  East  River  Railroad;  Christopher  and  Tenth  Street  Railroad:  Eighth 
AveiiYM  Railroad ;  Forty-second  Street  and  Grand  Street  Ferry  Railroad ;  New  York 
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and  Harlem  Railroad  (City  Line);  Ninth  Ayenue  Railroad;  Second  Avenue  Rail- 
road; Sixth  Ayenue  Railroad;  Third  Avenue  Railroad;  Twenty-third  Street  Rail- 
way ;  Thirty-fourth  Street  Crosstown  Railroad  Company ;  Twenty-eighth  and  Twenty- 
ninth  Streets  Crosstown  Railroad  Company  (the  latter  company  operated  under 
agreement) . 

Adrian  H.  Joline  and  Douglas  Robinson  began  operation  of  this  company's  line 
and  of  its  leased  lines  on  September  24,  1907,  and  continued  as  such  until  August 
1,  1908,  when  William  W.  tiadd  was  appointed  separate  Receiver  of  the  properties 
of  the  company  by  order  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Souuiem  Dis- 
trict of  New  York,  filed  July  27,  1908,  and  as  such  began  separate  operation  of 
this  company's  own  lin^  on  August  1,  1908.  Such  operation  lasted  for  one  month 
as  the  property,  consisting  of  two  cars,  s  car  barn  out  of  repair  and  the  aforesaid 
track  was  sold  under  foreclosure  by  William  L.  Turner,  referee,  for  $500.  subject 
to  unpaid  taxes,  and  was  subseauently  purchased  by  the  Receiver  of  the  Union 
Railway  of  New  York  City  for  $526.25. 

Btockholders  and  Memhern. —  Total  voting  power  of  all  members  .  of  the  com- 
pany, 130,000,  each  holder  of  $100  par  value  of  capital  stock  having  one  vote ;  the 
Btockholders  were  reported  as  of  July  31,  1908,  as  follows:  H.  H.  Vreeland,  New 
York  City,  $100;  B.  W.  Sayre,  New  York  City,  $499,500;  Metropolitan  Securities 
Company,  New  York  City,  $12,500,000;  Charles  E.  Warren,  Oren  Root,  Jr.,  Frank 
E.  Gannon  and  Richard  R.  Meade,  New  York  City,  $100  each ;  total  votes  cast 
at  the  last  general  election  November  11,  1907,  130,000,  all  of  which  were  cast 
by  D.  B.  Hasbrouck  on  behalf  of  others. 

The  Metropolitan  Securities  Company  holds  stock  control  of  the  company  through 
the  ownership  of  capital  stock.  When  the  receiver  took  possession  of  this  com- 
pany's property  it  owned  an  equity  in  the  stocks  of  the  various  companies  which 
were  pledged  under  the  first  consolidated  mortgage  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad 
Company,  and  it  also  owned  the  stock  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  Street 
Railway  Company  (inchoate)  and  one-half  of  the  outstanding  $100,000  par  value 
of  capital  stock  of  the  Bridge  Operating  Company.  The  stock  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  Forty-fifth  Street  Railway  Company  was  sold  on  January  7,  1909,  to  the 
receivers  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company.

tion of  the  property,  (4)  to  allow  this  company,  or  its  successors  or  its  assigns,  in 
case  of  its  failure  to  pay  the  rental  provided  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  for  a 
period  of  thirty  days,  to  enter  upon  the  property  and  to  possess  the  same  provided 
ten  days'  written  notice  be  given  of  its  intention  so  to  enter,  such  entry  not  to  con- 
stitute a  waiver  for  damages  because  of  breach  of  contract,  (5)  to  pay  as  an  annual 
rental  |3,000  free  and  clear  of  all  taxes  and  charges  of  every  kind  and  nature 
which  latter  sums  shall  be  paid  by  it  as  lessee,  and  (6)  to  turn  over  the  property

RICHMOND  LIGHT  AND  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  Bichmond  Light  Company  was  incorporated  August  1,  1902,  to  purchase  the 
properties  of  the  New  York  and  Staten  Island  Electric  Company,  which  were  sold 
under  foreclosure  proceedings  August  10,  1902.  On  Augusit  18,  1902,  its  name  was 
changed  to  Blchmond  Light  and  Bailroad  Company,  and  at  the  same  time  its  char- 
ter was  amended  and  its  powers  enlarged,  allowing  it  to  operate  railroads  as  well 
as  lighting  properties.  The  Staten  Island  Electric  Bailroad  Company's  properties 
sold  under  foreclosure  on  August  6,  1002,  were  acquired  by  the  Bichmond  Street 
Bail  way  Company,  a  corporation  formed  on  August  7,  1902,  and  were  sold  by  that 
company  to  the  Bichmond  Liglit  and  Bailroad  Company  on  August  20.  1902.  The 
company  controls  the  New  Jersey  and  Staten  Island  Ferry  (Company,  through 
ownership  of  securities  which  it  acquired  in  1896  and  1902  (see  Investments.) 

Although  the  lighting  and  railroad  properties  were  owned  by  separate  companies 
prior  to  foreclosure,  they  were  nevertheless  controlled  by  the  same  Interests  and 
were  not  operated  as  entirely  independent  companies.

Incorporated  December  27,  1851,  under  the  Laws  of  1850.  On  February  1,  1892, 
the  property  and  franchises  of  this  company  were  leased  to  the  Houston,  West 
Street  and  Pavonia  Ferry  Railroad  Company  for  800  years  from  that  date. 
Under  the  terms  of  this  lease  the  lessee  agreed  (1)  to  expend  at  least  $1,000,000 
on  this  company's  railroad  in  substituting  some  other  motive  power  in  place  of 
horses  and  in  providing  suitable  equipment,  plant  and  machinery  within  the  first 
t\\^o  years  of  the  lease,  and  if  at  the  end  of  the  two  years  the  said  amount  had  not 
been  so  expended  the  lessee  was  to  deposit  the  unexpended  balance  in  money « 
stocks  or  securities,  whose  market  value  should  be  equal  to  such  unexpended 
balance ;  (2)  to  operate,  maintain  and  keep  in  good  working  order  the  property 
with  the  motive  power  so  changed;  (3)  to  keep  the  line  supplied  with  sufficient 
cars  so  that  the  business  done  should  be  increased;  (4)  to  provide  out  of  Its  own 
funds  for  proper  maintenance,  repairs  and  replacements;  (5)  to  pay  all  taxes  and 
assessments;  (G)  to  pay  an  annual  rent  of  $152,500  for  the  first  two  years  of  the 
lea^e,  and  thereafter,  until  Its  expiration,  the  sum  of  $145,000;  (7)  tx)  surrender 
at  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  the  lease,  all  property  of  every  kind 
used  by  the  lessee  in  the  operation  of  the  road,  except  that  which  nad  passed  from 
existence  by  death  or  destruction  or  had  beon  superseded  by  a  change  of  motive 
power  or  other  improvements  made  upon  the  property,  and  all  substitutes  which 
might  have  been  made  or  provided  for  property  impossible  to  deliver  by  reason  of 
death,  destruction  or  supercesslon,  should  be  equal  in  value  to  the  property  for 
which  they  were  substituted;  and  (8)  in  case  of  default  in  rental  payments  for 
three  months  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  lease,  to  allow 
the  lessor  to  re-enter  and  to  repossess  the  property  with  all  additions  and  better- 
ments and  all  property  connected  with  the  railroad  and  equipment,  such  re-enti7 
not  to  be  interpreted  as  waiving  right  to  recover  damages  from  the  lessee  for  breach 
of  contract. 

The  lease  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  to  the  New  Y^ork  City  Railway 
Company  carried  with  it  this  company's  property.  On  September  24.  1007,  Adrian 
H.  Jollne  and  Douglas  Robinson  were  appointed  Receivers  of  the  New  York  City 
Railway,  and,  after  a  separate  Receiver  began  operation  of  the  New  York  City 
Railway  on  August  1,  1908,  the  said  Receivers  continued  as  Receivers  of  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway,  and  as  such  were  operating  this  company's  property 
on  June  30,  1909,  under  the  terms  of  the  original  lease.

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SOUTH  BROOKLYN  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

The  South  Brooklyn  and  Flatbush  Railroad  Company  was  Incorporated  to 
operate  a  steam  railroad  September  20,  1880.  and  its  name  was  changed  to  South 
Brooklyn  Railroad  and  Terminal  Company  on  November  10,  1887.  The  property 
of  the  company  was  sold  under  foreclosure  on  December  19,  1899,  and  was  later 
acquired  by  the  South  Brooklyn  Railway  Company,  which  had  been  Incorporated  on 
January  13.  1900.  The  property  of  the  South  Brooklyn  Railroad  and  Terminal 
Company  had  been  leased  to  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company,  which  com- 
pany transferred  it  to  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  about  June  30,  1897. 
The  Long  Island  Railroad  abandoned  operation  of  the  property  on  June  1,  1903. 
and  on  that  date  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company  began  operation  thereof, 
as  lessee,  and  continued  such  operation  until  March  1,  1907,  when  the  company 
began  operation  of  its  own  property.  The  lease  of  the  New  York  and  Coney  Island 
Railroad  was  assigned  to  the  South  Brooklyn  Railway  Company  by  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  Company  on  February  28,  1907.  The  New  York  and  Coney 
Island  Railroad  Company  is  the  lessee  of  the  Prospect  Park  and  Coney  Island  Rail- 
road and  the  Prospect  Park  and  South  Brooklyn  Railroad,  and  the  assigned  lease 
expires  June  17,  2898. 

The  Transit  Development  Company  leases  this  company's  Thirty-ninth  street 
shops  and  storage  yards,  Thirty-eighth  street  omergency  station  and  the  Coney 
Island  sub-station,  and  supplies  this  company  with  electric  current.  This  company, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  possession,  under  a  lease  agreement  terminable  on  demand, 
of  2  box  cars,  1  ash  dump  car,  28  ash  gondola  cars  and  4  tow  cars  belonging  to 
the  American  Railway  Traffic  Company,  a'  business  corporation  subsidiary  to  the 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company.  As  a  rental  for  tne  use  of  such  cars  this 
company  pays  $12,222  annually. 

Btockholders  and  Members. —  Total  voting  power  of  all  members  of  the  company 
5,000,  each  holder  of  $100  par  value  of  capital  stock  having  one  vote ;  ownership  of 
capital  stock :  The  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company  owns  all  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company  (save  director's  quslifying  shares)  ;  total  vote  cast  at  the  last  general 
meeting,  February  4,  1909,  5,000,  D.  H.  Valentine  casting  one  vote  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  4,999  as  authorized  by  proxy.

No  additional  rights  or  franchises  were  acquired.  Some  agreements  were  entered 
into  with  other  street  railway  companies  concerning  trackage  rights  and  with  the 
Transit  Development  Company  for  power,  cars,  equipment,  etc.

Railroad  Company,  issued  May  15,  1900,  the  principal  and  interest  of  which  were 
guaranteed  by  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company. 

In  February,  1902,  the  lease  of  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  was  assigned  to  the 
New  York  City  Railwav  Company,  which  latter  company  became  the  lessee  of  the 
Metropolitan  Street  Railway  and  its  leased  lines,  and  as  of  September  24,  1907,  the 
New  York  City  Railway  Company  reported  to  this  Commission  that  it  held  an  equity 
in  all  of  the  aforesaid  stocks  pledged  under  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company's 
first  consolidated  mortgage. 

On  September  24,  1907,  Adrian  H.  Jollne  and  Douglas  Robinson  were  appointed 
receivers  of  the  New  York  City  Railway  and  took  possession  of  the  property  of  this 
company  and  operated  the  same  until  12  :01  a.  m.  January  12,  '1908,  when  Frederick

LESSOR. 

Incorporated  on  March  6  1896,  as  a  consolidation  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Street 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Thirty-fourth  Street  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad 
Company,  both  of  which  companies  having  been  organized  pursuant  to  an  act  passed 
by  tne  Legislature  of  New  York  on  May  6.  1884,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  street  surface  railroads,  etc."  On  December  21,  1896.  an  agreement 
was  made  with  tho  Molropolltan  Street  Railway  Company,  and  under  the  terms  of 
this  instrument,  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  agreed  (1)  to  pay 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  this  company.  (2)  to  main- 
tain and  Keep  in  repair  the  tracks  belonging  to  this  company  and  the  pavement 
between  and  about  the  same,  (3)  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  the  tracks,  (4)  to 
construct  at  its  own  expense  switches,  connection  and  turnouts  necessary  for  the 
oporation  of  tho  road  and  (5)  to  employ  at  Us  own  expense  necessary  switchmen 
and  flapmon.  This  company  agreed  on  the  other  hand  (1)  to  allow  the  Metropolitan 
Stroot  Railway  Company  to  operate  its  cars  over  the  tracks  of  this  company  for 
1,000  years,  this  company  reserving  to  Itself  the  right  to  run  not  to  exceed  three 
cars  daily  over  its  tracks,  and  (2)  not  to  charge  any  less  rate  of  fare  for  trans- 
portation In  Its  cars  than  a  uniform  rate  of  five  cents  ner  oassenger.  It  was  agreed 
between  the  two  companies  (1)  that  the  employees  of  either  company  should  not 
impede  those  of  the  other,  and  (2)  that  the  agreements  thus  formed  should  bind 
the  successors,  lessees  and  assigns  of  each  party. 

The  lease  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  to  the  New  York  City  Railway 
Company  carried  with  it  this  company's  property.  On  September  24.  1907.  Adrian 
H.  dollne  and  Douglas  Robinson  were  appointed  receivers  of  the  New  York  City

Thirtjr-Fourth  Street  Crosstown  Railway  Company. 

Railway  and  as  such  operated  this  company's  property  until  a  separate  receiver 
was  appointed  for  the  New  York  City  Railway,  who  began  operation  thereof  on 
August  1,  lt)08.  Thereafter  Adrian  H.  Jollne  and  Douglas  Robinson  have  continued 
to  operate  this  company's  property  as  receivers  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway.

therefor,  while  the  Metropolitan  Securities  Company  holds  $9,100  par  value,  the 
remaining  $1,800  being  held  for  the  most  part  by  the  directors  of  this  company  and 
by  officers  and  employees  of  various  companies  in  the  Interborough-Metropolitan 
Company  system.  Total  votes  cast  at  the  last  general  meeting,  October  6,  1908, 
9,909,  R.  C.  Newton  casting  9,900  on  behalf  of  others  and  H.  U.  Vreeland  casting 
one  on  behalf  of  himself  and  8  on  behalf  of  others. 

Stock  control  of  this  company  is  now  held  by  the  Guaranty  Trust  Company  of 
New  York,  as  trustee  under  the  aforesaid  mortgage  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  the  latter  company  having  defaulted  in  its  interest  payments. 

Changes  during  the  Year —  No  new  rights  or  franchises  were  acquired  and  no 
new  contracts  were  entered  into  with  other  companies.  Alexander  J.  Hemphill  was 
elected  vice-president  of  the  company  in  place  of  D.  B.  Hasbrouck  on  October  6,  1908
